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To all theſe precious ſouls who receive the Goſpel, aud ſollow the Lord Feſus in the 
way of righteouſneſs , to whoſe view this jmall Treatiſe ſhall by providence be 
preſented , Increaſe of all ſpiritual riches from the Father of mercies, ate un- 
feignedly deſired. 

T: is no new thing (bleſſed ſouls)for the God and men of this world to call 


the ſweet, ſaving, and-moſt ſoul-refreſhing doArines of the Goſpel * He * 
rerical opinions : and the way of God (even that way of Worſhip which Ty 


Chriſt and his Apoſtles walked in) Hereſfic ; that fo, by raiſing foul(chough 
falſe) reporrs againſt the Truchs of the rrue and crernal Godzthey and their 
falſe Merchandiſe (corrupt Dodrines, I mean ) may ſeem fair in the eyes of 
their followers. Lec it not then ſeem ſtrange to you, neither be diſcouraged, 
if it be ſo ig our generation ; bur as our God hath imparted to you a grear 
meaſure of the knowledge of his love in the Logd Jeſus, ler it be your care,I 
beſcech you by the mercies'ot God, to walk werthy of the Lords love in all well 
pleaſing, and abounding in every good work ; that you may ſhine as lights in this 
world , and (in the world to cone) as the ſun in the kingdom of ou Father, ſor 
ever and ever. Tow have known axd believed the love of God ls your ſouls ; you 
know and are aflured by the Scriprures, that Chriſt died for you ; when other 
poor creatures going abour to prove it by their qualifications (a moſt incon- 
ſtant and crooked rule)are (oft-rimes at.leaſt)very uncertain whether Chriſt 
died for themzand ſo through theinſtability of their ſad minds,cither hurried 
away by dangerous preſumprion,or hurled into deep deſpair,and other ſoul- 
diſtracting diſtempers. Their condition I much commiſerare, having my ſelf 
been ſomewhar ed by Saran under it 2 for at beſt, they are frequently 
toſſed ro and fro by doubts and fears, wherher eycr God gave his Son to lay 
down his life for them, and ſo are kept from the enjoyment of that abiding 
conſolation which you partake of, by belicving what is plainly wrurten in the 
Word of Truth,and rejzeRing the dark conſequences and dedufions of men. 
Oh pity thoſe rhar are ignorant of that truth which you are acquainted with, 
endeavour to impart ir to them ; bur deſpiſe then not , in that you know 
Chriſt died for them, Be not weary of well doing. The Lord is at hand : and if 
you perſiſt in holineſs, he will require your ſhort pains with everlaſting plea- 
ſures , and your work inthe day of grace with an ecrernal and cxcceding 
weight of glory.

The glory 
of God is that which I chiefly aim ar,(my conſcience bearing me wktneſs)and 
next that, the comfort of doubting , and convincing of obdurare ſpirirs, I 
would intreat the Reader to ſurvey rhis Work twice, before he cenſure once;

A range and eminent manifeſtation of the hand of God againſt 
ſuch, was lately in a moſt evident manner fcen, agairft one Mr. F#/:/- 
liam Troughten a Miniſter of the Goſpel ( as he files himſelf ) at 
Onlep in Leicefter-ſhire ; who hath pur forth a ſmall creatiſe inti- 
tuled SCRIPT VRE-REDE MPTION RESTR AiNED and 
LFMITED. I confeſs when I firſt caft mine eye upon this title, 1 
was amazed with admiration, that any ſhould fo forget themſelves 
as to reſtrain and limit the redemption that the Scripture holds forth; 
that any ſhould ſer bounds unto (or impriſon) fuch a ſoul-brisfying, 
foul-ſanAifying, ſoul-faying doftrine as is Seripture- Redemption. 
O you that call your ſelves the Minifters of the Goſpel ! Is the Spi- 
ric of the Lord ſtraitened-?Jare thele his doings ? Did the Spirit of the

Lord ever ſay that Chrift dyed not for all, or that he dyed but for 
ſome? is there any Scripture from the beginning of Geneſis ro 
the end of the Revelation that ſpeaks thus ? yet if we ſheuld 
orant that Chriſt laid downe his life onely for a few,and bought ene- 
ly his Saints z I ſay, if this were Scripewre- Redemption(as it is not) 
Mr. Trewghton hath reſtrained and limited it. Scriptwre- Redemsp- 
tion be it what it will, is by him confin'd and reftrain'd ; infomuch 
' thatI could ſcarcely be perſwaded in my fpiric, but that it was rather 
the error of the Prels , then of his pea, or at kal? that it was rather 
a ſlip of his pen, then the error of his minde; but when I conſidered 
(in the reading of his book) with what virulency of ſpirit ke oppoſ- 
ed ſuch as ſufter Scripture-Rederaption to have its due liberty, and 
how vigorouſly he bends his hand and head (at leaſt) ro make good 
his purpoſe, even turning afide the texts of Scripture which ſay plain- 
ly Chriſt dyed for all, for every man, &c. to make way for his 
dark confequenees and logical conclufions, I ceaſed to wonder at the 
prelupmtuons felly which therein palpably appeared , and admired 
the juſt and ſignal ſeverity of God againſt ſuch as in this illuſtrious 
Sun-ſhine of Goſpel-light, oppole his waies, accule his Saints, and 
bring up anevil report upon that good will of God, which he hath 
by Men ard Angels manifeſted in all ages towards magkiade, I 
have ſeen in darker daies, that men have uſher'd in their fond con- 
ceits and Saint-reviling Pamphlets, wich glorious names and ſoul- 
blinding inſcriptions ; but God ſo took away his wiſdome, that he 
could not give his book a Title that might in che leaſt palliate the 
perver{nels of his opinion. The trmes of ignorance God winked at, 
bur if after full and fair warniag,by the brighr _——_— of eternal 
truth, men will not beware, he will leave them to themlelyes, to foams 
out their owne ſhame, and (as that of Jannes and Jawbres)(o ſhall 
their folly be made manifeſt to all men, Oh where was the wiſ- 
dome of that poor creature who reſtrained and limited Seripture- 
*cap. Ever, Redemption ? The dehire of my ſoul is , that he may ſce the error of 
Sam. Oates his way, and rep2nt of his daring preſumption. As the name of his 
Renj. Mor- Book 1avours of ignorance, ſo his IntroduRtion to i is filled with 
ley Mr.P!1- rnalice g as the judicious Reader may perceive by thoſe black calum- . 
a 9s *" nies and aſperſions caſt upon my ſelf and others *, As far as _y re- 
Fcildiag, late tome, 1 do willingly bear them, and freely forgive{my Lord and 
&c, Makter ſuffered more tor my ſake) but for that they intrench _ 
; the 
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therruth of God, and reflef upon ſome pretious Saints, ſhall endea- 
your the remoyal of them , yer freely acknowledging chat truth 
which he upbraids us with, and ſhewing where he milteports us and 
miſrepreſents our words to the world. 

In the firſt place, he accuſerh us for accounting the dipping or 
ſprinkling of Infants an Amichriſtian 1dol : It's true, and we 
have good reaſon ſo to judge, when men have ſet it up asa part of 
Gods worſhip,without a command from Jeſus Chrift , who would 
certainly have fpoken ſomething of it, if it had been of God, For he 
was faithful ai a Son, Heb. 3.6. and kept not back any of his 
Fathers counſel from the ſons of men. But whereas he ſayes we ex- 
clude all Infants from the Covenant of grace, its utterly falle ; for 
its by the grace of God in Chriſt that they live; and we know that 
to little Infants belongs the Kingdome of Heaven ; And 
that they who become not as little children, cannot enter into 
the Kingdeme of Heaves, Matthew 18. 30. Bur that they 
are members of the viſible Church we deny , and ſo doth Mafter 
Troughton too, in the third page of his Epiſtle ro the Reader 
where he hath theſe yery words, Vif6ble title to, and intereſt in the 
Covenant of grace(conſiſting in a ſerious profeſſion of the Chriſti- 
an faith, accompanied with a ſutable conver ſation) is that which 
conſtitutes a member of the Viſible Church of Chriſt. If any 
ſpiritual ſoul ever look on Mr. Treughtons book 1 defire they would 
rake notice of this paſſage, and ſee how he eondemnes us for that 
which he himfelf allowes and ownes ; and indeed *cis the pureſt po- 
fiction of truth drawn up by himſelfe , which I have ſeen in all his 
book. But that being true (as indeed it is )} how can infants be viſi- 
ble Church-members > what profeſſion of the Faith of Chriſt can 
they make, and whar or evil can they do? fo that you ſee Mr. 
Treagbten contradiets himſelf (which is a uſual thing,as you (hall 
perceive ia the proſecution of this work.) But fearing left he ſhould 
retraR his acknowledgment ofthe truth (to which he is ſometimes ve- 
ryaverſe,through the darkneſs that isin him)when he perceives it will 
make to his diſadyantage, and ftick tothat grand error that Infants 
aro wifible Charch-members , 1 ſhall onely add this ; 1. Thar 
they who were ſuch in the Apoltles:daics. gladly received the word, 
and were baptized, ARt2.41. 2. Thattoeyery Church-mem- 
ber every ordinance of Chritt doth belong, 4 breaking of Bread, 
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AR.2.4. preaching of the word, Col. 3.16. reproof, Mat. 18. - 
I5,16,17. judgiuvg of points of difference among” brethren , 
1 Coc,6.4. &'c. Lwonder why Mr. Tronghton doth not preach to 
tacm, break bread with them, reprove them, and ſer them to judge 
a: leaſt in the things of this life, which are the ſmalleſt matters! For 
we would gladly know who dares add to, diminiſh from,or alter,the 
praQtice of Jeſus Chriſt and his Apoltles , in the conſtituting of the 
Church of God,or hinder any of his members of cheir priviledge ? 
Secondly, He faith (bat he ſaith falſly ) that we hold none to 
be Saints, Diſciples, or Believers, but ſuch as are grown perſons, 
xd rebaptiz'd, Here he miſrepreſents our expreſſions. For firſt, 
we are not fo filly as co lay down ſuch negative propoſitions : we ſay 
indeed, that as in the dayes of Chrilt, they that did repent and be- 
lieye the Goſpel, were baprtiz'd and added to the Church ; ſowe are 
ſure they who thus walk noware vitible Saints, Churchamembers and 
Diſciples, in that chey follow the precepts and pratice of Chrift 
and his Apoliles ; we account them ſheep of Chrift, or Chriſtians, 
who continue in the word of Chriſt, and keep the Ordinances as 
they were delivered to the Churches by the Son of God, -when 
they may fo enjoy them; and that they who negle& and deſpite 
them when they ſo may be had,and praQtiſe Baby-ſprinkling,are diſ- 
obedient to Chriſt,and followers of the Pope, In a word,they which 
tairhfully tollow that light which God layes before them; arethe be- 
loved of his {oul, and pretious in his fight. As for his tearm rebap» 
rize, we neither know nor do we practice any ſuch ching, neither can 
he prove his accuſation againſt us ; except he can prove that the 
iprinkling of Babes in the face with a little water , be the Ordinance 
of Baptilme appeinted for us by the Lord Jeſus in his word of truth 
and then we ſhall owne it, and Mr. Troyghton allo in it. 

Thirdly, He accuſeth us for baptiz.ing Towers into thu Farh, 
that Chriſt died for all, &c. To which I anſwer, If the Scriptures 
lay Chriſt dyed for all, I hepe Mr. Trowghtos hath no juft cauſe to 
finde fault with us for believing ic, except he can prove it to be a 
crime to believe as the Scripewre ſaith, which kinde of beleiving 
Chriſt hath made a pretious promiſe to, Feh.7.3 g+39. And whereas 
he raxeth us tor not jopning with others, which he calls in derifion 
Anabaptiſts, 1 wiſh Mr. Treughton not to fpeak evil of what he 
now's 107; Mr. Feſſey, Mre Kiffin, Mr. Patience, lo far as they 

praQtice 


practice Goſpel-Ordinances, do as cloſely follow Jeſus Chriſt. as 
Mr. Troughton and others in their Baby*!prinkling do Anticktiſt : 
In a word, we axe to joyn with the Lord Jeſus the head of the bo- 
dy,not wich men,nor follow them further then they follow Chrift, 
Fourthly , He accuſcth us, laying, that we owne ſuch as Chriſts 
Diſciples, who are baptiz'd int onr opinion be they never ſq ig- 
norant and vain, &c. This is a meer icandal: for firlt, we baptize 
none but ſuchas in ſome good meaſure know their mi{-rable ſtate 
by fin, the love of God by a Saviour; &'c. And as for fuch as walk 
ig a yaia coaverlation, they are caſt off, if they refuſe to hear the 
Charch. And whereas he faies, we unchurch all that differ from us 
though neyer {ſo ſpiritual, heavenly, experienced Chriftians ; I tay, 
firft,as before,that they that walk up to the light which God ailows 


them are his Congregation. 2. That they who hays the word of 


God, and follow Chriſt and his Apoltles in Goſpel-obedience, are 
the Church of Chriſt, his Diſciples and experienced Chriſtians, accor- 
ding tothe Scripture computation, ſee Foh.8.31. 

To the fifth Accuſation ( where he faith, we refuſe to hear the 
ableſt and moſt approved Miniſters of the Goſpel, except it be to 
cavil againſt them) I anſwer, It is not ſo, for thole that are ap- 
proved Minifters of the Goſpel ( I mean ſuch as yeeld obedienceto 
to Jeſus Chriſt in his commands, and follow him in life and 
doctrine) we freely hear. But we do not judge thern who rejeRthe 
counſel of God, and teach otherwiſe rhen Chriſt and his Apeltles 
taught, able and approved Miniſters of the Golpel ; though they 
talk long and loud , yea though they could ſpeak with the tongue 
of Angels. As for Tithe-takers, Baby ſprinklers and Pariſh- 
Afinifters, their practice declarech them to be at leaſt in ſome things 
Popiſh Levitical Priefts, aSting contrary to the precepts and praQtice 
of Jeſus Chriſt, and fo Antichrittian, By the word cavi/, I judge he 
means reaſon out of the Scriptures, and in this we defire ro do as 
we would be done by ; for we never deliver any DoCtrine publickly, 
but we are willing publickly to #ive an account of what we declare 
to them. And for the ſeryiceablenels of thoſe (whom Mr, Trough» 
tox counts) able Miniſters, to the Rate ; | ſhall ar preſeatbe lent, 
onely adding, that moſt of us whom Mr. Trowghton traduceth in 
the margin of his book, have adyentured our lives in che {eryice of 
the Commonwealth, and ſhall again, when thereunto called, 

a © Sixthly, 
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Sixthly, He accuſeth us, as everthrowers of Magiſtracy, and 
for accounting the Pariſh-Prieſts Antichriſtian perſecutors , 
when they call for the civil power to puniſh ſuch as would pub- 
lickly diſpute their Doltrine and Miniftery ( he calls it the keep- 
ing of order and peace in the Corgregation, whilft they are about 
the worſhip of God , and to prevent cumbuſtions, &c.) I anſwer, 
This is a meer fifttion , they are ſure the Magiſtrates mot faithful 
friends, who defire them to wait on that office which God hath call- 


ed them to , and they are enemies to the civil powers, who call to 


| them todothat whichis not appertaining to their duty. Now we de- 


fire the Magiſtrate as a Magiſtrate, to exerciſe his power in its proper 
lace : as for example, it any had been at Odeby, or areelſewhere 
tickers , or breakers of the peace by any means , God hath ordain- 
ed the powers that are, for the puniſhmen of ſuch evil doers. Burt if 
any do defire to reaſon out of the Scriptures about the worſhip of 
the molt high God ; they that call to the Magiſtrate to puniſh ſuch, 
or by the civil Sword to [top their mouths, are Antichriſtian perſe- 
cutors, yea Tyrants over the conſciences of their fellow creatures ; 
and thoſe Magittrates who ſhall ( at the requeſt of ſuch Tyrancs ) 
exetcile their Authority againlt ſuch as {eek to figde out the truth by 
diſputing , with the falſe Miniſtery ( if they cake not.heed þetimes) 
will be overthrown by the might of the Lord, as they haye been be- 
fore them, who were ated by the Popiſh, Prelatical, and Claſſical 
Clergy , and executed their defignes. Sure ir was not evil in Chriſt 
and his Apoſtles, ro diſpute with the DoQors and learned men in the 
Temple and Synagouges, to hear them and ask them Queſtions. And 
I doubt not but many of our Magiſtrates are ſo wiſe, as not to judge 
ic a contempt of Authority to diſcuſs things wherein we difter in 
matters of Religion: if they ſhall , how differs our conditien from 
what it was under the Biſhops ? If I, or any of thoſe Teachers whom 
Mr. Trowgh. oppoſeth and repreacheth as Anabaptiſts, ſhould call 
to the Arm of fleſh to hinder any ſober man from asking us a queſti- 
on about our dodtrine(eyen in the midſt of an exerciſe) we ſhould at 
contrary to our Lord Chriſt, for ke never did {oy and let Mr. Trowg: 
or the learnedſt Door ia this Ifland,try and fec whether we ſhall be 
troubled at nis ſo doing. But its the property of falſe Teachers to 
ſhun diſputes, for falſhood hath need of Corners, 
Seyenthly, He accuſeth us for ſuffering ignorant men (as he only 
tems) 


a. 


then) to teach and baptite,&c. and for accounting theſe the 
faithful Miniſters of Chriſt. 

This is yery untrue, for there are none admitted into any congrega- 
tion that I know, (amongſt thoſe whom Mr. Through. _—- 
himſelf ro eppoſe) as members (much lels as Teachers) bur ſuch as 
givea faichful account of the principles of the doQtine of Chriſt (the 
orderly walking ia which, Mr. Trewghs and many of his tribe call 
kereſie.) Bur I perceive he is much troubled becauſe ſome of his 
neighbors, who are husbandrmen or tradeſmen, do ſometimes preach 
the Goſpel ; and blots the margine of his book with the infamy 
which he thinks to caſt on them. Why may not husbandmea preach 
aſwel as an Exciſe-mans Clark, ec. However they know, and can 
proye by the Scriptures, that Chriſt is their Redeemer, and that's 
more then Mr. Trough. can do, by all his qualifications and conſe-

y Eighthly, He accuſeth us for holding that there #} no true and 
lawful Miniſter of Chriſt in England, oe. 

Here firſt he belyes ns,for we ſay with the Scriptures, that Chriſt 
i tothe end of the world with all thoſe who obſerve and teach 
others to obſerve what he hath commanded, Mac, 28, ult. and 
whoſoever abideth in the doftrine of Chriſt, the ſame hath both 
the Father and the Son, 2 Joh. yerl. 9. 

2, He miſtakes us, for we onely ſay that the Miniſters of the 
Church of England (alias Pariſh Priefts) are not the Miniſters of 
Chriſt gifted or called according tothe Rule of the New Teftameat, 
for they take tithes, ſprinkle babes, preach before they are baptized, 
ſtand praying in the Synagogues, &'c. which Chriſt crever required, 
bur rather prohibited; and cry down the baptiſm of believers, ſepa- 
ration 1n worſhip, &'e. as heretical; though both of them by 
practiſe and precepr from Jeſus Chrift, 

3. Hecontradicts himlelf (as is his uſual manner) for in his former 
accuſation, he ſays, we hold them (whom he calls ignorant)to be 
Chrifts faithful Miniſters (and indeed he is not far from truth.) 
And here he ſayes. we hold there is no true Miniftry aceording to 
the rule of the New Teſtansent. What he would fay truly, is this, 
we hold there are none fo excellently qualified and furaiſhed as 
the Apoliles were, for the work of the Lord in the miniftrati- 
on of Goſpel-light ; if there be, let us know where they are.

are not aſhamed of the Goſpel of Chriſt, which Mr. Trough. calls 
corrupt doCtrines, &'c. (1 wiſh him to be more wary in his words, ) 
If roaffirm that Chriſt dyed for all, an that belieyers are the only 
capable ſubjes of Baptiime, be corrupt opinieas, then we promote 
corrupt opinions ; but if this be the countel of God, and the words 
of the Holy Gholt, Mr, Trowgh. railes not on us,but the living God, 
whole ſervice we defire to profeſs and abide in. Bur if I declaxed 
any corrupt dotrineat Aownt-ſorrel and Odeby , why did nox 
Mc.Trengh. ſhew whercin,as I defired him, being then preſeat? And 
as for inyading the Pulpic, he might have left that out, for when at 
the requeſt of ſome in Monntſorrel I ſtood up to declare the Goſpel 
(hearing that he who was expected that day could not come, as Mr, 
Trengh, knows) I came down and gave Mr, Trough. the Pulpir, 
upon his promiſe, that he would afterwards grant me there a confe- 
rence ; which promiſe of his he moſt (hametully brake, and would 
net ſtay to give an account of any thing that he had ſpoken, 

Tenthly, He chargeth us with #ſual diffurbing the faithful 
Miniſters of Chri |, by putting on our hats in t1me of prayer &c. 
and by procuring ſome of the common ſouldiery to guard us with 
their ſwords,&c, 

In anfwer to which, Ihave told Mr. Trough. both by word and 
writing, that if he can prove himſelf a Miniffer of Chriſt according 
to the rule of the New Teſtament, and that mixt multitude a ſociety 
of Saints, or that ever Chrilt or his Apoſtles did pray in the Syna- 
gopues before and after Sermon, I ſhall acknowledge a fault,and give 
publike ſatisfaQtion ; if nor, I ſhall perſiſt in 1o doing, till he or lome 
other that findes fault with me can doit, And whereas he lays, I 
brought ſome of the Common ſouldiery,cc. There's not a title of 
truth in it, indeed there were many civil gentiemen there our of Cap- 
taine G/yxs :nd Captans Johnſons T roopes (being then quartered ar 
Leiceſter) and when ſome of ghem were 1evil'd and ſtricken, they 
d1d neither revile nor ſtrike agaire ; and it may eafily be proyed that 
if they had not þbcen there, we had had more fiſts about our ca1s 
then our own. 
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The eleyenth charge he brings againſt us, is, That we daringly 
eballenge the Minifters of C i to difpmte, &c. will obſerve 
9 order ,&c. 

This is a thing that we know not : for my part, I never challenged 
any Miniſter of Chriſt to diſpute, bur once as I remember, and that 
was when I was a Pariſh-Pricſt and Miniſter of Antichriſt (as ma- 
ny now are) and the Lord in mercy made that man an inftrument to 
reyeal to me the principles of the doRrine of Chriſt , and the begin- 
ings of that bleſſed Goſpel-light, which I now through grace walk 
in» I could wiſh that all the Pariſh-Miniſters would ſeek to diſ- 
pute with choſe they count Hereticks-(I mean ſuch as walk ia obedi- 
ence to the commands of Chrift) till they (ped ao worſe then I did, 
Bur ic ſeems we dare diſpute, ſo doth not Mr. Trough, nor his bre- 
threa the Pariſh-Minifters ; and for order,we fhall obſerye any that 
the Scripcure approves of , onely Popiſh formalities we are utterly 
againſt, 

* In thetwelth place, he complaines, That we quarres with them 
for praying before and after Sermon, 

To this I have given fatisfaCtion in my anſwer to his tenth charge. 

In his thirteenth are many groſs ſlanders together, for (whereas 
Mr. Trowgh. chargeth us with 4a» abſolnte deyyal of ortginal in) 
we teach that Adams offence in the garden was the firlt fin, and 
that we being all in his loines who ſinned, became ſubjeR ro corrup- 
tion z yea judgement came thereby - on all men crocondemanation. 
And as for Gods abſolnre decree (which he moſt falſly ſayes 
we ſcoffe at ) we hold that. God hath from the beginning 
choſen to falyation ſuch as obey the truth through the Spirit, and of 
old ordained to condemnatioa ungodly men turning the grace of 
God into wantonnels ; eyen all ſuch as by the goodnels of God arc 
not led to repentance. What lie means by free-will, I know nor; 
But we hold that God hath given to his creatures, out of the riches 
of his free mercy, ability.aad liberty,one time or, other to performe 
whatſoever he requires them to believe and do. And whercas he 
fayes, we preach for falling away (to uſe Mr. Trough. own tearms) 
ir is moſt untrue, for we preach for holding falt by Jeſus Chriſt, and 
warn, admouifh, and beleech the Saints to take heed left any of 
them fall from the grace of God, or by an evil heart of wnbelief 
depart from him,H<o.1 2.15. 


To the feurteenth (where he taxeth us for bringing the Saints 
into bendage,by diſſwading them from frequenting the Pariſh- 
aſſemblies aud exerciſes ry 

I anſwer, Moſt of thoſe whom he infderifion calls our followers, 
haye heard h'm and other Pariſh-preachers, till they were weary of 
their ſoul-diftrating and ſelf-contradiRing doRtines, Neither ixje 
we, bur the Lord who commands both us and them, to come out 
ſrom Babel, to be ſeparate, and to ayoid, agd turn away from them 
that cauſe diviſions contrary to the doCtrine delivered by Chriſt and 
his Apoltles ; not to receive to houſe, nor bid ſuch God ſpeed, (yea 
and though he were an Apoſtle or an Angel from heaven) to hold 
ſuch accurſed as bring any other Goſpel or doQtine, theg what hath 
been preached by the Lord Jeſus. And ſuch I am ſureare our tithe- 
raking , mercenary Pariſh-Minifters, who teach men to ſprinkle 
babes, and to belieye that Chriſt dyed not for all, &c. Goſpel and 
DoRrine, which neyer came out of the mouth of our blefled Re- 
deemer, yet we will hear you, if you will bur give a reaſon of what 
you ſay to diflatisfied ſpirits ; ocherwiſe we ſhould bring our felves 
into bondage, if you will neither anſwer us nor let us go. Blefled 
be our God, we can hear Chriſt and his Apeſtles preach , ſearch the 
Scriptures, prove their doCtrine, and receive ſatisfaQtion, and they 
ac* not offended at us, 

The fificenth Article of Mr. Troughtons charge againſt us, is a 
meer cavil and groundlels furmiſe upon his own miſtake, for he uſing 
ſome vilifying and contemprful language to one that had been a ſoul- 
dicr ane commander in the States lervice, after long filence and bear- 
ing his imperious checks, the party told him he had fhewed his face 
in the dcfence of his Country, where Mr. Trough. durlſt not ap- 
pear. Butif ever I finde Mr. Trough. charging anenemy for his 
Nations jult liberty, I ſhall aſſure him of all ſubmiſſive ſatisfaRion, 
But upon this he chargeth ms of giving out threatming language. 
And by this you may ee the weight of Mr. Treughtons complaints. 

His fixteenth accuſation is a groſs fallity : For, he faith, ehat we 
are ready to make inſurreftion upon them, when they fight a- 
gamſt our opinions with Scripture weapons, and that ſome of us 
have beaten ſome of their hearers ; which till Mr. Trough. prove, 
2nd bring the offender to condign punifhment, I ſhall oaly (ay this, 
that The religion of that man who bridleth mot his tongue, « but 
vain, Jam. 1.26, The 
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The contrary to Mr. Trough, 1 7 accuſation is true, for whereas 
he fayes, owr deſign is to pull down the powerful Miniſtry of 
Chrift) our defires and endeayours are and ſhall be by the Lords 
aſſiſtance, to ſet it up, even ſuch Miniſters as are obedient to every 
command of Chriſt, keep the-ordinances as they were delivered by 
him, and areenabled by the Spirit of God through the Scriptures 
to preach the Goſpel without tealing the word from their neighbors, 
and ſcraping and ſcribling their Sermons our of Popiſh Poſtillers, an- 
cient Fathers, (as they call chem) and commentators ; bur as for ai! 
national, parochial tithe-taking, hireling, baby-(prinkling-Miniſters, 
we know they are plants which our heavenly Father bath not 
planted, and will be reoted up. The Lord in mercy by his word, 
root thern up out of the dunghil of their errors, that they may be 
rooted and built upin Jeſus Chriſt 

In the laft place, Mr. Troxgh. accuſeth us for holding the truth 
in loye, though he alter ouvexprefſiogs ; For tis true, we do deny, 
that any can infallibly prove that Chriſt dyed for him or her in 
particular, but by the teftimony of the Spirit of God in the Serig-- 
tures: if they can, let them brinz ferth their witneſſes. JT am lure 
thats an infallible evidence, being the witnels of God ; and all other 
ſpirits, qualifications, and witneſſes are fallible, falſe, without foun- 
dation, and are built upon the bottomleſs pit.” And we do affitme. 
chat they whe cam and do by the Scriptures proye that Chriſt dyed 
for them, are built upon a ſure foundation (even the DoArine of che 
prophets and Apoſtles.) They may by ſuch a Teſtimony, if profane, 
come to be convinced and converted, if of a ſadaed fpirit, to be. 
comforted : ſome come thus to be delivered out ef the bondage of 
fin, others out of the bands of ſorrow. Ir puts a check to the pre- 
ſumpruous finner, and lifts up the head of the defpairing ſoul z and 
though Cain, Pharaoh, —_ and millions of men deny the Lord 
that bought them, and bring upon themſelyes ſwift deſtrution yer 
that no whit abateth the comfort of the Saints, who know and be- 
Hieve the love that the Father hath to thens. 1's but a fleeting in» 
conſtant comfort for a man to beliey that which he hath no aſſurance 
of, to believe that Chriſt dyed for him before he know ir. beyond 
the reach of doubting ; for of necefſicy it mutt be,that he beliewes 
he knows mot what. When we fay that men cannot certainly and 
comfortably conelude that Chriſt dyed for them, but by the word of 
the 


the liviog God, (which ſays Chriſt dyed for all) aad for want of chis 
proof, are in any kinde of bondage and trepidation of ſpirit, we do 
ic not to upbraid them, butin love and tenderneſs of ſoul to free and 
refreſh. them and therefore Mr. Trough. did very ill (as I judge) 
to bring in this as a crime againſt us : but hatred for goodwill u the 
portion of ſuch as follow Chriſt. And withall you may ſee the 
ſpirits of men, how they ſeek a knot in a ruſh, any thing to make 
the perſons of men odious. Surely they that ſhew their tecth a» 
g1inft thoſe that loye them, would (if they had power) bite, yea de- 
your ſuch as they hate, and count enemies for telling them the truth. 
And if Mr. Troxgh. did not hate us,he would neyer cry out fo tothe 
Magiſtrates, and bring railing accuſations againſt us, and ſhun con- 
ference with us, but would endeayour to debate ſoberly the points 
in difterence, render- a'reaſon- of his hepe, and hear ours, But I 
leave this to the Lexd,and the imparrial readers conſideration. becauſe 
I haſten to the work,only I ſhall add a ſaying of Solomons. He that 
& firſt in his own cauſe ſeemeth juſt, but his neighbour com- 
eth and ſearcheth him, Prov. 18.17. 
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Pag. 41. (through a miſtakecalled pag.40.) /in, 7, for Juftifi- 
eation read SanRiftcation, The literal or figural faults I defire the 
Readers to pals by or correct with their peas, 
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na Haye heard and read ſome Conferences and 
> LED Controverſies concerving the death of Chr:ft 
2 and theeffeds of it : but remaining diſ-ſa- 
tisfied is part with what men have ſaid and 
2 written on both ſides, I have put forth this to 
publike view , that ſo they who have any 
DS Ching to fay for or againſt what I have held 
Q2 forth, may publiſh allo their approbatioa or 
diſlike, in order to the inveſtigation of che 
clear and ſoul-eſtablifhing truth in this point. For my part, I am 
fatisfied that we ſhall be judged at the laſt day by the Word that 
Chriſt hath ſpoken , which ſome call the Letter of the Scriptures, 
and which 1 ſay are able to make ms wiſe to ſalvation, 2Tim. 3.15. 
and not according tothe Comments and Glofſes which men have put 
upon them. I know alſo, that Chriſt died for onr ſins, according 
ro the Soriptwres , 1 Cor. 1 5. 3. and therefore, by the condu&t of 
that Spirit which gave them to us, ſhall begin to proye by theſe, That 
Chriſt died, or taſted death, for all and every man ; and after, give 
Reaſons why I ſo judge. Yet before come to lay down thele, 
I (hall (hew you how I hold this point, and what Chriſt dying hath 
done for every man. 
The firſt Scripture which I ſhall _ to your confideration , is 


Iſai. 
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Scripture-Redemption 
Iſai.$3.6. All we like ſheep have gone aſtray ;, we have turned 
every one to his own way : and the Lord hath laid on him the 
fniquity of ws all, Now indeed, if there be any that haye not gone 
aſtray, or any that have not turned to their own way , then Chriſt 
bare not their iniquity : Bur if the contrary be true, and all men, = 
all mankinde, have gone out of the way , it will undoubcedly fol- 
low, that the burden of their iniquity was laid on Jeſus Chriſt. 

A ſecond tex: of Scripture is ?ob.1.29.Bebold the Lamb of God, 
which taketh (or beareth) away the fin of the world. By ini- 
quity of wa all, and fin of the world, in theſe two texts mentioned, 
] underſtand the fins againft the ficlt Teftament, (ins of ignorance, 
fins committed before converſion, or before we knew good or enil, the 
one or firlt offence of Adam, which lome call Original Sinzas I ſhaff 
in this enſuing Diſcourſe by the Lords affiltance eadeayour to make 
plain to each impartial and humble ſoul. 

Ancther text for the proof of this, is Joh.3.16. God ſo loved the 
world, that be gave his onely begotten Son , that whoſoever be» 
lieveth on him ſhould not periſh, but have eternal life. Compare 
this with AtFs 10. 34, 

A fourth plain and poſitive proof of this truth, is Fob.6,51. latter 
part : And the bread that I will give, s my fleſh, which I will 
give for the life of the world. Surableto this, is that, I 7ob.449. 

The next place of Scripture to be conſidered, is 2 Cor. 5. 14.1 5. 
The love of Chriſt conffraineth us, becauſe we thus judge, that 
if one died for all, then were all dead; and that be died for all, 
that they which live ſhould not henceforth live unto themſelves, 
bur to im that died for them. and roſe again. Where it is evi-- 
dent, that the great love of Jelus Chrilt conltrained the Apoltle to 
Jorge two things , viz. that AY were dead, and that be died- 

or all. 

The Apoſtle Pawl, 1 Tim. 2.5, 6. ſays thus : There is one 
God, and one Mediator between God and man, the man Chriff 
Jeſus , who gave himſelf a ranſome for all, to be teftified in due 
time. 

The ſeventh place of Scripture plainly proving the truth of this 
glad tidings, is T#t.2.1 1, For the grace of God that bringeth ſal- 
Dation to all men, hath appeared. 


A ckar proof of this we have alſo, Heb.2.9, later part : That he 
by 
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freed from Reſtraint. 
by the grace of God ſhould taſte death for every man, or every 
one. 

In the ainth place, you have an evident teſtimony to this truth, 
1 Joh.2.2, Who us the propitiation for our ſins, and not for ours 
onely, but for the ſins of the whole world. 

The tenth and laſt poſitive proof of this great love of God in 
Chriſt, lies in two texts, vz. Foh.10.15. [ lay down my life for 
the ſheep: and 2 Per.2.1. But there were falſe prophets among 
the people ,.as there ſhall be falſe teachers among you , who ſhall 
privily bring in damnable hereſies , even denying the Lord that 
bought them, and bring upon themſelves ſwift debruttion. 


And thus (in ſtead of fallible Arguments which men make by 
miſ.underſtanding the Scriptures)I have produced ten poſitive Proots 
which we finde written in the Word of Truth, in expres terms de- 
claring that Chriſt died, laid down his life , taſted death for . and 
bought all and every man, the world, the whole world, the ſheep, 
and thoſe that deny him, and ſhall be deſtroyed. And whether you 
that read theſe thices will believe Mr. Trowghtow's ten Arguments, 
or the expreſs Word of the eternal God, chule ye. 

But perchance ſome may ſay, Though theſe Scriptares ſay that 
Chriſt died for all, &c. yet they mean otherwiſe. 

I anſwer, firlt, by a Querie , Whether we ſhall be judged by the 
Word as it ſpeaks, or as men (ay it means? 

Secondly, if the Word in this means otherwiſe then it ſpeaks, we 
make God like the worſt of men ; which God forbid : and withal, 
men are to blame for reading it to us otherwiſe then it means. 

Object. Byt all and every man do not always fignifie every in- 
dividaal. 

Anſw. Alchoi ghthe words aff and every man do not everywhere 
intend eyery individual , yer in many places it doth : and that it ſo 
ſignifies when the death of Chriſt is treated of, I ſhall hereafter (by 
the aſſiſtance of Jchoyah) prove by undeniable Reaſons. 

Secondly, although 4@. and every, and the word world arc ſome- 
times taken for a part of the whole ; yet the whole world is neyer 
taken bur for all ſinners ; as 1 Job.2.2.and 1 Fob.5.19. 

But bow comes it to pale, (may ſome ſay) if this be fo clear a 
trmh, that ſo many godly learned _ are of another opinion s 
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Scriptare-Redemption 
and maintain that Chriſt did not die for all ? 
Anſw. Letting alone their godlineſs and learning, I anſwer, That 
who hold the truth in righteouſneſs , are, and ever were, the 
ſmaller number. 

Secondly, ſome have taken up their judgements on truft , without 
ſearching the Scriptures : others haye ſearched them partially, to 
maintain an opinion before taken up from others. And ſome few 
ſearching lerioufly and ſincerely , haye been miſtaken, in that they 
have not rightly divided the word of truth, neither diſtinguiſhed be- 
ewixt the firſt and ſecond man , the firſt and ſecond Teftament : the 
offence of Adam, and our aCtual fins ; the firſt and tlecond death : 
but affirm, that by Adams's one offence the ſecond death came on 
him and all mankinde : they divide not betwixt life and life, juſtifi- 
cation and juſtification, ſanRification and ſanGtification z nor haye 
they opened the nature of Election, Redemption, Reconciliation, and 
Salyation, according to the Scriptures. , 

I ſhall cherefore, by the help of God, endeayour ( as briefly as 
poſſibly I can) to diſcover what death came through Adam's ofs 
fence.) and to handle theſe —_—_— Election, Redemption, 
&c. to as that men may come clearly to fee the foundation of that 
darkneſs, ignorance and errour that hath been amongſt the ſons of 
men about the death of Chritt : for moſt men following the ſteps of 
their fellow-creatures, have jogged on in the common road of Tra- 
dition ; not weighing well what the Word of Truth ſpeaks , con- 
cerning theſe molt weighty matters; 

And that I may the more profitably clear up theſe things , and 
make the way to them the more plain , I ſhall deſire the Reader to 
conſider what by all is acknowledged who truely confeſs the Deity, 
That there is a twofold manifeſtation of the loye of God to and a+ 

men ; the one uniyerſal, and che other particular or ſpecial, 
(anſwerable co his general and ſpecial preſence and providence :) the 
former is called the good will of God. Sutable to this, is that, Lwk. 
2.14. Good will towards men ; and that, Pſal.145.9. The Lord 
& good toall, &c. not willing that any ſhould periſh . 2 Per. 3. 9. 
The cher is that love by which he is ſaid to delight and take pleafure 
m ſome; as Prov.11.20. The wpright in their way are bus de: 
ight; and Pſal.147. 11. T he Lord taketh pleaſure mm them 
that fear him, and ſuch as boge in mercy. The firſt is called rhe 
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good will, or his love of good will ; the later his delight, or loye of 
delight. The former is every way free, and every man and woman 
(as the Scripture and experience ſhews) ate partakets of it: the lat- 
rer is conditional ; and onely they that fear the Lord have intereſt in 
it. According to the former, there is EleQtion, Creation, Redempri- 
on, Reconciliation, Juſtification, SanRification, Vocation, and Sal- 
yation , of and toeyery man and woman : according to the latter, 
onely of and to a part of the ſons and daughters of Adam. And 
ler me defite the Reader to forbear raſh centures and prejudice.till he 
hath confiderately peruſed and pondered what I ſhall here preſent 
concerning thele things. 

But betore I come to treat of theſe precious words, I ſhall endea» 
your , according to that light and ſtrength which the Lord hath lear 
to me, to remoye one grand obfirution which doth hinder many 
from underftanding how Chrift died for all ; and chat is that conceit 
and received opinion, thar for the firſt offence God condemned A- 
dans and all his poſterity to the ſecond death , which is the lake of 
fire and brimftone, For the doing whereof , I ſhall lay before you 
the principal proofs that men produce for their judgement in this 
point : Secondly, their mil-interprerations of thoſe proofs , contrary 
to Scripture and ſound Reaſon. Thirdly what the Word of the ecer- 
nal God faith concerning the fin of Adam in eating, and the puniſh- 


ment that was inflited for eating the forbidden fruit. 


The firſt teſtimony they bring forth, is Eph. 2.1, 2, 3, Ton bath M.James 
he quickued » who were dead in treſpaſſes and ſins, wherein in Wood, 


time paſt ye walked , according to the courſe of this world, ac- 
cording to the prince of the power of the air , the ſpirit that now 
workgth in the children of diſobedience : among whom alſo we 
all had our conver ſation in time paſt, in the luſts of our fleſh ful- 
filling the deſires of the fleſh and of the minde , and were by 
nature children of wrath even as others. From whence 
ſomeconclude (as formerly I have done) that Adam and all his po- 
ſterity, through his eaticg of the forbidden tree , were condemned to 
the ſecond death. And to confirm this their conclufion, they ſay that 
by Natzre is meant nativity or birth, and by wrath the ſecond death ; 
not con{idering that wrath is often taken for the anger of God de- 
nounced and inflifted here agaiaſtfin and finners ; as Pſal. 78. 49. 
and 10 ris uſed aboye fourty times in Scripture ; or that nature is 

| neyer 
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never taken for nativity : neither is it mentioned as a thing that is 
evil, vile, or (inful of it ſelf, but a help to the doing of things contain- 
ed in the Law, Rom.2.1 4. a teacher of good things, I Cor.11.1 4. 
I confeſs, men do corrupt and abuſe Nature, fin againſtic, and tranſ- 
grels her laws 3 fo they do the Word of God, 2 Cor.2. 17. yet the 
Word of God is not therefore evil , becauſe it is corrupted by men, 
And truely if Nature had been fo vile a wicked thing as ſome ſay, 
Chriſt would never have taken our natures upon him. 

Take bricfly what I judge the Scripcures hold forth clearly for 
the opening of this text , which in the leaſt props not up their opi- 
nions 

By wrath, I nnderſtand Gods anger or diſpleaſure againſt fin : fo 
Heb; .11, And by natwre , I underſtand partly the ſubſtance or 
the matter of which God hath made us, and the members of which 
are written in his book ; which, though through Adam's fin they are 
ſubjeR to corruption, death, or periſhing in the grave ; yet they are 
not vile and wicked in themlelyes : for eyen the matter and form of 
them (being from God by way of creation and appointment ) are 

00d, 
; But principally, by »atwre the Scriptures hold forth the light which 
God hath placed in man, as it's clear from Rem. 1. 26. they did 
things againſt nature ; and Rom.2, 14» when they do by nature the 
things conzained in the Law ; that is, by that light or law which is 
wricten in their hearts. 

And withal , conſidering that the text now under conſideration 
ſpeaks of ſore dead in treſpaſſes and ſins, wherein they had walk- 
ed, following the devil, and fulfilling their luſts ; we may conclude, 
that by nature is not meant birth : neither can it comprehend all 
mankinde, foraſmuch as infans haye not ſo walked. Bur this may 
be evidently ſeen in the text, that whilſt Paw, or the Epheſians , or 
any others, walked in fins, followed the courſe and counſel of the deyil, 
fulfilled the defires of theflefh and of the minde, they were dead in 
treſpafſes and ſins, children of diſobedience , and by nature children 
of wrath even ag others. Nature (or the light ſet upia their hearts 
by the Lord) did accuſe them , and preſent to their underſtandings 
tte anger and diſpleaſure of God, and ſpeak wrath to them, eyen as 
it did and till doth to others : fo that as the Law worketh wrath 
(Rom. 4-15-) tothem that tranſgreſs ic ; ſo nature worketh wrath 
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to thoſe that do things againſt her, and maketh their conſciences to 
accuſe them, Roms. 2.1 5, 16. yea doth not your own experience tell 
you that when you do evil, there is a light within that diſcoyers it in- 
to you, yea that chides and checks you, yea that terrifies you, and 
Aaſheth wrath in your faces ? this is nature : and when you find it is 
thus with you, Know that ye are by nature children of wrath. 

Thus you ſee how the firſt rexe which they produce to prove that 
all men were condemn'd to the ſecnnd death for Adam's fin (called 
the one offence) ſpeaks no ſuch thing, 

The ſecond text which I haye beard alleadged for their opinion, is, 
Rom.6.23. For the wages of fin is death: whence I and others 
have concluded (but very abfurdly) 7 hat for Adams one offence he 
and all his pefterity were adjudg'd to the ſecond death. But con- 
fider what is wiiten in the 16 yerſe, As ye have jeelded your 
members ſer vants to unrighteouſneſs ; and inthe 21 yerſe, What 
fruit bad ye of thoſe things whereof ye are now aſhamed ? for the 
end of thoſe things i death, and then let any ſober foul, that is not 
wiſe above what 15 written, judge whether the Apoſtle deth in the 
leaft mind the Romans of Adam's offence, or whether he doth not 
wholly treat of the fin done in their ewn bodies, and thence con- 
clude that the wages of finis death ; and implies, that if they had 
gone on in ſuch fins, they ſhould haye had e:ernal death their

Objef. But if itbe yer objefted, that the wages of any ſin ie 
deat 8 : 

Anſw. 1 grantit : Burche wages of any fin is not everykind of 
death ; for.by. Adam's offence comes the firlt death, or mortality 
over all, (for Adam by his offence becoming mortal, could not be- 
get an immortal creaturefor he begata.ſon in his own likeneſs,Gew. 5. 
3- mortal, mutable, and the fins which men commir againſt that 
gracious God (who giycth life, and breath, .and all things (throngh 
his Son) not confeſſed and forſaken, bring the ſecond death, 

So you ſee alſo how this text of ereraal truch (wreſted ofmen,and 
forced to ſpeak what they would have it) doth not proye what they 
affirm(viz.) Thar Adam and all mankind were for his own offence

this agreeth with other Scriptures ; Col.1.t7, By hims all things 
eonfift ; compared with 1 John 4+9. 1 Cor.1 5421,22. For ſince 
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by man [ came | death, by man [came| the riſurreit ion of the 
Los : for as in Adam all dye, even ſo by Chriſt ſhall all be made 
alive, Rom. 5,19. As by one mans diſobedience many were 
wade ſinners , ſo by the obedience of one ſhall many bemade rig1- 
reons : by which I underſtand, that many (even all mankinde) were 
made ſinners by the imputation of Adaws (in ; and by Chrilt's 0- 
bedience (even to death on the Croſs, Phil. 2.8. ) mary ( cyen all 
rankinde) were made righteous , (5. e. cleared and acquitted from 
that which was imputed to them ia Adam)and this ſhall be teff:fied 
in due time , when all men ſhall riſe again from the duſt, freed trom 
their fin, and ſtand before the Lord , to give an account for the things 
done in their own bodies. I do believe, that if we had not had a 
Ranſome, the whole lump of mankinde had periſhed for ever in che 
firſt death : Bur there is not one text of Scripture that ſpeaks any 
thing of puniſhment in the ſecond death for Adam's fault : men 
may endeayour to prove ſuch a thing by dark conſequences ; bur 
there can be found no plain text or ſound reaſon for it : for firlt of 
all, God did not threaten it, Gew. 2.17. ſpeaking thus: [n the day 
that _ eateſt thereof , thus ſhalt ſurely die , or, dying thou 
i, 

Secondly , God when he came to give ſentence upon diſobedienc 
Adam, makes no mention of it, (certainly he pronounced that 
judgement which he threatned ) Gem.3.17.to the 19, onely thus : 
Becauſe thou haſt hearkned to the voice of thy wife , and baſt 
eaten, &c; duſt thou art, and to duſt thow ſhalt return, Whena 
Judge (hall condemn a man to be burnt in the hand for ſome offence, 

the ſanders by ſhall go away and report that he condemned him 
to be burnt at a ſtake to aſhes, it would be both bold and ridiculous, 
yea perhaps puniſhable : and if ſo to miſ-report the judgement of a 
man that muſt die, how much more to miſ- interpret or miſ-repreſenc 
the Sentence of a righteous and immortal God ? 

Thirdly, we read, Rows. 14.12. Every man ſhall give an ac- 
count of himſelf to God , and 2 Cor.5.10, All muſt appear be»

things done in their own body, according to what they have done, 
whether good or bad, Read and conſider Joh. 5.29. 1 Pet. 1.17,

Fourthly, the Lord hath ſworn 2 the child ſhall not dre for

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the iniquity of the father, Jer.31.29.30. Ezek.18.4, In there- 
ſurrecion we all believe that infants,even dying a day old, ſhall haye 
their part ; who cannot be ſaid by any ſober ſpirit to haye any fin eo 
anſwer for. bur what was through Adam imputed to them: and if | 
they ſhall then die the fecond time, or {econd death, for that fin, then 
the Lords oath is in vain , which Gcd forbid : I had rather be- 
lieve the Lords oath, then mans vain words ; yea, let God be trme, | 
ard every man alyer, who by their ignorance hold forth as if God

Fifthly , from the ſecond death there is no redemption or deliver- 
ance : fee Luke 16.26. Between us and you there is a great gulf 
fixed. ſo that they who would paſs from hence to you, cannot ; nei« 
ther can they paſs to us, that would come from thence. + which 
quite crefſeth that fond opinion of ſome, who think that at the d 
of judgement men ſhall come out of the place of torments, to ſtand 
in che prelence of God to receive their doom, I know that hell, s. e. | 
the grave, (hall then give up her dead , and the dead (hall riſe and | 
ftand before the throge z bur it's not. ſaid they ſhall come out of the | 
ſecond death to be judged. 

Sixthly if Adam and all his polterity were for the firſt offence (by ? 
ſome called Original fin ) condemned to the ſecond death, then, tro 1 
redeem him from it, Chriſt muſt die the ſecond death , or by his 
death preyent ſomething that Adam brought upon himſelf and his 
poſterity. Tre one he could not , the other he did not : and I chal- 
lenoe ihe whole world ro prove either of them by Scripture z thou 
I know there be that boldly affirm ſuch things, viz. That Chrifp, 
to ſave the world endured the torment s which the damned ſhall 
for ever endnre in hell. | 

Lafily , the Scripture doth nowhere make mention of any other 
© |. dcath for eating of the prohibired rree,but the firſt death , and there- 
fore the ſecond death comes not for that tranſgreffion. That which 

} is written. # for our learning ; but men not content with this, haye 

| ſought out many Arguments co prove their judgements, and ſo haye 
clouded up the truch-from themlelves and others , and have affirmed 
that Adam was a ſpiritual man, his paradile ſpiritual, his Rate ſpiri- 
tal and a (tare of ſalvation, the tree {piritual , and many fuch un- 
wrixea things, contrary to the Scriptures , which affirmthat the firſt 
man 
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man was natural, or earthly, 1 Cor.1 5. 46,47. and that there 15 no 
ſalvation in any other but Chriſt, As 4. 14. who was not promi - 
ſed when Adams tell ; with many other places dire&ly oppoling their 
fancies. Howeyer , {ome that would fain be wiſe above _ is 
written, have raiſed ſo much dult and darknels, that th:y cannot lee 
how it's poſſible that Chriſt ſhould die for all men , teeing all receive 
not ſpiritual life and eternal ſalyation (by his death) which they 
think Adamlolt : And indeed , I ſee not how they can, until ch ey 
ſee what Adam was, (a natural man) and what he lolt, ( a pre- 
cious (pleaſant garden ) and whicher he was condemned, (viz. co 
the duſt.) And if they would bur open their eyes to ſee thele things, 
they might eaily diſcera the truth of the other, although (piricual lite 
_ eternal glory be not enjoyed by all Adam's poſterity. 

And for the further clearing up of this, I proceed (by the help of 
God,to (hew you, as before reſolved, what the Word of Truth holds 
forth concerning EleQtion, Creation, &c. under a twofold con(ider- 
ation; Univerſal, and Special. ( Caſt not away theſe things becaule 
ſtrange, but prove them whether they be true.) 

I begin firſt with EleRtion , which is God's loving,regarding, or 
ſerting his heart upon loſt mankinde , and ordaining or appointing 
them to ſerve him z and ſuch as ferye him, to be ſayed : and is Gene- 
ral, or Particular. 

General, thus : 

When Angels and Men were fallen from their firſt eſtate, he choſe 
neither the ditobedient Angels, in whom folly was found , nor any 
other creature z but he ſer his heart upon man, Job 7.17, and Pſal. 
144-3. What is man, that thou takeſt knowledge of him , or 
the ſon of man, that thow wake} account of him ? Now what 
account did he make of man ? Why thus : he fo regarded that 

r loſt creature , that he choſe or appointed him to liye in this 
world, toſtand in his fight, and ſerve him : but withal mark this, 
that the affeQion he bare to him, and the account he made of him, 
was by and through Chriſt (the Lamb ſlajn from the foundation of 
theworld ) in (or by) whom he choſe man to be holy and without 
blame before him in loye. 

If any ſhall ſay , that that's ſpoken of the Apoſtle Pant , and 
the Saints at Epheſus ; 

I grant it 2 but withal, I would willingly kaow whether he hath 
9, C 2 choſen, 
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choſen, appointed or ordained any man to be unholy, and blame- 
able &c. or whether there be a middle choice or appointment of 
God ? If there be, ſhew ic. Sure I think there is no man that hath 
not parted with his Reaſon that will to far diſhonour him that gave 
it to him as to ſay that God hath fore-ordained, choten, or appoint- | 
cd any to be unhcly or unclean, as they were men and women ; onely ; 
when they rcject his counſel , he oives them up to their own hearts 
luP's, and leaves them mary times te themlelyes , having waited long 
to be gracious, yea upon ſome a yery long time, 

But ſome have I heard affirm moſt confidently , that God did ap- 
point men to be diſcbedient : that as he appointed ſome to the | 
means of J_ » ſohe appointed others to the means of dam- 
wation, which #s fin : and that all the unbelief and diſobedrence | 
of men is committed by the decree and appointment of God, as | 
well as foreknown to him, / 

To whem I anſwer: Surely thele are ſome of thoſe hard ſpeeches ' 
and ungodly words ſpoken of, Jude yerſ.1 5. which God will one 
day ccme to convince men of, and puniſh for, if they repent nor. 

For, firſt, I quetie, Whether unbelief and diſobedience be ſimply 
fins? It they be, then God hath appointed, decreed, and ordained | 


men to that which is imply fin. Oh horrid blalphemy, and impu- 
dent impiety ! 

Secendly, it will follow. that men ſhall be damned for doing of 
that which God hath appointed them to do. 

Orelle, thirdly, they muſt with the Rancers fay , that nothing is 
fin or evil, | 

Or laſtly, they muſt ho!d that none ſhall be damned : for he that | 
doth the will of God, mult enter into the kingdom of heaven. Now 
21! conclude, that they who believe and obey, do the will of God + ' 
and if ſuch as refuſe and rebel dothe will of Sod allo, (as theſe men 
13y) then they ſhall enter into the kingdom of heayen. This 1s fine 
doctrice tor Ranters, Atheiſts, and all ungodly men. 

But (lay ſome) the appointment, decree, or ordination of God, 
are twofold ; Preceptive, and Permiſſive : it's not the preceptive 
decree of God that men ſhould fin, but it #s his permiſſive de- 
CYee. 

Alchough the diſtiaQion be groundleſs, yet I anfwer, 

Firft, we are not ſpeaking about whar God doth permit or fuffer 
h * "wicked 
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wicked men to do, but what he forecrdain'd or appointed them to 

do 

Secondly, A permiſſive decree, appointment, or ordination , is 
neither Grammatical nor Rhetorical ſenle. 

Thirdly, If by permitting , you mean that God ſuffers men to 
live, or doth not dettroy men whileſt they are commintirg (in, I granc 
it ; aod that ſuch as Shimes, Ahab, the Sabeans, Judas. &c. men 
of Belial, which deſpifing the Spirit of grace, have tollowed the De- 
vil, are juftly by Jehovah left to be carried captive by him at his 
will, fo that they do the will of their Father the Prince of darknets 
1 alſo grant it: Bur doth ir therefore follow, that he did thus ap- 
point er oxdain them to ſuch wicked aCtions, as if a man having 
ſeveral imploymencs, and many ſervants, ſhould chute ſome for this 
ſervice, and others for that? If any (hall affrm that God did ap- 
point, ordain, or chuſe ſome to obey, and ſome to diſobey, 1 utterly 
deny it. 
| Objed. But tu it not ſo ſaid, 1 Pet.2.8. That they were ap- 
poiuted to be diſobedient ? 

Anſw,No ; Neicher can any humble, ſpiricual, or rational maa{ga» 
ther up ſuch a thing from thac pretious text of truth; which ſayes thus, 
That Chriſt ts a ftone of tuml ling, and a rock of offence to ſuch 
as ſtumble at the word, Sting diſobedient , whereunta alſo they 
were appeinted. Now I would know whether they were appoiar- 
ed to be obedient or difobedicat'? tothe word, or to diſobedience ? 
I ſee clearly in che text, that they were appointed, ter, or put to the 
word, and they ſtumbled at ir, being ditobedieat, and for this they 
were diſcommended: whenas rather, had they been appointed or che- 
ſen ro be diſobedievt, they ought ro be commended for doing that 
to which they were choſen, Godly Tindal. in bis Tranſlation of the 
Bible, comes nearer the Original, thus, Berng diſobedicnt to that 
whereon they were fet, or, whereto they were put : They were (er , 
wpon, and put to Chriſt and the word, as to the rock of Ages. and 
teacher of truth , but they ſtumbled at Chriſt and the word, Bring 
imperiwaſtble to what they were even put, faics the Original, 

Objet, But ſome will ſay, that God foreknew all the wicked- Mr. Pri- 
weſſes that ever were, are, or (hall be. deanx. 
Anſw. 1 grantit: but will any be fo yoid of reaſon as to {cy , 
therefore he appointed it, and cholc out or ordained one man to A» 
dultery, 
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dukery, another to Murther ? 8c. far be it from any ſober ſpirit 
thus to imagine. Chritt foreknew(and ſo did the Father)that Fudas 
would betray Jeſus ; doth it follow that God appointed Judas 
heceueto ? is it nor faid, Joh. 13.2. That the Devil put in the 
heart of Indas to betray Teſws? 20d that Indas by trasſgreſſion 
fell, Afts 1. 25. Surely it could not be a tranſgteſſion, if God 
choſe or foreappointed him to do it, except you will ſay that God 
preordain'd men to tranſgreſs and do wickedly, 

ObjcR. But it is ſayed, Aﬀts 4.27,28. [f a truth, Lord,againft 
thy Child Irs bub Herod and Pontius Pilate, with the Gen- 


* 111es and people of Iſrael, were gathered together , for to de 


what ſoever thy band and thy counſel determin'd before to be 
done. 

Firft,l ask, What was it that the hand and counſel of the Lord deter- 
min'd tobe done or brought to paſs ? That the [ews and Gentiles 
ſhould betray and murther Chriſt,lay ſome. But if there be no Scri- 


Prure that ſaith ſo, we mult nor believe mens ſayings,and expofitionss 


for as touching the treaſon you heard before, /oþ.1 3.2.and as touch- 
ins the Murder, read I beſeech you [oh,8.from 39. to 44. Te ſeek 
go kill mefays Chriſt. ec.werſ. 40. Ye are of your father the devil, 
he was a murderer from the beginning &c. Therefore, ſay I, that 
which the hand and counſel of the Lord determin'd,was the redemp- 
tion and (alvation of mankinde, the revelation of his will: ſee [oh. 
3416,17.1 /0h.4,9. and 14. [ch.3.34-the 12.49. and 50. chap, 
and 18. 37. with many others. 

Bur Secondly, 1 anlwer, This in A. 4. 27,28,26, isclearly 
expounded in AF#.2.23, where the holy Ghoſt holds forth Gods 
counſel and their fin in a moſt plain manner : Firft, his Love, in deli- 
vering or giving his ſon z Secondly, their Sin in that they rook him, 
and with wicked hands crucified and ſlew him. 

Obj:-&t. But weve not theſe things propheſied of ? 

Anſw. This is the ſame with the former ; I ſhall onely add this, 
that the foretelling of mens -wicked aCtings is nowhere called the 
deciecing of them ; it ſhews that God, who foreknowes all things, 
foreknew them: ard if any ſhall ſay that his foreknowledg and decree 
15 all one.they make God the full, perfe& and abſoluce Author of fin; 
for hefully, and perfe&tly, and abſolutely foreknew all the fins that 
eycr weic are,or ſhall be commitred by the fons of men. To lay weve 
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eth on a City is War, Famine, Peſtilence, &c, Bur if wicked men 
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fore that he predetermin'd them,is not only ignorancly to confound his 
foreknowledge and decrees , but preſumpruouſly to belch out high 
blaſphemy agaiaft che higheſt Mercy, Juttice, and Majeſty. 
_— Bur yet, ſay ſome , did not he b1d Shimei curſe Da- 5, p, 
vid? CS. 
Anſw. That doth not ſay that God did decree or fore-appoint therferd. 
kimtoit: ſo David ſayes, / ſhall one day periſh by the hand of 
Saxl, 1Sam.27.1, This was his infirmity. 
2. Shimes ir ſeemes, was a mag of a peryerle (pirit, 2 Sam. 19. 
I 9. and the Lord left him to himſelf: ſo he is {aid to harden Pha- 
raohs heart ; and men kavye ofcen aſcribed that to God as bidding, 
which he did aot hinder men from: doing : which is a very fad 
_ when Ephraim, or any foul, is lec alone, and for fin forla- 
en. 
3. David being ſenſible of his great fins, ſaw a chaſtiſement 
from God by Shimer's malicious tongue ; and that which was 
of puniſhment or coxreRion for fin, eicher ro Shimes curſiag , or 
David curled, was from God : but if you read 2 Sam. 24.1. and 
compare it with 1 Chron.21-1,. you may fee the more clearly how 
to open fuch rexts, 
Rly , I anſwer , If we ſhall underſtand this place otherwile 
then of Gods giving up the perverſe man to the perverſneſs of 
his owne counſel , we mult ſay that ic's Gods preceptive decree 
that men ſhould. curſe z which the ObjeRtor would ſeem to ſhun , 
and yet content to have granted, altkough it be contrary to his P 
owne diftintion. Bur if Rill any ſhall argue that God did decree | I 
his curſing, by permitting of ic, I fay he did no otherwiſe permit it 
then David did, ia not cutting hin off; and that's far from decree- 
ing it. 
©Obielt, One objeftion more I ſhall anſwer, which is this : Some Mr. Reſ- 
fay that God cannot be denied to be the Anthor of ſin in every bury, 
ſenſe, becauſe it's ſay'd, Amos 3,6, Shall there be evill in the 
City, and the Lord hath not done it ? and lia. 45. 7. 1 form the 
light and create darkneſs, I make peace and create evill« I the 
Lord do all theſe things. 
Anſw. He that will cead /er.18.8. chap.21. 10. and 28.8, 
with _ other places, may eaſily ſce that the Evil that God bring- 
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could bring God to be the Decreer, Commander, and ator of fia , 
they were then ſafe enough ; but all ſuch will be found Iyers in the 
day of the Lord Jeſus. Theſe ObjeRiens are the Pillars of Atheiſm 
and Ranteriſm: and if ſuch as ſay that Chriſt never dyed for all, 
and that he decreed the diſobedience of the creatures, follow their 
principles up tothe height , they will in time either be reconciled to 
lach, or die in deſpaire. 

Thele things (being ſeriouſly conſidered by humble hearts) will 
let them ſee that God neyer ordain'd, appointed, or choſe men to un- 
bel:efe and diſobedience, nor ever left them to themſelyes (which they 
call permitting of ſin) cill their peryerſe hearts reſiſted his Spicic,and 
departed from him ; but leaving or paſſing by the fallen Angels, he 
ſer his heart upon loſt man, he choſe or __ that creature te 
live in the world, to ſerye him in holineſs ard righteouſneſs : and this 
isthat which I call the general eleRion, appointment, or pre-ordinati- 
on of God, through and in Chriſt , to live here, to the means of 
orace, to do well &c, 

But, will ſome ſay, General eleftion us 4 contradiftion, Elet ion 
being ataking a part ont of the whole. 

Anſw. Election is ſo indeed ; and that which I afficm in this point, 
is the fame; for out of the whole of what was fallen , he choſe a 


part(viz..) Mankind, to ſtand before him : as when a heap of Gold = 


and a heap of ſilyer is before a man, and he having power or libercy 
to make his choiſe, takes one of the heaps, chuſeth all the gold or the 
filyer as he pleaſerh ; ſo it was the pleafure of Jehovah (Angels and 
men being fallen, and boch before him) to regard or fer his heart up- 
on, or chuſe poor undone man. 

But I beſeech you to conſider, that I never ſaid that he choſe or 
appointed all men(as men)to eternal life : for there is aſpecial elei- 
on (2s well as a ſpecial ſalyation) of ſuch as believe. That there is a 
ſpecial cletion or appoiatment of ſome toeternal life, is agreed on 
by all ; and chat this eletion was from the foundation of the world, 
1s denyed by none that owne the Goſpel: and that this eleRion or 
appointment toeternal happinels is of ſuch men and women who be- 
lievc and obey him, following that holy rale and light which he hath 
given them , is as true; for no rational man is ſo abſurd , as ro fay 
that he choſe apy others amongR grown perſons to eyerlaſting glo- 
ry. 

Yet 
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Yet ſcme affirm, thar he choſe to ſalvation a sert ain number of 
perſons, perſonally conſidered onely as creatures. 

Of whom I would firſt demand , Whether EleQion be net ac- 
cording to the foreknowledge of God, ſutable to Rom.8. 29. Whom 
he did forekyow, them he J.d predeſfinate, and thatin 1 Pet.1.2, 
Elett according to the forcknowledge of God. If it be (as withuur 
controyethie it Z then I affirm that God foreknew their obedience as 
well as their perſons ; or elſe you maim and bound the inflaite and 
unlimited Foreknowledge of the moſt _ , to whom not onely all 
his own, but all our works were known from the beginning, ; 

Bur the great queſtion is, Whether the creatures obedience fore- 
hnown,did: move God to grve him eternal life ? 

To which I anſwer, Firtt, that eternal life is :he gift of God, Rom. 
6; laſt 

\ Secondly , That eleQtion to eternal life is onely according to the 
purpoſe and counſel of his own will ; and what that is, the Scriptures 
do eyidently Manifeſt (viz.) that the purpoſe and will of God be- 
fore the world began, was to make Chrift che Author of eternal 
ſalvation to thoſe #hat obey him , that ſuch as believe ſhould not 
periſh, but have eternal life, Joh.3.1 5,16. and 6.40. that ſuch as 
do well, and by patient continging in wel-doing ſeek for glory, 
hononr, and immortality, ſhould have eternal life: read Joh. 5.29, 
with Rom.2.7. 

Thirdly, EleRion to eternal life is through ſanitification of the 
Spirit and beliefe of the truth, 2 Thel. 2.13. He hath choſen ts 
himſelf the man that is godly, P\al.4. though not for being Godly, 
yet it was his pleaſure to chule ſuch. 

Objeft. But they are Godly and believe, by wertwe of their 
elefttion preceding. 

I grant it, underſtanding it of chufing or appointing all men to 
live here, and to liveto him, as I have before ſhew'd , for had there 
not been ſuch an eleQion by the free unſought-for mercy of Jeho- 
yah, no man had eyer belieyed,no nor had i or breath. Still there- 
fore it will be our wiſdome to divide acight the word of truth, aad 
to diftinguiſh berween election before calling, andeletion after gal- 
ing; the former, of all mankinde, to live here, to hear the call of 
Sod, and anſwer it, (both which priviledges were loſt through diſo- 
bedience) che latter, of ſuch as live to him ( whileſt they live here ) 
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roeternal bliſs. Ele&ion before calling every ong will grant : of the 
other the Scripture ſpeaks, Mat.20.19.and 22.14, many are cal 
led, but few are choſen, ſee Rev.17.1 4. 

Object. But if any ſay, The order of words prove nothing, 

Anſw. Search the Scriptures, and you ſhall ſee exemplary teſti- 
monies to confirm this : conſider Att.9.1 5. After Pax! was called 
and come in, the Lord (aies to Ananias, Go thy waies; for he t 4 
choſen veſſel to me,&c, he doth ſay he was : and compare this with 
the ſame Apotles laying, Rom.16.7. Salute Andronicas and Ju- 
nia my Kinſman, who are of note among the Apoſtles , who alſo 
were in Chriſt before me. Now every foul that knows any thing, 
knows that there is no eleftion out of Chriſt ; and it is a mans being 
in Chriſt, chat entitles him xo that eternal life which God hath given 
to his Son, to give to whom he will ( and he will giveit toſuch as 
hear his voice and follow him) fo that it is plain to me, and many 
thouſands more, that there was before time an eletion or appoint- 
meant'of all men to the means of grace, and alſo of ſuch as in time do 
believe through the Spirit, to everlaſting glory. 

ObjcR. But faith #t the gift of God ; and men-cannot believe, 
except God give Faith, 
=. Axſw, 1n this poor ſouls lye ſadly in the dark ; becauſe their 

Teachers have no: rightly divided the word of truth to them, 

That I may therefore ſhew you how faith is the gift of God, I muſt 
defire you to conſider that Gich is taken chiefly two wayes in the 
Scripture, 

Firlt, For the doArine of Chrift,the Goſpel ; ſo'tis taken Fwd. 3 
ver. Contend earneſtly for the Faith once delivered to the Saints: 
ſoris taken, Gal.1.23. foalſoGal.3.23. Before farth came, we 
were kept under the Law, ſhnt up unto the Faith that was after. 
wards to be reveal'd, Rom. 10.8. the Apolile ſpeaking of the 
Golpe!, ſayes, This & the word of Faith. So it is taken, Epb. 2.8. 
By grace are ye ſaved, through faith,and that not of your ſelves, 
it ts the gift of God , not of works, ec. As if he had ſay'd, Our 
Nlyation 1s nor by the Law of works : þut by the Goſpel, which is 
the giftof God ; and is called the co of our ſalvation, Eph. 1. 
13. and ſalvation. Att.28, 28. God hath giyen three great gifts 
to men : Chrift, Faith, and Life z and theſe three are as fully and 

freely the Gifts of God, one as the other ; onely by faith, ſo taken as 
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a gif, Tunderftand the truth or Goſpel of God. 

Secondly, Faith is taken for the duty of believing ; as Heb.11, 
throughout ; Rowz.1 0.17. 74m.3-2. with mary other places ; and 
it imports the aQ of the creature enabled by the Lord to belieye. 

Obj. [s it vet ſaid, Toyou it is given on the behalf of Chrilt not 
onely to belieye, bur alſo to ſuffer for his {ake ? 

Anſw. I know God doth give or grant men to believe and ſuffer: 
he gives the power or ability to belieye or ſuffer, or elſe it were im- 

ible that men ſhould docither : aff our ſufficiency is of God, 
he gives the object of Faith, Chriſt, or the Word of Truth ; and 
he gives power or ability to belieye this truth. Bur to ſay thar God 
gives the duty or at of faith, is not common ſenſe, for that were all 
one. as tolay that God bclieyes and obeys : for he that as a thing, 
is faid to do it z and be that aQts faith, is the believer : He worketh 
in his creatures to will and todo ; and then it's their duty to work 
out their ſalvation with fear, Ke. ( riot with fear leſt God ſhould 
fail them, bur) left they ſhould come horr, &c. 

For the fuller diſcovery of this, confider {erioufly what is faid, Iſar. 
43-9,10. Let all the nations be gathered together , let all the 
people be aſſembled , who among ſt them can declare this, and ſhew 
» former things ? let them bring for their witneſſes, that they 
way be iufifiel » or let them heay, and ſay, It ts truth. Te are 
my witneſſes, ſaith the Lord, and my ſervant whons I have cho- 
ſenz that ye MAT know and behMeve me, and underſtand that I 
am he. Before me there was no God formed, neither ſhall there be 
after me, 

Wheance I ſee, firſt, when men hear truth , they may and mult ac- 
knowledge it. Secondly , that all Nations may know and belieye 
God, and that there & none but he, &c. Thirdly, that all people 
areand ſhall be witneſſes againſt themſelyes, and Chrilt is and ſhall 
be witneſs that they MAY know and belieye God : and indeed, no- 
thing hinders men frem doing thele things, bur ſelf-will, the Devil, 
and falſe Teachers, who ſay that God hath not given all men abiliry 
and underſtanding to know and belieye God , and people are yery 
glad of ſach doctrine, that they may lye ia their fins , and yer lay 
the fault upon God, and ſay that he doth not give them power to do 
what he requires of them; and if he would give them more pw , 
thea they would do better : and (o bleſſing themleyes in their hearts, 
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#0 0n in their wickednels, hoping to finde an excuſe in the lafl day , 
that God was wanting to them, contrary to Iſa. 5.4. where the 
Lord enquires, What could have been done more to his Vineyard 
which he had not done for it ? to which Mr.Troughton and the relt 
which hold ſuch principles, might reply, that God might have done 
more, for he might have brought forth good grapes for thews , 
or force them to bring forth good grapes, by an unreſiſtable pow- 
er ; which he never did, nor ever will, though poor ignorant crea + 
tures have ſo taught aud belicyed, contrary to KRom,l. 19, 20, and 
chap.2.15,16. whereit's clear that God hath farniſhed every man 
with ſo much means for the knowledge and obeying of him , as 
will leaye chem without excuſe ; which is granted by all, 

ObjeR. Bur, ſay they, though it may leave them without ex- 
cuſe, yet it may not be ſufficient to ſalvation. 

Anſw, This is moſt unbeleeming the mouth of a ſober man : for 
if che means of grace extended by the Lord to men, be ſufficient for 
the glotifying of him, it is not too lictle for the gloritying of them. 

Againe, thoſe meats which men afford their ſeryants for the doing 
of their work, will not leave them without excule, if not ſufficient to 
effect that which is expeRed from themthrough thoſe means : and 
will men [till make God an anſtere maſter , reaping where he did 
not ſow ? God forbid ! He was called 4 wicked and ſlethful ſer- 
vant. Mat.2 5.26,27. that taxed the moſt High with tuch dealings. 
And the hard ſpeeches of men who ſay that God expeQts more from 
men then he gives them ability to do, and that he will puniſh them 
with eternal damnation to whom he gives got means ſufficient to 
falyation, will one day be rewarded as that ſervant was, Matth. 
25.28,30, if they repent not. Shall nor the jndge of all the earth 
do right ? Gen. 18. 25. 1 belecch the Reader to weigh well that 
which che Spirit of God ſpeaks, ob 34.2 3. for he will not lay u10n 
man more then right that ſhould enter into judgement with God. 
Surely if all men (hall be left without. excuſe, it ſhall be by haviag 
ſufficient means for the doing of that which God expeQted irom them 
in their generation, and for not doing whereof they ſhall be damn'd. 
Read Matth.25.45 46.and 2 Theſ.1.S. chap.2.10.11,1 2, But 
if they had not what was ſufficient for enabling them zo know God, 
and belieye the truth unto ſalvation ; they will have an excule(viz.) 
that now they muſt be daman'd, but it is becauſe God gaye them 
not 
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not ſufficient means ro know him, and believe his truch , that fo oy 
might be ſaved : but let God be true, and every man 4 lyar ; all 
ſuch mouths ſhall be ftopt , and God fhall be clenr when he judg- 
eth. Plal,51.4. 

Objet. But all have not the truth held forth to them, 
may ſome ſay. 

Anſw. Firſt, Though all men have not the ſame meaſure of light 
or truth manifcſted tothem, or in the ſame manner ; yet they haye 
ſ much light of truth as God hath appointed them to follow ; for 
not following which, they ſhall be condema'd, Foh.3.1 9. 

Secondly, let us conſider, that by light which I here fpeak of, 1 
underftand the law written ia the heart , which when men do evil , 
ſpeaks truth to them, telling them it is evil, and accuſeth them for ic, 
and —_= diſcoyereth unto them the goodneſs of God:yea,when they 
do well, it aſſureth their hearts of it, praiſeth them for it , and iathis 
fpeaketh truth : which light orlaw 1f men believed , fhunning that 
which it ſhewes to be eyil, and praQtifing that which it declarerh to 
be good (they having no other teachings from God here ) their con- 
ſciences would excuſe them in the day when God ſhall judge the (c- 
crets,of all men by Jeſw Chriſt, Rom.2.16. 

Thirdly, That every man ſhall be judged according to what they 
have, and not according to what they have not, 

ObjeR. But God is not bound te give to every man ſufficient 
means of grace. 

Anſw. Firſt, He hath doneit already ; the works were finiſh'd 
from the foundation of the world , yet ſuch as believe nor, ſhall 
mever enter into his reft. Read and confider Heb,4.2,3, 

Secondly, He hath bound it by an oath, that he deſires nor the 
death of a ſinner, Ezek.3 3. 11. Thus you ſee how true the Lord 
wy ftrength i ; and he never did nor will require any more ef his 
poor creatures , but what he of his owne mercy and goodneſs hath 
oiyen them ability to perform. 

Objet. How comes it to paſs then that all do not walk. up to 
that light which God hath manifeſted to them, believing and 0- 
beying the truth? and how comes it to paſs that ſome do believe 
and obey, and others do not ? 

Auſw. Tothefirſt part of the objeRion, all will agree, that it 
is becauſe they follow the counſel of the Devil and falſe Do&tors, the 
| Plcaſures, 
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Pleaſures, profits, and promotions of the world, whieb choke the 

ſeed : they ſeek the honowr that cometh from men, &c. Job 5, 

44+ and love the praiſe of men more then the praiſe of God: they 

are not the ſheep of Chriſt, for ſuch hear his woice, Joh.10, 26, 

27+ Let him'thac readeth conſider who are Chrilts ſheep, and chen 
he will ſe the reaſon why men belieye not; ic is not becauſe they 
are not eleted , bur becauſe they hearken not to the werds of che 

Lord. 

Second!y, ſome are rul'd by the counſel of God ; they receive 
the word into an honeſt and good heart ,; for faith comes by hear- 
ing and hearkening co the cruth : he calls, and ſome come ; he in- 
vices, and {ome halte to the feaſt ; whileſt others frame excules : God 
lers light before them, as he doth before others, and they rejoyce in 
x : he preſents life and death, perſwading them to chuſe life, Dewt. 
30.15,16,17, 18,19, and ſome by the Lords perfwaſions, do 
chuſe life : and all praiſe, glory, and honour, is due to his glorious 
M2 jefty.for his gratious calls,his loving invitations and ſweet perſwa- 
ſions ; for be might have left us withour all theſe means : they who 
come, do but their duty, and no thanks is due to men for doing their 
duty ; it is God that furniſheth them with underſtanding, means, 
power, and opportunity ; yea hecalleth them coir by the light,which 
maketh all things manifeft, and ſhews to man his duty , and what it 
is that is molt ſutgble to him who is goodnels it (elf. 

Thus you haye heard concerniog the Eletion or Ordiaation of 
God ; that hechoſe or appointed fallen man, and not the Angels, 
tolerye him, and how he, of his owne free mercy in Chriſt, choſe 
or pre-ordain'd fuch as faithfully ſerve him , to life eternal through 
Chriſt ; though there be many who would bear the world in hand 
that we deay Eleftion and Reprobation, becauſe we are not ſo ſenſe. 
leſs as to ſay that God from all eternity choſe a certain number to life, 
without reference to any obedience to his will, and appointed che 
reſt to fin, and lo todamnation, as ſome fay ; or at leaft, as others 
hold, left the greateft part of men to be damn'd in the ſecond death, 
becaule of Adams eating the forbidden fruit, without any real tender 
of mercy through Chriſt : Expreſſions, which an holy heart,not delu- 
by corrupt dodirine, will abhor tro meditate. Surely the Lord will 
do nothing, but he revealeth his ſetrets to his ſervants the Pro- 
phets, Amos 3.7. And if Gcd hath reyealed any fuch thing = 
ath

God hath appointed all men to ſerve, honour, and obey him, as 

+ throughout the whole book of God is reyeal'd to us, and which I 
ſhall endeayour further to diſcoyer to you in the next word, Crea- 
$101. 

Concerning which alſo, as of the former, I ſhall creat, 

Firft,generally , 
Secondly, particularly. 

As touching that which 1 call general Creation, we are to conſis 

der who is the Author of it, and by whom. The Scripture will 
ive anſwer thereunto, thus: . 

Firft, That God created all men. 

Secondly, [That this was through Chriſt, . 

For the firſt, we ſee what the Apoſtle faith, He that made all 
things ts God. Seealſlo AF. 17.24. And that this was through 
Chriſt, is clear, Eph. 3. 9. God who created al thing: by Jeſma, 
&c. By whom all things conjift, Col.1.17, 


ObjeR. But not as 4 mediator, ſayes one. M. 100d. 


Anſw. 1. Hew to diſtinguiſh berween Chriſt and th: M:4iator, 
the Scripeures-neyer yet taught us ; for he by whom ali (ubfilt, is che 
Mediator. 

2. For the fuller explication of this, conſider ſeriouſly, As 1 7. 
26,27. where you ſhall fiade who created all things, by wh-m, 
to what end, thus : And bath made of one blood(or blood of one) 
all Natians of mev, to dwel on the face of the whole earth; and 
hath determined the time before appointed , and the. bounds of 
their habitations , that they fhonld ſeek him, &c. where many 
things are conſiderable : 

Firſt, That one blood (or, blood of one) there ſpoken of, I think 
none will deny to be the blood of Jeſus Chrift, the Limb ſlain from 
the foundation of the world ; by whoſe death we have life, John 
6.51. Through him we live, move, and have our tcing. By that 
blood Adams had his life granted him, after he had tranigrefled the 
command of God : by the fame, do all Nations of men coalitt. And 
I thinke that none will gaineſay this, that Adam had his lite 
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continued through a crucified Chriſt or Lamb ſlain, ce 


Secondly, See the end why God created or made all Nations by, 
through, or of ene blood ( or blood of one ) not that they ſhould 
be dilobedient, or to damn any (as ſome fay) but, that they ſhould 
ſeek, him , which doth further illuftrace what I lately wrote con- 


cerning Gods chuſing of mankinde when they were all loft in one” 


ro ſerve him; ſo in this caſe, when mankinde might have been baniſh- 
cd for ever tothe duſt, he found « ranſome to keep bim from going 
down te the pit, and by that ranſome granted life ro Adam and all 
his poſterity, 1 John 4+ 9. Burt as there is a ſpecial eleCtion of ſuch 
as obey toeternal Salyation ; fo is there a ſpecial creation in Chrilt 
of tuch as leek him ; of which I come next to ſpeak. 

This you may read in many places of Scripture, where mention is 
made of the new creature, the new man, &c. eſpecially 2 Cor. 5; 
17. If any man be in Chriſt, he u a new creatare, &c. Now the 
depth of this point lies in this, to finde how a man comes to be a new 
creature. 

Some hold, that a man is meerly paſſive in this work , as he was 
in the univerſal creation ; and ſome fay that there are others who 
teach that man makes himſelf a new creature : if there be any ſuch , 
I am ſure that they are both in extreams, and far fromthe truth of 
God, That which I have found true in the Scripture, and by experi- 
ence, is this, That God (having appointed or choſen, and created or 
made man to ſeek or (erve him, when his creatures become able ro 
underſtand the difference between good and evil, and to be cheer'd 
in the doing of one, and checkc in the committing of the other)comes 
ro inftruR and teach them; even when they are dead in ſins and treſ- 
paſſes, ſtretcheth forth his hands to them, inviteth them, beſeecherh 
them,and ſheweth them his love ; convinceth chem of (in by the ligkt 
of the Lord manifeſt in the heart, or by his word : and they who 
learn of the Father, lay to heart his love, conſider their miſery, lee the 
filthineſs of fin, follow the light, hearken to his yoice, and fo receive 
his Sog. To theſe (who were his off-fpring before in the firſt or gene- 
ral creation ) doth he grant power to become the children of God, 
even to ſuch as believe on his name, John 1. 12. and fo beceme 
the workmanſhip of God,created unto Chrift Jeſus in good works, 
they are begotten and borne ag aine by the Goſpel, that immortal 
ſeed of the word, which liveth and abideth for ever. They _ 

car 
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hear his voice and hearken to it, do live, and then Chriſt gives them 
life : Hear, and your ſoul ſhall live, Ila. 55.2. Such as receive the 
truth in the love of it, (the ſeed into an honeſt and good heart) be- 
come thereby quickened, and in time to be born again of water and 
the Spirit, and fs are ingraffed into Chrilt, or added co the Church, 
old things (errors in judgement and life) paſs away ; all thing s be- 
come new, they being conformed to Chrift the new Man in all obe- 
dience, 

And thus the new Creature is formed, and the new Creation 
framed, and fitly compa, tobe an habitation of God through the 
Spirit, 

"i confeſs that theſe things, to a carnal heart, and a poor deluded 
ſoul, will ſeem range : yet do but confider whether this work of 
ſpecial creation (in Which only ſore ſhare) hath not alwayes been 
thus carried on : firſt, the Lind called, and ſpake, preſented light to 
the ſoul, by which he diſcoyered his love, and mans enmity ; his puri- 
ty,and the creatures iniquity ; his goodnels, and (ins finfulgeſs ; yer 
Kill ſome turned away the car, vull'd away the ſhoulder, deſpiſed 
.his reproof, ſet at nanght his counſel, vexed his holy Spirit, be- 
lieved not hs report, but delighted in fin, and fo remained dead in 
ſins and treſpaſſes: but ſuch as hearkyed and heard, rejoyced in 
the light, conſider'd the word, and entertain'd it, _ before ear- 
nal (and fo not diſcerning ſpiritual things) became thereby ſpiritual, as 
the Apoſtle Pax! cleerly demonſtrates, Gal.3. 

And whereas ſome have a fond conceit, chata man muſt be ſpiri- 
eual before he can receive the word, it's a groſs miltake : for there 
was neyer yet a ſpiritual man, bur before he received the teachings of 
the Lord was carnal , and by receiving the inftruſtiens of the Al- 
mighty, became ſpiricual. 

Bur cheir miſtake is grounded upon a worſe foundation, even their 
low thoughts of the Scriptures; and they reaſon to this cffet : The 


word .(fay ſuch) may be preached a thouſand times, but except God Mr, Tro. 


come by the power of his Spirit to over-power our hearts, we cannot 

receive his words ; not confidering that the word i Spirit and life, 

John 6.63. and the power of God to ſalvation to them that be- 
lieve, Rom.1.16. | 

Secondly, Upon a conceit they have, that a mag is like a ſtock or 

a ſtone, in and under the work of the _ creation : not confidering 

that 
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that alchough God in the firſt creation did the worke wholly and ab- 


* ſolucely himlelf, yet in the ſecond or new creation, he comes to a 


creature that he hath furniſhed with abilities co do what he requires ; 
and then gives it his commands according to that ability ; requires 
them to hear, know, and receive his truch : and they that obey him 
in theſe things, live ; they are quickened, and, fo the new Creation is 


un. 

ObjeRt. If any arke why all de not receive the trmth, 

I anfwer, They reſift the Spirit of God, AQ,7.5 1. 

Bur left 1 ſhould leaye this obſcure, Idefire the reader to weigh 
theſe things - 

Firſt, Thar the new creation hath not it's complearneſs at once. 

Secondly, That the Lord doth eyer fo begia the work and eyery 
part of it, that what is by us to be done, he leaves yery plain and: 
eaſie before us. | 

Firft, Ic is not at once compleated : for firft, the Lord commands. 
eo hear,l la.5 $3» Secondly, to ſeek, yer(.6, Thirdly, fo know, AQ. 
2, 36, Job 5, ut. Fourthly, to believe, 1 Johe3.23. Fifthly, ro 
repent, AQt. 17. 30. Sixthly, ro be baptized, AR. 2. 38. and fo 
they are planted into Chriſt, Gal.3.27, Rom. 6.3.4. Added to 
the Church, A&t.2.41. (which # Chrifts body, Eph. 1. 22.23.) 
To the Apoſtles fellowſhip AQt.2.42. Thus ſouls are joyned to the 
Lord. 

And this word or doftrine which was from the beginning, ye- 
maining in them,they remain in the Son and in the Father, bor 
2.24. and abiding in the dokrine of Chriſt, shey have both the 
Pather aud the Sou, Joh. 2 Ep. v. 6. 

| Hedoth not firſt command men to enter into Church-fellowſhip, 
as the Papiſts, Prelates, Presbyterians, and ſome others doe: for the 
friſt thing that thele praQtice, is, to put all thoſe that are borg in their 
Church (as they call it) into Church-memberſhip, as ſoon as they 
are born and ſprinkled with water in the face, though they be bur a 
day old. Neither doth he command men and women firſt of all to 
be baptized, nay he doth not expe men to repent, till they are war- 
ned by his light or word diſcovering fin to them ; nor to believe, be- 
fore they know what + nor to know,any more then he declares : but, 
firſt hear, thea know, after that, belicyz, repent, and be baptized , 
and by this they come our from. Habcl, are ſeparated and diſtioguiſh- 
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ed from the world, and made manifeſt to be profeſſors of truth,aad 
members of the body of Chrift (for men{are not fitted for Church- 
memberſhip , according r5**e primitive pattern and Scripture-ac- 
count, till uh are baptiz.f - conſider As 3. 41, 42. neither are 
they fit to be buried with Chriſt in baptiſme, till they repen (5.e.) 
tura to Ged from errors in judgement and praQtice, yea are dead to 
them ; neither will men ever *do this rightly, till they believe that 
which is written in the law and ia the prophets, apply ic to their own 
ſouls, and caſt themſelyes upen God for life and falyation through 
Chrift alone, Neither can they ever thus believe , till they know by 
an infallable teſtimony what God hath done for them by Chrift : and 
till men come to ſeareh the Scriptures, and heat the Spirirthere (peak- 
igg to their ſouls, and give up themſelves to that eternal truth and 
perfeRt teaching of the Spirit, which only is for our learning, they 
will never knew that certainly. 

Qu. #hat ſhall _ do that have not the Scrigtures ? 

I anſwer, as Chrilt did to Peter in another caſe, yer much like 
this, 'Fob,21. 22. What is that to thee ? follow then Chriff in the 
light that is giventhee ; he knows what he laid down, and what to 
require,and how to reward eyery man according to his works. Thus, 
as by the. ſteps of Facobs ladder, men aſcend ro the Lord, attaine to 
the meaſure of the ſtature of Chriſt, come to have fellowſhip with the 
Father, and with his Son Jeſus, and to walk with God ; who (as 
I hinted but even now) doth begin the work and every part of the 
work of the new creation, leaving man to do nothing but what he 
hath enabled him to de, and ſo without all excuſe in caſe of aegleRt : 

arany do negleRt their duty which God hath left them to do 
which, together with the committing of that which God hath de- 
clared to be evil, is counted fin, and ſhall be the onely cauſe of mens 
condemnation in the laſt day. Read Aſat. 25. 45. & 2 Theſ.1. 
8,9. 

Doth God command men to hear ? (which is the firſt duty requir- 
ed of us in order to the new creation) he gives ears, P/a/.9 4.9. (Nei- 
ther doth he call upon little Infants to hear, Dext.11.2.to 8.) 
Doth he command men to ſee, conſider, and underſtand ? he gives 
eyes, heart, and underſtanding, 

Obj. But is it not ſaid,Deut.29.4: that God had not give them 
e705 10 ſera heart to yerctive,and _ to hear wnto thus day ?

It is ſoſaid, andit is true as it is written z onely men conſider not 
where the ſound and force of that ſaying is ; for moſt place it in theſe 
words | the Lord hath not given] and1 finde by the Scriptures that. 
it is tobe placed in theſe words, Unto this day ; for once they. did. 
ſee the Lords wonders, and ſang his praiſes, as you may prove, 
Dent. 11.5.6 7,8. compared with Exod. 15. & Pſal.106.12, 
But they forgat his works, and God withdrew hus light , they 
rebelled and wexed bus holy Sparit ,, ſo he turned to be their ene- 
7, 11a.63.10. they once knew and underſtood-that it was the Lord 
that delivered them , but for their rebellion he forſook them, and 
continued not that light with them : Te have ſeen the wonders that 
God did before their eyes. &c. Dent. 29. 2,3. Yet the Lord bath 
net given you an heart to perceive, &@. UNITO THIS DAY, 
v.4+ And indeed, God hath nowhere promiſed thac he will continue 
Light and underftanding to a pays that ill difobey him; The 
Lord is with ms, while we are with him : if we forſake him, he 
will forſake us, 2 Chron. 15. 2. There have been many in our age, 
who negleRing to follow the light which they ſaw, have been lefc in 
darkneſs; and though God did once give-them « be art ro perceive, 
and eyes to ſee, &c, yet he hath nor given theſe tochem UNTA 
THIS DAY. | 

By this you ray perceive that God is not wanting on his part to 
carry on the new or ſpecial creation, but men are wanting to do their 
duty : when the Lord calls them from fin, they refuſe co come, and 
delight ſtill in their carnal Race, till the Lord ferfakes them, and will 
no logger wait on them, nor ſuffer his Spirit toftrive with them, 

You may alſo ſee that the Reaſon why there are no more new crea« 
tures, is this, they hearken not to the teachings of kim that gave them 
their being inthe general creation, but ojolk the counſel of God a+ 
, =P themlſelyes, as the Scribes and Phariſees did, X3{ar.21.31. 
Lnk7.30. 

re by this, Laſtly, you may ſee, that creation is General and ſpe- 

cial : General, of all men by Jeſus Chrilt ; ſpecial; of ſuch as receive 
the word and obey. it, in Jeſus Chriſts In the former, isnething re- 

ired of the creature z in the latter, ſo much is juſtly expeRed as 
. Lord enables him to do. | 

Obj. But is it not faid, 1 Cor.2.14. Fhe natural man recety- 
#th (or comprebendeth) not the things of the Spirit of God, jo 
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they are fooliflneſs nnto him, neither can he know them, becauſe 
they are ſpiritually diſcern'd? 

FAxnſw. For the better anderftanding of the minde of God in 
this place, we muſt firſt confider what is meant here by the things 
of the Spirit of God; which the Apoltle ſhews us in the 9 and 10 
verſes to be thoſe things which God hath prepared for them that 
love bim, even the fpiritual treaſures of grace and glory which ſhall 
be brought to the Saints at the revelation of Feſws Chriſt, 1 Pet. 

13. 

Secondly, What is meant by the natural man; which allo the 
ſame Apoſtle explains, inthe 1 5 chapter of this ſame Epiſtle, ver. 
44 45 46. There # anatural bel, and there ii a ſpiritual bo- 
dy, as it ts written, The firſt Adam was made a living ſoul, the 
laſt Adam was made a quickning ſpirit : Howbeit that it is not 
rſt that be ſpiritual, but that which i natural &c. Adam, or 
man, as man by general creation , is this natural man ( beware then 
left you affirme that Adams was created a fpiricual man. ) 

Thirdly, #hat God hath prepared ; and that is a Kingdome , 
Aatth.2 5.34. A place or manſion, John 14.3. Acity, Heb.11. 
16, an inheritance undefiled, 1 Pete1.4, &c, 

Fourthly, Who they are that /ove him, ſuch as keep his com- 
mandments,Joh.14.21.(5,c.)fuch as obſerye allChriſts commands, 
and his commands onely, in the worſhip of God. 

And from all theſe things I conclude, that Adam, with all his 
knowledge before his fall , and all his poſterity, as they are living 
ſouls, do not, neicher can they, perceive with the eye, or contain im 
their underſtandings the nature, glory, and excellency of that King- 
_— Ciry, and inheritance which is prepared for ſuch as 
09] . 

Nay, there are many pretious Saints in our generation , that ap- 
prehend little or nothing of them. The Corinthians were very igno- 
rant of theſe ; infomuch that there were ſome among them-ſaid there 
wAs no Reſurrettion. Pax! prays for the Ephefans,that they might 
know thus, Eph.1.18,19,20, Nay, Pax himſelf did got tully ap- 
prehend or receive it, Ph#/.3; 12, 13, F4. But there is a time when 
this natural man ſhall be raiſed wp 4 ſpiritual man, 1 Cor. 1 x. 
43+. and then ſhall we know as we are known, and ſee bim as he 
&, 1 Joha 3,2. Tell the moſt of men of the reign of hrift, the refti- 
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cutioa of all things, the Kingdome of the Saints,the paradiſe of God» 


the Tree of life, the new heavens and earth, the new Jeruſalem, with 
its height, bredth, length, aod glory, &c. they will either turne it to 
a hidden myſtery and an empty Allegory , or look on it as 2 foel- 
ifh carnal conceit, though God y kis Spirit in the word hath reyeal- 
ed theſe things to us for our comfort. 

Secondly, I an{wer, that by the things of the Spirit are not here 
intended the duties of faith and repentance ; for theſe have been and 
Rill are received by natural men, who by the receiving of them be- 
come ſpiritual ; for unnatural men ate far from them, and enemies to 
them : a natural man may hear the word, and cometo believe and 
obey, and yet nor perceive the Kingdome and City which God hath 

red, 

N rhirdly,Neither by the natur al man is here meant fimply a wicked 
man, except you will ſay that eyery natural man is a wicked man; 
which God forbid : for Adaweven as he was created by Jehoyah , 
was 2 natural man,as hath been proyed. Again, if it ſhould be ima- 
gined that it is impoſſible te hear, know and belieye the word, which 
# ſpirit and life, Joh.6.63. then men will conclude,that God com- 
mands things impoſſible(which is alſo moft abſurd) for he commands 
both, Job 5.4nd laſt. Mark 1 .9.Rev.2.7.He that bath an ear.let 
hins bear,&c. And I would further deſire any (uber {pirited man to 
confider whether it ſhall be reckon'd toany man as his fin , that he 
did not pcrceiye that which was impoffible for him to perceive ? 

Laftly, you may fee that the ſcope of the Apoſtle is to prove the 
Corinthians : for though he had in the power of the Spirit declared 
to them the riches of the grace and glory of God , the ReſurreRtion 
of the dead, and the erernal Judgement ; yet they were gone but ye- 

little aboye their aacural light in theſe chings ; were but babes in 
Chrif, and in ſome reſpect carnal, and ſo could not perceive the things 
which God had prepared for them, al:hough by the Spirit manifeſted 
in the Goſpel ; and to that purpoſe writes Epiftles rothem , to raiſe 
them higher in ſpiricual light and learniag, that being by the truth in 

Chriſt become more ſpiritual, they might receive Ja comprehend 
the great things which God had prepared for ſuch as loye him, 


Thus, after ſome little digrefſion, I come to conclude this point of 
Creation, which is general(t one bloed,eycn of the Lamb _ 
rom 
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from the foundation of the world)or ſpecial, of fuch as believe on his 
name, and fo receive priviledge to become the Children of God by 
adoprien, or the new creation. as before ſhew'd. 

I come now to treat of redemprion or buying again, which is alſo 
general or ſpecial: gener1l,of all loft mankind, by the pouring out 
of the blood of the Lamb fliin from the beginning; or ſpecial, of ſuch 
as belive on him who was lain for them. For the unfolding of the 
truth of this point, I intreat the Reader to confider, Firft, from what 
Rate, with what price, and to whatend, Chriſt bought or redeemed 
all mankind. 

For the firft, they are redeemed from the ſuffering that came by 
Adams fin, I mean, the firſt death, as I have before ſhew'd ; ſothar - 
that puniſhment did nor preſently ſeize upon all mankinde and ſend 
them to the grave, in one who had (inned g neither ſhall ic forever 
keep any one of Adams polterity under its power ; bur all do 
live by Jeſus Chrift here, and fee the goodneſs of the Lord, and 
all (hall live hereafter ( I mean,riſe from the duſt) and fee his glory : 
onely here's the difference ; they who ſaw his goodnels here, yer da 
not imbrace it, ſhall {ce his glory hereafcer,bur ſhall nor injoy it: and 
this will be a never-dying worm totheir accuſing conſciences (nor 
that they were not redeemed, but)that they deſpiſed the riches of his 
grace, when they might have had ic, but would not 3 and now are 
ſhur out of glory, when they would have it, bur cannot, 

Secondly, Conſider, the price by which we were raaſomed, bought, 
or redeemed, is onely the blood of Chriſt (though ſome, through 0- 
yer-haſtineſs affirm the contrary) and by this there was a reconcilia- 
tion made for the whole race of Adam, thus far, that whereas they 
were all reputed offenders in one, and juſtly out of favour, the Lord 
for the. ſake of Chriſt was at one with them in reference to that fin 
of the world which the Lamb of God took away , by whom God 
was fo appeaſed, that fury i not in him, 1a. 27, 4. except men (et 
the thornes and bryers againſt him, &'c. verſ, 5. according with 
that,2 Cor.5.19,God was in Chriſt reconciling the world to him- 
elf. 

F T bjodticn Bot, ſay ſome, that's meant of the Elelt onely. 

Its true, if you mean of mankinde ( in oppoſition to the fallen 
Angels) cheſcn, appointed, and ordaid'd to live here and ſeek God ; - 
which is the firft accepration of EleQion, . But if you mean m_ 
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Ele ( 7. e. ) ſuch as were choſea to eternal life, rhen it ſeems theſe 
were once our of fayour, or elſe what need a retonciliation ® Though 
it be granted to be of the Ele, yer ir doth not follow thac iris of the 
Ele& onely: for if God will judge men according to their works,and 
not puniſh the child for the tacher.(as he hath ſworn he will noc)thea 
ſurely he is reconcil'd ro more then(ſuch as you call) the EleR, in refe. 
rence tothe firlt fin, or one offence of Adam. 

See how incongruous it is toſay that this is meant onely of the 
Ele, or ſuch as ſhall be eternally ſaved ! Firſt, in it ſelf: for if 
God be reconcil'd to them (in reſpe&t ro Adams offence) then ſome 
ſhall ( not onely in the firſt death, but alſo in the ſecond —_— be 
ſufferers for that one offence ; and how contrary that is to all the - 
reveal'd will, yea Oath of God,I haye already ſhew'd. Secondly, all 
rational and unbyafled men that fear God, know that the world in 
Scripture-phraſe is oppoſite to the Lords choſen ones, as Fohy 1 5. 
I 9. John 17.9. Thirdly, Itis inconfiſtent with the Tenents of Mr, 
Tro. and others with him ; for they ſay the Lord choſe a certain 
number of men to eyerlaſting life, without reference to any faith and 
obedience; from which EleRion they could never fall: and if fo, 
what need of reccnciliation ? rene Bb it muſt needs be of ſome 
that were not ia fayour : for it's very improper to lay, that God was 
in Chriſt reconciling the beloyed of his ſoul to himſelf, which neyes 
did noreyer could loſe his favour, 

But this will be more plaia,when we confider into what Rate man. 
kind was bought and brought by the blood of Chriſt; and thaz is,nor 
rocternal life, tor he did not buy all men or any mangthat by the pours 
ing out of his blood only(withour faith & repentance)they or any one 
of them being come to yeers of diſcretion ſhould be fayed ; for if re- 
demprion and reconciliation had been ſuch,and ſo fully abſolute as co 

this, what need the Apoſile have beſought theC or1mthians locarnefily 
that they would be reconcil'd ro God? 2 Cor.5,20,And if ſome men 
(hall be ſayed in glory , onely and alone becauſe Chriſt dyed for 
them, then thoſe many melcing invitations, tender intreatiags, with 
all the exhortations, admonitions, reprehenſions, inſtrutions and e- 
ther teachings of the Lord, might have been ſpared: Buc therefore 
I hold that men (even all men) were delivered, redeemed, or bought 
out of the hands of their enemies,that they might live through Chriſt 
here in this world. Secondly , that they might /ive to bim that 
dyed 
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dyed for them and roſe again, 2 Cor. 5.1 5. i.e. through him be- 
lieve, Joh.1.7, andyerve God in holineſs and righteouſneſs be- 
fore, &£c. Thirdly, That they who for neught had fold thenulel yes 
to death and the devil,might riſe again from the dead. 
In a word, as God through Chriſt choſe or appointed all men to' 
ſerve him, and by Chriſt created or made all Nations.of men to eek 
him, as the Scriptures ſay ; ſo by the blood of his Son he bought 
again or redeem'd loft mankinde, And if it be true , that all men 
without a Chriſt were once dead, and now living by him, are bound 
in duty to liyeto him ; it's as true, that he dyed for, or bought all, 
And that theſe things are true, you may elearly ee, if you read 
ahd ſeriouſly conſider 2 Cor. 5.14, 15- where the Apoftle being 
proving that all were dead (a thing it ſeems ſomewhat ſtrange to the 
Corinthians ) doth it thus; If one dyed for all, they were all 
dead: And that he dyed for all, that they which lrve ſhoutd nat 
henceforth live unto themſelves, but to him that dyed for thens 
and roſe againe. It ſeems that they onely are bound to live to Chriſt, | 
for whom he dyed and roſe againe, Thar all are bound to live to F 
him, none dare deny ; that all men fhall be rais'd by Jelus at che laſt 
day is true , as I haye before (hew'd. 
And that Chriſt bought or redeemed all men , See = IO.IF. 
and 2 Pet.2.1, Now none will deny that he bought the ſheep, that 
is, ſuchas confeſs him , hear his voyce, and follow him : and Pe- 
ter (aies, There ſhall be falſe teachers, &c. denying the Lord 
that bought them : (othat he boughtthem alſo who deny him,and 
aredeftroyed.. | 
ObjeRt. But the Lord that bought thens is not the Lord Jeſus, jy, | < 
AY [0Me. 
on They that ſhall ſay fo, and teach men to fay fo, arein Mr. J.T. 
this ſorpe of thoſe falſe teachers, who deny the onely Lord, eyen our 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt, . 
If they ſhall ſay *tis the Father , 
* Auſw. Chrilt and his Father are one : ſhew another Lord. 
Objett. Bur, faith the Objetor, The price wherewith they 
were bought, was ſome other price then the blood of Chriſt. 
Anſw. 1. Whea he ſhall / ain me what that other price is with 
which falſe teachers are bought, I ſhall belicye him, and not before ; 
tor it's not expreſt in Scripture.

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2, He may as well ſay that the Saints at Cormth were mot re- 
deem'd or bought by the blood of Chrift, becaule its not mentio- 
ned, x Cor.6.20. and 7.

Objet, But the word in the Original ſignifies ts buy without 
a price, or acquire men into the Profeſſion of Gods ſervice, 

I Anſwer,farlt, This1s utterly falſe ; and though it be not alwaies 
meant to buy or acquire with blood, yet whatſoever men purchaſe , 
buy, or acquire, they lay out ftudy labour induſtry, health , friends , 
ftrength, mony, or ſome other means or price, by which they ger or 
compals their deſires, 

Object. But is it not ſad, Come, buy &c. without money and 
without price? Iſa.55.1. 

Anſw. Futt we cannot buy ſpiritual things with mony, orGlyer, 
as ſome Tranſlacions render it. Bur, 

Secondly. He that comes to the Lord to obtain any mercy , if he 
come without the blood of Chriſt upon his ſoul, be ſure he will ac- 
quire or get none. 

And whereas it hath been faid, that Chriſt doth acquire men into 
the profeſſion of his ſeryice, Irdemand whether he doth acquire them 
to ſerye him, or profeſs his ſervice really or ſeemingly ? If really, 
then it's the ſame that Ifay ; Chrift did really buy men , that they 
might really ſerye him:and becauſe ſome ſerye Satan and others ſetye 
God in bypocrifie , they ſhall cogether have their portion with their 
Father and Maſter the Devil in the lake of fire. If ſeemingly, then 
Chriſt by their doAtine acquires or gets men to be Hypocrites : for 
ſeeming ſervice, or the profeiſion of ſervice which is not real.is all one, 
and both abhor'd Hypocrifie. The Lord in mercy yet grantmen ſpace 
to repent of theſe their hard ſayings. 

ObjeQ, 7ts true, fay ſorne, that Chriſt dyed for all, avd bought 
all'ina ſenſe ; but dyed not for all alikg. , 

I Anſwer, The queſtion is not in what ſenſe Chriſt dyed for all, or 
bought all ; but whether the thing be truez and if he dyed for all 
in any ſenſe (as you call ir) it is true that he ranſomeed all, 

Burt fay others, Af were bought by Chriſt to live by hims, and 
ſhall riſe by hrs , But not as a Mediator, | 

Thele poor cavils and ſenſeleſs ſhifts are not worth anſwering : I 
ſhall onely ſay this ro them , That when the ObjeRtors can proye 
what they fay by the Scriptures (viz-) that Chriſt dyed two waies , 
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I ſhall heed their ſayings : inthe mean ſpace ſuch expreſſions are ſo far 
from the form of ſound words, that I fear they flow rather from a 
critical then conſcientious ſpirit, char ſeeketh truth in the love of ic. 

I naye ſhew'd you what the Scriptures ſay, and how according to 
them Chriſt dyed tor all, ſothar all live by him, and ought tolive to 
him 2 I deſire not to be wiſe above what ts written, 

I come next toſpeak in terv words of Redemption in a trier ac- 
ceptation, and to ſhew how ſome are in a ipecial manner freed, ran- 
ſomed, delivered, or redeem'd by Jeſus Chriſt, and to that purpoſe 
ſhall firſt lay downe ſome Scriptures, and to come to the clear uoder- 
{tanding of this point. Caſt your eye then upon Eph.1.7. ſu whom 
we have redemption through his blood, even the forgiveneſs of 
our ſins ; and upon 1 Pet.1.18, 19. Foraſmuch as ye know that 
Je were not redeemed with corruptible things(as filver and gold) 
from your vain converſations received by tradition from your Fa- 
thers , but with the pretious blood of Chriſt &c. 

The great queſtion here to be reſolved, is this; How the Saints 
come to be redeemed from their yain converſation, and to haye remit- 
Gon of their fins ? 

For anſwer unto this, I beſeech you that read to remember what 
I have in part declared alteady, that there was an offence (though 
committed but by one ) in which all the world was reputed guilcy 
before God, ſo far, as that, if Adams for that offence had at the in» 
Rant of his committing it gone to the/graye, the whole racs of man- 
kinde had periſhed in kim ; to take away which, the Lamb wichour 
ſpot effer'd up himſelf ro God, ſo that that ſin imputed to all (and fo 
called the fin of the world and imrqnity of ns all) was by the pour- 
1ng out of the blood of the Lams ſlain from the foundation of the 
world, taken away and remitted ; fo that none ſhall now dye cter- 
nally for it : and hereia appeared the free love of God , who by 
the blood of his Son waſhed away fin, no creature ſeeking of 

ts 4 
But every individual man and woman , when they come toyears, 
and know good and eyil, do themſelves commit many fins, and walk 
in 2 vain coaverſation by tradition, &'s. and how they come to be 
redeem'd, or deliyered from this by the blood of Chritt, 1 ſhall by 
Scripture and experience briefly make manifeſt, 

Fiſt, God ſends Chriſt or - lighc to them, with manifeſtations 
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of his grace and goodneſs, to lead or perſwade them to turn from 
their ſins to God ; declares to them the ſufferings of his Son for their 
fins : and they who leriouſly conſider theſe manifeſtations of mercy, 
believe, and lay to heart che kindneſs of God (though before Pri- 
ſorers to (in and Satan) are looled, delivered, or redeemed from 
their fins and yain conyerſions, as the Apoſtle. plainly proves, Aft s 
10.43. Tohins give all the Prophets witneſs, that through his 
name whoſoever believeth on him ſhall receive remiſſion of ſins, 
So that throughthe application of che blood of the Lamb to their 
fouls by believing , they come to be delivered and haye redemption 
from theſe (ins of theirs, and this redemption or pardon of (in is in 
time, and conditional upon faith and repentance, 
I ſhall indeayour further to illuſtrate this, by a familiar fimilitude 
thus ; Suppoſe the ſeryant of ſome mighty Emperor or General 
ſhould commit an hainous offence, to both the high diſpleaſure and 
diſhonour of his mafler, and (now conceiving in his heart that his 
Lord was full purpoſed to puniſh him with exquiſite and exemplary 
torments) ſhould ſecretly depart to his maſters greateſt enemy, and 
with him, with a heart full of envy, wrath, and deyiliſh deſpite, cons 
erive the deſtruftion of him whom he had lateiy diſobeyed : in the 
mean time, this mighty man (having no ſuch thoughts as his wicked 
ſervant imagin'd) hearing that another potent perſon, for ſome hor- 
rid crime, had condemned his run-agate ſervant to dye, gives his only 
Son to ſuffer death, to preſerve his live 5 who yet ſtill (not knowing 
his Lords loye) with a perverſe and iaraged heart, carries on the de- 
hgne of his maſters ruine : but in the midR of his malice and fear, ha- 
ving certaige intelligence of the tranſcendent kindneſs of one whom 
he had fo highly incenſed, and of his own willingneſs to receive him 
even as a Son, if he would return to him, preſently his ſoul begins to 
melt , hatred lets go the hold it had upon his heart, and admi- 
rigg ſuch unexpeRted and undeſeryed love, bis bands of wickedneſs 
fall off,the rage,rancour,and wicked reſglutions which poſſeſs'd him, 
are all caft out; rhe ſuare is broken, and he is delivered, not only 
from that death which his Maſters Son quitted him of, by dying for 
him , Burt allo by applying and conſidering his Lords loye, of thoſe 
bloody {os and defignes againſt his Maſter, and begins to think of 
returning to him, who had done ſuch great things for him, Thus 


ran 
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tan awzy from his Maker ( and what ſpirit he was of towards him, 
you may perceive by his Anſwers to him, Gem. 3.) who yet had 
thoughts of love and peace towards him, and gave his onely Son to 
ranſome him from the pit; of which ranſome or redemption all his 
poſterity, being in his loynes, are partakers: bur they. have all (as I 
may ſay, one by one) departed from their God, and rebelled againſt 
him chat redeemed them, and contiaue long ignorant of the loving 
kindneſs of the Lord: at length, the Lord by his teachings (as him- 
ſelf pleaſeth) makes known his goodneſs and riches of grace , and 
as many as belieye or lay to heart what he hath done for their ſouls, 
how he gave the Son of his loye todye (yea to deſtroy the power of 
death) for them, that they might live by him,and through him riſe 
from the grave, and that they haye this redemption or deliverance 
throughthe blood of Jeſus ſhed for them, and have clear evidence 
of this by the Spirit in the Scripture of truth, they begin to loath and 
leave their fins; the love of God known, cafts out their baſe fear ; 
his mercy manifeſted, deſtroyes their malice, pride, luſt , coveroul- 
neſs, ec. cuts in ſunder all the cords of yanity in which they were 
held,. carries them quite out of their priſon whereih their ſouls were 
pent up; chough fin tugs hard, yer ar laſt it is fain to remit its hold ; 
and though before they hug'd fin as a friend, they now let it goas an 
enemy ; and fo in the end, through the applying of that blood 
which was ſhed for them, they are redeemed our of the hand of the 
enemy ; and by the application of the blood of Chrilt, they receive 
remiſſion of THEIR fins, as they before had by the effufion of ic 
the remiſſion and redemption from Adams fin, which, as I be- 
fore hinted, was abſolute, unſought for, free, and univerſal. This 
is conditional and eſpecial, 

And if any ſhall demand, 

Why all have not this redemption, 

I anſwer, Beeauſe they believe not, they lay not the blood of 
Chrift to heart , if they did, ir were impoſſible that they ſhould be 
ſo carried away with luft, pride, ignorance,lying, (wearinggcheating, 
drunkenneſs, gaming, covetoutneſs, formality, lukewarneb, ilde- 
neſs, and all manner of diſebedience: for if men did conſider che 
grace of God, if they knew the gift of God, and his kindneſs 
which towards man appeared, and thoughts of peace he harbours 


_ even towards them that are in rebellion againſt him ; yea, how he 
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was Reconciled to them who yet are enemies; they, even they, 
would harbour ſweet thoughts of God, no longer look upon him 
as an cacmy ; But throwing away the weapons of wickedneſs 
(their fins) would conſider him as the chief of friends, and fo be 
reconcil'd to him, as the Apoflle ſpeaks, 2Cor.5,20. and of which 
the prophet Iſaiah ſpeaks,Chapter 27.5. This reconciliation alfa is 
ſpecial and proper to believers. 

Thus have I, as briefly as could (and more briefly then the mat- 
ter indeed will well allow) ſpoken of redemption and reconciliation ; 
how general, and how fpecial. 

I come in the next place, by Jehovahs help, to treat of Juftifica« 
tion, which is alſo univerſal and ſpecial z The one is by the effuſion 
or pouring out of the blood of Chriſt ; the other by the application 
of it : of the one, mention is made, Rows. 5. 9. Being now juſt:fied 
by his blood,&c. and thus God is ſaid to Zuftrfie the wngodly,Rom. 
4 5. but that this may be the better underſtood, we muſt conſider 
that there is a twofold (in or offence: That which-ſome call original, 
which the* Scriptures call one offence, or offence of one, even Adam, 
and theſe innumerable tranſgreſſions which every man and woman 
commit. From the former only I fiade that all are juſtified, by the 
pouring out of the blood of the Lamb ſlain from the foundation of 
the world : from the latter none is or ſhall be, but through the ap» 
plying of that blood by belieying : The former of theſe is abſolutely 
free ; ſutable to this 1s, Roms, 3. 24+ without any condtien ; and 
is univerſal, as you may ſee, Rom. 5.18. The later is alſo free 
on Gods part, but upon condition of believing,on ours, as you may 
find eF4.13.39. 

For the further clearing of thi#thing, I defire the reader with me 
to reveiw that lately-recited text, Roms. 5.1 8, and I ſhall lay it down 
according to the Original : Therefore as by one offence (or ſin) 
condemnation came upon all men; even ſo by one, juſtification to 
life came upon all men. 

But having handled this point partly before, upon another occa- 
fon, I ſhall only reminde the reader that theſe tex's hold forth this 
cleerly to us, that as fin came upon (or was imputed to) all men by 
Adam , 1o rightec::{n%'s came upon(or was imputed to) all men by 
Clnſt:anc as tor 1: (fn all men were condemned to dye , ſo from 


that death all (hai: through Chriſt be made aliye ; and this is agree- 


able 
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able to the Scriptures, 1 Cor.1 5,22. and all divine juſtice and rea- 
ſon ; for had not Chriſt juſtified mankind from that offerce, Adans 
and all his poſterity had been baniſhed from God for eyer, as you 
may plainly perceive by that which is written, 2 Sam. 14.14. I 
would gladly know. whether any man hath life here, or can riſe from 
the grave , but by Chrift. by whom areall things; or whether we 
could by anymeans enjoy theſe, if we were nor juſtified from thac 
which deprived us of ic, and {o quitted from: that priſon the grave, 
which without a Chrilt dying and rifing again, would have kepr 
Adam. and in him all his poſterity, under its power ; but the day 
ſhall come,when all that ſleep in the duſt ſhall riſe, and ſhall give 
an account before the Lord (not of Adams tin, but) of the things 
done in their ewn bodies: 10 that it ſeems that when every ctearme 
ſhall Rand before the Judge of the world they ſhall not be look'd 
upon 8s unrighteous perſons, becauſe Adam did offend. IF any 
affirme they ſhall, ler them proye it by the Scriptures, and I (hall 
willingly afſent to them : In che mean ſpace, I propound this to my 
felf and others, that eicher men ſhall at the day of judgement be 
damned for Adams fin, or they ſhall not; if- they ſhall, then God 
hath ſomwhere revealed it in his word ( for he will do nothing but 
he revealeth his ſecrets to his ſervants the — if they 
hall not, then they ſhall be conſidered righteous, and juſtified from 
it, Which is cleerly ſurable to Roms. 5. 19. As by one mans diſo- 
bedience many were made ſinners, ſo by the Obedience of oe 

all reany be made righteows. And this is that which I uader- 
Rand by the juſtification of all men, even Gods acquitting of them 
from Adams fin, (and the ſuffering which came by it) at the day of 
judgement ; then which, nothing is More cleer to me (and thouſands 
more) in all the holy Scriptures, and agreeable to all the reyealed yyill 
of God in this caſe, declaring that every ſol ſhall bear his own 
burden, and dye for his own offence. 


But now a word ot two of ſpecial juſtification, and fo I ſhall con- 
clude this point. 

That which I call ol on or the Juſtification of fome 
particular perſons,is, when God is pleaſed to look upon his poor crea- 
eures which through believing in Jeſus Chriſt turn from (1n to ferve 
him, as righteous in his Sog : which 1 defire further to S—_ 
caus s 
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thus 2 God having in the purpoſe of his own will, freely juſtified 
mankind from that fin of Adam, and granted them to liye in this 
world, they all commit many grieyous offences againſt that loving 
God that gave them life, breath, and all things, by lying, twear- 
ing. drunkenneſs theft murder, adultery, fornication, pride, ambi- 
tion, coveteouſneſs, idlenels, cozening, envy» by evil thoughts and 
evil words from which che law of Moſes is too weak to jultifie chem, 
for let poor creatures annoyed, imcumbred, and compalſs'd about 
with thee fins, read the Law of Aoſes, or offer up ſacrifices ac- 
cording to that Law, yer that will nor drive fin out of the foul : bur 
tz blood of Chriſt applyed by faith, the blood of Chrift ſprinkled 
pon the contcience, will purge out fin. When a poor ſoul doth 
know and belieye that Jeſus Chriſt ſhed his blood for him or her,they 
begin to hate iniquity, and abhor every fin ; and at length, through 
faith (z.e.) the conſtant application of che blood of Chrift to their 
hearts, they who formerly were ſeryants of fin, and free from righ- 
teouſneſs , become quit, juſtified, freed from (in, and ſervants of 
righteouſneſs : for with the heart man believes unto righteouſ- 
neſs, Rom, 1 0. 10; fo that by believing they become juſtified 
(righteous, and cleered) from thoſe fins from which they could 
not be juſtified by the Law of Moles, as that before I hinted from 
the mouth of the Apolile Pan, As 1 3.39. Sothat which I find in 
the Scripture, concerning this,is,that though God hath freely _ 
the pouring out efthe Lambes blood taken away the (in of the world 
(1 underſtand Adams fin) yet none ever did or can get free or juſti- . 
ed from the fins which they themlelyes have commirred in their own 

bodies, but throagh believing or laying to heart the goodnels, kind- 
nels, grace, mercy, or loye of God, which cowards man appeared in 
Chriſt Jeſus before the world began ; and in ſome meaſure of light 
or other, hath been, is, or ſhall be manifeſt to all men. Of this 
juſtification by faith, the Scriptures of cruth ſpeak much ; as Rows. 
5-1. Being juſtified by fatth, we have peace with God, from 
whence I gather, that (though God be ar peace with us in relation 
to the frlt tranſgreſſion) yer no man can haye peace wich him in their 
own ſouls in reference to thoſe many fins that theraſelyes have com- 
mitred but by believing or laying hold of his ſtrength, as you may ſee, 
if you will but conſiderately weigh 1ſ#. 27. 4:5- Ofthis Juſtifica- 
tion (whuch belieyers oncly are (harers in,) mention is alſo made in 


many 
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maay other places ; as Gal. 2:1 6,3.8. & 24,&c. As for jultifica- 
tien by works, «s the Papiſts plead for it, the Scriptures own no 
ſach thing : only as they (erye to jultifie our faith before mer, ſhew- 
ing it ro be ſuch a faith 4s workerh by love, and is agreeable to the 


word of the Lord. 


The next in order to be ſpoken of, ts fuſtification ; in treating of 
ic, I ſhallfirſt, with the aide of God, ſhew you by the Scriprures 
how all are ſanQified, and then how onely ſome are {anRiified by the 
blood of Jeſus, 

Firft, there is a ſanRificatien of all mea, and that is by the blood 
of the Lambe ſlain from the foundation of the world, poured out, or 
ſhed for: them, For the full dilcoyery of this, Iwould deſire the 
reader to confider, what ſanRtificacion is according to the Scripture, 
and he (hall finde that it is either a cleanſing, purging, or a ſeparat- 
ing ſomthing to an holy uſe, agd this is either by blood , or by the 
word of truth or Spirit of God. A word or two of the former of 
theſe : when all mankinde were polluted and unclean through the 
offence of one, and in him baniſhed from the preſence of God, and 
condemn'd tothe daſt, our dear Redeemer by his blood freely purg- 
ed away that ſpot or filchineſs, (which would have kept men out of 
the preſence of God for eyer)that fo all men and women are through 
him ſeparated or ſagQtified to ſerve the living God : and for proof 
| hereof, ſearch the Scriptures, and ſee Heb, 1 3.1 2. Wherefore Jeſias 

alſo that he might ſanttifie the people with hiown hlood, ſuffered 
without the gate. And if any ſhall ſay that the text proves not that 
he ſanCtified all men with his blood, 

Anſw: firſt, There are none excluded. 

Secondly, His ſufferiag wichour the gate, argues that his blood 
was (hed to fanQtifie both Jews and Gentiles, which are all the peo- 
ple that the Scripture makes mention of. 

Thirdly, If Chriſt had not by his blood ſanRified whole man- 
kind from the filth of Adams fault, they had neyer had life orlliber- 
ty to ſerve God, 

And if any ſhall fay, that God hath not through his Son given all 
men liberty to ſerve him : then ir ſeems that they who ſhall be damn'd 
periſh , becauſe God would not give them liberty , or leave to obey 
kim;or elſe becauſe Adam did eat the forbidden fruit; either of which 
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is abſurd, yea horrid to a knowing ſpirnual heart, 

But more clearly is the evidence given by the ſame Apoſtle, Heb, 
10.29, Of how much ſorer puniſhment ſuppoſe ye ſhall be be 
thought worthy, who hath troden under foot the Son of God, and 
conned the blood of the Covenant, wherewith he was ſanttified, 
an unholy thing, and hath done diſpite to the Spirit of grace ! 
Whence, without violent wrelting of the Scripture ( a thing that ma- 
ny uſe, to ſerye their turnes) we may clearly conclude, 'that they who 
trample under foot the Son of God, and do deſpite to the Spirit of 
orace, and count the blood of the Coyenant as an-unclean or unholy 
thing, were fanCtified by that blood which they (o lightly regard, 
Now all will grant, that they who prize Chriſt , obey the ceachings 
of the Spirit, and highly cftecm the blood of the Son of God, were 
fanRified by it ; and the Scripture here evidently teftifies, as before 
mention'd , that others, cyen the worſt of men (as I may ſo fay) were 
likewiſe ſanRified z who then is excluded ? or are there any more 
ſorts of men and women , but ſuch as obey the Spirit, and ſuch as 
refilt it ? Is it nor moſt evident that all were ſanRified by the blood 
of Chriſt ? eyen they that trod it under foot, and flight it , and deſ- 
piſe the Spirir of grace, and Son of God ? Iam not ignorant of the 
many poor ſhifts which I and others have had to evade the truth of 
God toplainly reyealed in this precious place of Scripture ; but I 
judge they are not worth the taking notice of. 

Objelt. But ſome may enquire happily, What i my end. in en- 
deaveuring to prove that ungodly men, who tread under foot the 
Son of God,&c, were ſanitified, juſtified, reconciled, and redeem- 
ed by bus blood? 

Anſvw. That when I meet with ſueh, I may declare unto them 
the rightcouſne(s, kindeneſs , and goodwill of God, convince them 
of their ingratitude z perſwade them to lpye Chriſt, and : belieye on 
him ; to teave their evil, learne to do well ; demanding of them how _ 
they can have the heart tolive ſo wickedly , and abule the mercy of 
Gad in Jeſus Chrilt , by whoſe blood they were juſtified from that 
one offerce, and ſanctified or ſer apart to ſerve God ? | how they can 
be.ſo unkind totheir Saviour,and to'tread him under foot that bought 
and ſanGified them with his deareſt heart-blood ? That in caſe they 
refule, they be left without excuſe, ſo as they ſhall not be able to ſay 
ia the laſt day, Lord, when did we hear of thy love, or that os 
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didſt redeem and ſanRiifie us by thy blood ? and ſoit being nnnifeſt 
that their deſtruRtion is of themlelyes , the Lord may be clear when 
he judgeth. 

And whereas it may be demanded, How it comes to pafs that all 
ſerye not God in holineſs? 

I anſwer. firſt, negatively ; It is not becauſe God did appoint tnem 
to unholineſs and diſobedience, as ſome blaſphemouſly (ay z but be- 
cauſe they refit the holy Spirit, or the teachings of truth, or l1gt of 

Chriſt, fhewiag good and evil;exculing them in doing the of ore, aed 
accuſing them for the other : for they who receive the inflruſtions of 
the holy God , and turn at his reproof, ſhall haye his Spiric poured 
out to them: Prov. 1.23. Turn you at my reproof, [ will pour 
my Spirit unto you , I will make known my words unto you ; 
and ſo the Lord giving out kis word and Spirit, and they recciviag ir, 
become partakers of that ſpecial or peculiar ſanRification of which 
I made mentioa but cyen now ; ef which a word or two in 
the laſt place. 

When the poſterity of Adam, once fanRified, as I haye ſhew'd 
you, by blood, or ſet apart to ferye Jehoyah (which priviledge had 
all loſt in one) come to know good and evil, to receive yain thoughts 
rolodge in their hearts, and fo yain words proceed from their lips ; 
and yaia traditions from their Teachers and fellow-creatures, with all 
which their miads and conſciences, yea their lives and conyerſations 
become defiled ; and as many of theſe as wke notice of the goodneſs 
of God, entertain the true /1ght , that lighteth every man that 
cometh into the world , embrace the counlel of God , apply the 
blood of the Lamb , believe on the Lord Feſus, and rake heed to 

their waies according to his word , theſ are led te repentance (or 
a change) come to ſee the (infulneſs of fin , turn from ic, have their 
eonſciences purged from dead works , and their waies cleanſed , ſo 
that ax length they come to be holy in heart, and all manner of con- 
yerlatien, and (@ are partakers of that ſpecial ſantification which I 
am here treating of (viz.) by the Word and Spirit, 

For the declaring of this more fully,l ſhall lay down this Quetie s 

What us the reaſon that men dye intherr fins, and are not purg- 
ed from their filthineſs ? 

If I ſhould as many do, fay, that ic was Gods appointment, 
he ſo ordain'd it, er that God did not ſhew them his light of 
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truth, or rhat he did not do this really, or that he did not give them 
ability to receive it as it was manifefied,and fo follow it, or elle for 
that he gave not his Son to dye for thera z neither was it his will that 
they ſhould repent and be fanRtified, bur that they ſhould dye in diſ- 
obedience, and fo be damn'd, Sure If I ſhould fay thus, all good 
men would abber me for ſuch ſpeeches ( and well they might: ) yet 
vheſe are the tenents and ſayings of thoſe men, againſt whoſe opi- 
pions I haye appeared : and ſurely I judge, that as a mag ſaid to 
Joab in another cafe, I may pofitively eonclude in this, that ehemſelvs 
would ſet themſelves againſt me, if ] ſhould go about and preach 
that God did appoint men to diſobedience and to fin, and not willirg 
that all ſhould come to repentance but that ſome men(eyen as they a1E 
men) ſhould deſpiſe the riches of his grace and periſh. Theſe hard 
ſpeeches I haye heard ſome mer to utter. 

Others are more moderate, that God did onely leaye men to them- 
ſelves, 

Whereto I fay, firſt, that God never lefc any man in that ſtate 
whereunto Adams brought them ; fer he brought them to the earth, 
and was not able to ſhew them any means of grace, or ſonuch us a 
reſurreion from the grave ; but God left got any man there, bur 
afforded them ſuch manifeſtations of his love, as will leaye all inex- 
cuſtable before God. 

Secondly, 1 Anſwer, That God did never, nor eyer will forfake 
any poor creature, till they reje&t him, 2 Chron.1 5. 2, But more of 
this elſewhere : onely I add this, that when men have and fill 
do refuſe Godhe trayes them, and will have nothing to do with them, 

This may ſuffice for evidence to this truth , that it is not becauſe 
God would haye it ſo, that men are ftill polluted ia their conyerſa- 
tions, and unfanRified in their lives ; But, as you ſhall bear in the 
next plaee, i is becauſe they believe not : Job, 8.24. 1 ſaid there- 
fore unto you, that you ſhall dye in your fins ; tor if yee belicye not 
that I am he, ye ſkall dye in your fins, ; 

Secondly, Becauſe they will not be purged, Ezek: 24.13. Be- 
cauſe I have purged thee, and thou waſt not purged, thou ſhalt 
not be purged from thy filthineſs any more, till I have made ney 
fury to reſt upon thee. 

Tiiidly, Becauſe they receive got the word into their hearts, nei- 
ther take heed to their wares accarding to it, P/al,119.9, awd 1 1. 

And 
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And if ahy fhall alleadge. that when God comes to ſandtifie a 
foul, he will do it by an unrefiſtible power : 

I anſwer, There's nexher promiſe or example of ſuch a thing ; and 
they who fo affirme , make themſelves wiſe above whaz is written. 
'Tis true, there are many works which the Lord doth abſolurely of 
himſelf. without calling for the creatures d uty in any reſpeQs,as in the 
Creation, Redemption, and Salyation of mankinde from that mile- 
ry that Adam broughtthem, fo as ia and under chat free, uniyer- 
Y, and unlimited conſ1deration which I have ſpoken of : {fo when 
God will deſtroy his enemies wone ſhall deliver out of his hands, he 
will work and none can let it,[[a.43.1 3. and there are many works 
which he will bring to paſs conditionally ; as the redemprion juſtifi- 
cation,ſanRification,& of creatures from their own ſins;and thele he 
will effe& upon receiving and believing the truth, as I haveallo 
ſhew'd you 1a the treating of theſe things uader that (| pecial confide- 


ration, which I have preſented co yo; and as you h1ye heard from: 


Aft.10-34. As 13439. and many other places ; in which you 
may ſee that the Lords work, and the oy or enadeayour of his crea- 
tures ( by him furniſhed with abilicy rodo what herequires) mu, 
and eyer did go tegether:God purifies the heart by faith:lee AZ.1 5. 
9. Sod it is that purifies, the creatures duty is to believe. The Lord. 
doth and will ever work, according to the counſel of his owne will , 
which alſo he hath revealed in his word : and he hath ſanRifi'd us 
from the firſt offence by his Sons blood ( which otherwiſe would 
have cauſed our eterhal baniſhment from the Lord; ) yer will nor 
fanRifie us from cur yainconrſes, but through belief of che truth , 
which cleanſeth the ſouls that receiyeit in the loye of it: for when 2 

creature, who long hath ſery'd (in and Satan , comes to know 
the love of God in Chriſt, and believe it, his heart is ſo purified, and 
his converſation cleanſed, that he cannot indure fig, but hates every 
falſe way. denies nngodlineſs and worldly lnſfts, and lives ſoberly 
righteonſly, and goaly, in this preſent world. 

And thus having treated of Sanftification alſo under a twofo'd 
conſideration , 1 thal{by the gratious afliftance of God )next (peak 
ſometting of Vecation ; which is the call of God, or God's calling. 
of his peor creatures to believe in thelight which he gives them, 2nd 
leave off their fins : it is his inyiing or perſwading men to do well , 
the rerching out of his hands, as it were, to beſeech men to come te 
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him (5.e) to conform to his light or revealed will, And this is Uni- 
verſal : for as he choſe, or appointed , created , deliver'd , juſtified , 
and ſanRified mankinde , to ſeek and lerye him ; ſo he calleth all 
meneyerywhere to know him. obey him , and glorifie him, accord- 
ing to that power or ability.that he hath given chem , or the light or 
commands which he holds forth to them. He calleth the Stubborn 
and rebellious, 1/4.6 5.2. the refulers, Prov. 1.24. them that periſh, 
and put from them the word of God, and eternal life, A#.1 3.41, 
46. ſuch as ſpend mony for that which is not bread, and their labour 
tor that which fatisfieth not ; who thirſt after unprofitable things : 
Iſa.55.1. Ho, every oze that thirfteth , come ; and the Spirit 
and the Bride ſay, Come ; and let him that heareth, ſay, come , 
and he that i a thirſt come; and whoſoever will.let him come,and 
take of the water of life freely, Rey.2 2.27» 

And if any ſhall ſay that the people who are here called upon, are 
ſuch as thirſt after Chriſt and his righteouſneſs, 

I Anſwer. that it is a groſs miſtake(though by moſt leokt upon as 
clear truth) for had they thirſted afrer Chriſt, who is the true hd 
and his rightcouſneſs, which filleth and fatisfieth the ſouls of ſuch as 
ſeek him, they had neyer been (o reproved : 1ſa-5 5. 2. Why will ye 
ſpend your money for that which tis not bread, and your labour for 
that which ſatisfieth not ? But do not we ſee dayly ſome thirſt after 
blood and revenge, ſome after honour, ſome the praiſe of men, others 

through luxuriant pleaſure melt even as to watey the very finews of 
their ftreogth, and ſome for gain, gold, and profit, adventure eſtate, 
fame, health, and life , yea body and foul , that they may compaſs 
theirend ? yet riches profit net in the day of wrath, Prov. 11. 4. 
Whothen is excluded from the call of God, and to whom hath not 
his light ſhined ? To come to lome inſtances ; when Adaw (and all 
mankinde being yet in him) was fallen from God, it pleaſed Jeho- 
vah to call him,to preach the Goſpel, that is, declare his goodneſs to 
him, all his polterity, being yer in his loines ( for I thinke eyery fober 
man will acknowledge that we were as much in Adams when he was 
reſtored, as whea he fell ; and were as much partakers of his mercies 
from God, as we were of his fin)confider the words of David, Pal. 
90.3. Thon turneſt mants deffrult ion, again thou ſayeſt, Come 
againe ye childrenof men. And from that yery day wherein the 
Lord was graciouſly pleas'd to {eek out and call back all mankind loft 
and fled from him ir one, to this hour , he hath called and cryed out 


aloud in manifeſtations of loye, one way or other, to eyery man and 
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womad. See his gracieus call to Cain, Gen.4.7. If thou doſt well, 
ſhalt thou wt be arcepted ? By Henoch, Noah, and others, his 
olory and righteouſneſs was revealed and preached to the old world. 
In the Ark, there was neither man nor woman, but was experi- 
mentally acquainted with the love and will of God , and that 
Cain, C hams, or any others declined the way and truth of God, was 
not becauſe the Lord called them not, or /eft himſelf without wit- 
neſs rowards them, but becauſe they came not, neither received tha: 
tcltimony of his loye which. he gave co them. 

And if any fhall fay, that many Nations had not or haye noc, 
any diſcovery of che minde of God, the Apoftle evinceth the contra- 
ry, and proycth that the obedience of the Heathens cr Gentiles did 
p the law of God written tn their bearts, Rom.2.15., And 
the word of truth tells us of Abrahams amongft the Caldeans, 7Mel- 
chi zedek amenght the Febuſites, Lot-amongit the Sodomites, 7o- 
ſephand Moſes amongſt the Egyptians, Fethro amongſt the Ethio« 
pians, Job, Elhu, and others, amongſt the children the Eaft. There 
was Rahab, Ruth, Uriah, Ittai, amongtt the Cananites, Moa- 
bites, Huttites,and Philiſtims, beſides the conftant appearances 
of the grace, goodneſs, or leye of God, which called and ſhould 
bave led them to repentance. How evideat it is that the Queen of 
Sheba, Nebuchadntetzar, Darius, Artaxerxes, the Ninewtes, 
yea all-Nations had the word and will of the Lord made known to 
them by the ſervants and Prophets ef the Lord, they that read the 
Scriptures of the old Teſtament will quickly perceive. When there 
ſeemed tobe (through their rejeCticg the light) an almoſt univer(s! 
dcluge of darkenels or ignorance oyer the inhabited parts of the 
earth ; the Lord lifted up his Church of the Jews to fuch an eminent 
height upon the Pillars of truth, and gave them the glory and the 
Oracles in ſuch aa illuſtrious manner, that all Nations had notice of 
it, and ſome out of every Nation under heaven Proſelyted thern- 
ſelves unto it, as you may gather ont of Af. 2.5.50 10. Aﬀcr- 
ward, our blefled Saviour {ent hig Apoſtles, and they by his Order 
the diſciples, to Preach the Goſpel mall the world, that fo the 
coodrels of God toand in eyery Creatme might be more fully made 
known: and have wot men heard ? ſurely the ſound s gone ont 
into all the earth; and the mercy of the Lord (which is over all his 
works) whois good to all, hath been declared before the faces of all 
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men and women, And God hath fo called ro eyery one, either by 
tix law in the heart, the light of the Lord, by Moſes, the prophets, 
and Chriſt (all demonſtrating his rich love) thac (though all have not 
been led to a change) yet they all hall be lefc without excuſe in the 
oreat day. Ina word, what Nation was there, to whom he ſenc 
not his Mefſengers ? what man or woman is there, to whom he hath 
not ſhew'd and offered fayour, in whom he hath not ſhin'd with 
.\oht,and with whom he hath not ſtrived with his Spirit, even ia ſuch 
a tulnels or ſufficiency , as ts performance of thole works to which 
they-were appointed, as faith, repentance ? &c. as for example, 
when the wild /nd#aws defile their neighbours wiyes or daughters,or 
ſteal any thing.&c+ there's a light ſer up by the Lord in their heares, 
which perſwades them of the evil of their wayes (as you ſee by their 
endeavors to conceal their fins) and what I beleech you hinders them 
from belieying that light or diRtate of the Spirit, and from turning 
to thatwhich the means is ſufficient to efteR?on]y they rejeRt the light, 
follow their luſt,and are rul'd by the diyel. 

Obj. But (will tome ay) {th God invite all men, and offer 

race to all men really and in good earneſt ? 

I anſwer He doth, though there be that affirme the contrary, and 
ſay that God doth not really and ia good earneſt, or without 
hypocriſie, offer grace toall : But this is one of thoſe hard ſpeeches 
which men have nugodly ſpoken againſt God, and for which ke 
will one day call them co account, as the Apoftle 7ude intimates to 
us, verſ,15. 

Objeit. But he. holds net forth his grace alike to all, nor 
hath he given power alike to all to come to him, thit «, to con- 
form to bus will revealed. 

Anſ. This, though it be-a frequent, yet it's a frivoleus ObjeRtion. 
] only (ay this to it : 

Firlt, that all men have not the ſame meaſure of diſcretion, under- 
ſtanding, er capacity, nor the will of God reyealed in the ame man- 
ner.and cleerneſs. Yet, 

Secondly, Every one hath ſome portion or talent at ſeaſt » ſome 
favour is ſhewed to the wicked : they that flew the Kings ſervants, 
were invited to the wedding: and that really, Aſat. 22; 6, &c. 
neither indeed doth Jehovah expeft the fame proportion of aQtin 
from every one in the world ; he doth not require eyery man to aC 
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as a General ; but to what eyer he calls forth any ſoul, he furnifheth 
that creature witheyery thing neceflary for the doing of what he ex- 
pets from him. 

For the better underſtanding of this, conſider, that for the en- 


abling of creatures to ac, there is a twofold power requifite, yer 


both from God through Chrift, The firſt is, chat he hath given co 
men and women, as they are his ereatures : for as ſuch, they can 
hear, ſee, know, underſtand, walk, & ce Ard the ſecond comes forth 
from him to them when they are able to diſcerne betwixt good and 
evil ; and this is the.law, light, ot motions of the Spirit of God pre- 
fenting his goodne(s, love, or grace to them, by this to lead them to- 
wards him; forbidding them to do evil, and bidding them do well. 
The former fits us todo or at, the latter to do welt: and till this 
latter, I mean, the law, light, or teachings of God, come in ſome 
diſpenſation or other, the creature cannot,neither is it required to act 
according to the rule of Obedience to God : but when this is come, 
and the Lord layes truth before them, they may know and believe 
him ; ceaſe fromevil, and learn to do well, according to the lighe,: 
law, or power appearing, as I have before ſhewed, from Iſa, 43. 
9, 10, 

But ſome perhaps may ſay, that I detraRtfrom the free grace of 
the Creator, and attribute ſomething to the creature, as if he could 
contribute ſamthing towards his coming to God, and his etergal 
happineſs. 

I hear there are many that talk much of free grace, wnderſtand- 
ing neither what they ſay, neither what my _ : for though 
the love,grace,mercy,yoodneſs,or kindneſs of Febevab(being all buc 
one and the ſame) beevyer free, yer it is not alwayes withouta condi- 
tianz for Gods appointing of creating, redeeming, juſtifying, ſanRi- 

ing, and calling of all men to live here, to ſerk and ſerye him, be 

0 free, that God required nothing of the creature to do theſe things 
for him z he ask*r no price, made no bargain, no man ſought to him 
in the buſineſs ; but bo gon moyed by his own love towards a 
miſerable loſt creature, finiſhed the fore-mentioned works fromthe 
foundation of the world for all mankind : yet they that believe not, 
ſhall not enter into reft. For the Lords ſake,read and conſider Heb. 
4. 1, 2, 3, ſothat now if men will injoy further manifeſtations of 


the loye of God, they muſt fulfill che conditions which God m_—__ 
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of all fuch as would haye ſuch enjoyments : for therefore hath the 
Great Jehovah dene all thoſe things for men freely,taat men through 
confideration had of his love, might love him that loyed them fit : 
and hereupon he will yet love them, and ſhew more of his kindneſs 
to them. Weigh the words of our Saviour well, Joh. 14.21. He 
that hath my commandments, and keepeth them, he it « that 
loveth me, and my Father will love him, and [ will love him, 
and will may my ſelf to him. 

It is not to be doubted but the Father and Chriſt did loye thoſe 
that keep his commands, before their Obedience, yea, before they 
were born, yea ſo well, as toredeem, landtifie, and juſtifie them by 
the blood of the Lamb, from the power or extent of ſuffering that 
came by Adams fin; or elſe they had never been born, and ſocould 
never haye been obedient s yer here he ſays, My Father will 
love hins, and 1 will love hims, &c. according to that, Pſa/. 
147.11. His delight # in them that fear him. This fur- 
ther manifeftation of Joye is upon condition , and this was the way 
and purpoſe of God from the beginning : If thow doſt well, thou 
ſhalt be accepted. The Lord «© with you, whilſt ye are with 
him, andif ſeth.ye him,he will be found of you, 2 Chr. 15. 2. 
He that confeſſeth and forſaketh his fin, ſhall finde mercy, Pro. 
18.13. Hear, aud your ſoul ſhall live.Ia. 5 5.3. fee vaiſ. 7, He 
that believeth and i baptized (hall be ſaved Mark. 16.16, Be- 
hold I ſtand at the door and knock: if any man hear my voice, 
and open unto me, [ will come in to him and ſup with him and he 
with we, Rev. 3.20. And if any man doth bus will be ſhall 
know the doftrine ſhall be the mother, brethren,and filters of Chriſt, 
God will hear him, and he ſhall enter into the Kingdome of Hea- 
ven. Joh.7.Mark,3.35. Job. 9.31. Mat. 7.21. 

But can the grace of God be faid to be free, when there is a con- 
dition of ſomething to be done by us for the obtaining of i ? 

I anſwer : Very well it may be free, though it be our duny to re- 
ceive and obey the giver. 

For firſt, God fhews man what he wonld have dowe, Mica.6.8. 
and made all the promiſes of grace, freely, none moving him 
thereto, nor afy, as men,excluded from them, 

Secendly, It is he that gives all che ability bÞ which we do what he 
before us. 
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Thirdly, He might require us to do more then he hath, yet have 
made no promiſes of farcher grace, or of exernal life, which is the 
oiftof God; and if this laſt were well underſtood and explaiged. ir 
would overthrow all the Popiſh doQtrines of merits, both of condig- 
nity and congruity : for without controyerlie, all the obedience of the 
whole race of mankind is not able to conterpoile (much leſs deſerve) 
theleaſt of the mercies which we enjoy as to this life : and if God 
had laid more labour upon us, and yet given us only what is here 
below, we could not have ſaid he had been a hard maſter. If he 
had not pleaſed to have declared unto us by his Spirit the grace that 
ſhall be brought at the revelation of Jeſus Chrift, we ſhould never 
have heard or thought of ic. It mult of neceſſicy be then, that the 
mercy of God to eternal life , and his contiaued manifeſtation of 
grace in Order thereunto, are moſt free : for, 

Fourthly, Hearing the word of God, faith, repentance, baptiſm, 
prayer, praiſing of God, and other works of Goſpel-obedicnce, 
which God enables us to do,ftand us in nething;they are not like the 
coftly and Burdenſom ceremonies of the Jews : the Lord onely re- 
quires that we ſhould worſhip him in Spirir and ia truth (that is, as 
-_ word of Chriſt, which 1s Spirit, anderuth, and life, reacheth 
us. 

Laſtly, our receiving or believing of light, cruth, love, and mer- 

es of Gad, is fofar from making it not to be a free gift, that this 
makes ir tobe foto each particalar : for though God gave his Son, 
the Goſpel, and eternal life freely, yet no man hath either of theſe 
to himſelf; as his u_ right to his eyerlaſting happineſs, except he 
receive it; If a man leave as a legacie two hundred pound to be di- 
vided equally by his fleward between twenty perſons by him named, 
the Reward ſending for thoſe perſons, declares his Lords love and 
gift, offers it to them: and to Fer benefic who reje&t what was be- 
queathed,it becomes a free gift , but to ſuch as accept it,it is not o : 
their refuſal of it, keeps it from being a gift or free benefit to them, 
though ir till be free on Gods part, who tenders it by his inſtru- 
ments to them. And thus you ſee, that mans doing his duty in be» 
lieving and obeying according co the Golpel, doth not fruftrate the 
grace of God, no more then a mans ſtretching out of his hand to re- 
ccive any thing, doth cauſe it to ceaſe from being a gift. 

Secondly, Vow ſo far from derraRting from the grace of God, 
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when I affirm that God hath of his rich and free mercy giyea co e- 

very man and woman power to do what he expeRts of them, that 
the defire of my ſoul is ro adyance that alone; and to cleer up this, 
I deſire the impartial reader to judge, whe doth moſt adyance the 
riches of grace, they who affirme, with the Scriptures, That Chriſt 
by the grace of God taſted death for every man, andthat all Na- 
riens of men are furtiſhed by the Lord with every thing neceſſary 
for the knowing of him,and obeying of his commands layd on them , 
or they that ſay (contrary to the Scriptures) that Chriſt did not dye 
for all, but only for a few ; and that God hath got giyen all men 
ability ro performe what he commands them to do, that he hath ap- 
pointed ſcme to diſobedience, and ſo to damnation ? 

Who is it that ſpeaks moſt to the praiſe of the glory of Jehovah's 
orace, he that ayes that God doth faithfully offer his grace, and 
call all men tohim (75. e.) to conform to his will or law nuanifeſted, 
oiving them liberty and ability to accepr his love, co perform his pre- 
cepts » or they that ſay that God doth only externally call all men, 
and not really , and ſeemingly offer grace to all men, yet hath be- 
forchand ablolutely incl the unbelief and diſobedience of many 
of them? For my part, I emfully farisfied with thoſe ſayings do 
molt advance the exceeding riches of grace, which hold forth the 
free and unfeigned tenders of mercy to every man, fo as that all are 
kft without excuſe, andthe Jultice of God (who is no reſpeRter of 
perſons) cleared in the fight of all men, 

What you would in words ſay of ſuch a maſter as would bind 
his ſervant hand and foot, yet beat him for not coming to him when 
he calls him, or command him to ride a hundred miles in one hour, 
and buy two hundred penry-worth of ware with one peny , threat- 
ning kim with cortures upon his not-performing ſuch uncompaſſable 
commands ; thoſe men who oppoſe that truth which I plead for 
do in effeR ſay of our moſt gracious and righteous God, when they 
affirm that he hath decreed the unbelief and fins of meh, and yer will 
condemre them eternally for theſe things ; and that he hath required 
them to belieys and follow him rae. + to the light he reveales, yer 
hath not enabled them ſoto do: which in plain Engliſh is, that God 
cxaQts more of his creatures then they are able todo. The Lord 
in mercy yet grant thefe men time and ſpace to repent of theſe 
dodgnes. 


Obj. 
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ObjeA. But we do not ſay God ts a hard Maſter to us, taking 

where he laid net down, &c. 

Anſw. Then what have you to do to ſay that he is ſo tootkers ? 
you cannot deny bur he giveth [trenzth to his Saints to do what he 
requires of them ; and I beſeech you conſider whether others have 
not ability from Jehovah to do by. him what is expeRted from 
them in their ſeveral ſtations. Gladly would I demand wo or three 
Queſtions of any ſober humble ſoul, that prefers the fairhfulneſs and 
elory of God before their own fancies. 

Fiſt, Whether every Man and Woman have not ability to at 
ſomething ? 

Secondly, Whether that power or ability be not from God alone 
through Chriſt ? ; 

Thixdly, Whether God did indue them with that ability ro do 
well, ortodoill, or rodo nothing ? Surely, you will (ay. not to de 
ill, notto be idle; then undoubredly ic was to lerve, ſeek, and glo*+ 
rthe him. 

And if any ſhall ask how men come to commic (an then ? 

I anſwer, as Adaws did, they being men, heaken to the old Ser- 
pu reject the counſel of God, refilt his Spirit or Teachings, deny the 

rd that bought them with his pretious blood, and briag upon them- 
ſelves ſwift deſtruQtion. 

Object. But ſurely, if God did call all men realy, they would 
ſure come to bins, and if he did invite and offer hu grace in geod 
earneſt, they could not but receive it : if God open the heart; it 
cannot but be opened, if be purge, men muſt uureſiſtibly be purg'd, 
if God freely grye faith and repemtance, men cannot chuſe 5nt 
repent and believe. 

To which I anſwer, firſt, If Ged, in calling men, and giving out 
his love , did make uſe. of an uarefiftible power ( as ſome fondly 
dream) all this were true : Bat, 

Secondly, To fay that God doth not really intend that graceto 
men which in the means he extends rothem, is a doQttine which I 
know makes the hearts of many pretious Saints ſad, conſidering how 
the God of Heaven is by ſuck Gong h 
by faying or implying at leaft chart men 


gh! diſhonour'd,and abus'd, 
al be damn'd becauſe God 


did not really and in good carneſt call them, and offer mercy to thera; 
contrary to Prov. 1.26,27. 


Thirdly, 
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Thirdly , as I have hinted before, God is ſaid to give faich 
and repentance, &c, when he affords the means ( 5, e. ) the ward of 
faith, and doQtrine of repeatance to men and women come to ua- 
derftanding, and enabled eyery way by him to come to him in the 
duties by him eazoyed, and to open the heart z when he affords that 
key of knowledge, his word (which is ſpiric and life) aad the moti- 
ons or beams of his Spitic to poor ſouls: in a word, Geds work, 
and our endeayours , in all ſpiritual duties, mult go together ; for 
God opens the heart by ſending the means ; we open to him, by re- 
ceiving and applying it: but as the ſtretching out the hand to re- 
ceiye a bag of gold, is not that which inricheth the receiver, but the 
bounty of him that gives it ; ſo our receiving of light and grace offer- 
ed, is fiot that which makes us rich in knowledge and ſpiritual trea- 
fure, bur the bounty of God that gives theſe to us ; yet. you know 
theſe are not ours (though extended by the Lord never lo freely)if we 
donot imbrace and apply them which is indeed but our duty; which 
God himſelf hath enabled us to perform (and no thanks to us for do- 
ing that. 

Foardty and laſtly, they that heaken to the yoice of God, and 
ſocome to know his loye, and believe it (or lay it to heart } cannot 
bur come in ; the loye of God conktraineth them to /ive to him that 
dyed for them aud roſe ag tin; and theſe are they that are in a ſpe- 
cial manner the called of God, ealled to be Saints, He ws not 
aſham'd to call them brethren, Heb. 2.11. but becauſe all wil 
confels that the Saints (s. e. ) they who receive the word (whereunto 
they were appointed) are partakers of this ſpecial calling or yocation , 
1 ſhall oaely add this, That as they who are called , but contemn 
the call of God, partake not of his choice mercies, tafte not of his 
ſupper, but bring upon themlelyes deſtrution, fo, Behold what 
manner of love the Father bath ſhew'd w4,\uch as receive the word, 
the light of Chriſt) chat they ſhow!d be called the ſons or children 
of God! 1 Joh.3.1. compared with John 1. 1 2, 

And ſo come to the laſt term prepounded to be traated on (Sa- 
vation) which is adeliyering of the creature from danger, death, and 
deſtrution, and is general or ſpecial, as you may ice, 1 Tim.4. 10. 
For this cauſe we both labour and ſuffer reproach , becauſe we 
eruſt in the living God, who is the Savionr of all men, ſpecially 
of them that belteve.

But, ſay foe to this, (as to what hath been ſpoken before) this is 
not meant of Chrift, but of the Father, 

I anſwer hereto, firſt. conſider what Chriſt faith, Zohn'5. 19. 
What ſoever things the Father dath, the ſame doth the Son like- 
wiſe. 2, That the Father gave Chriſt his work to do, Foha 27.4. 
ſo that the Father redeemeth, reconcileth, and ſaveth by Chriſt ; and 
Chriſt redeemeth, reconcileth and ſayeth by laying down his life, and 
humbling himſelf todeath. 3. Jeſus Chriſt is not a dead God, but 
God bleſſed for ever Rew.g. 5.2nd received into glory 1 Tim. 1 6, 
and one wich the Father; and they that deny, it deſerve to be blamed. 

And if any ſhall fay that the word in the Original (ignifies not a 
Saviour, bur a preſeryer, and fo conclude that the Father is the pre- 
feryer of all mea 

I Anſwer, firſt, that the Father doth preſerve by the Ser, who 
beareth mp the pillars of the earth, Plal, 75. 3. and by whom all 
things conſiſt , and to whom all power #n heaven and earth « giv- 
en, Matth.28. Of hins and for him are all things, For, confider 
God without a Chrift, and you cannot ſee ſafety or preſeryation for 
any creature, onely juſtice and ſwift deſtruRtion for fin. Irs manifc 
then, that the preſervation and ſubſiftance of all men through a 
crucified Chriſt,the Lamb lain from the foundation of the world : ſs 
that if the gloſs which men put upon this prezious truth were truth , 
yet it makes nothingJagaioſt that holy truth of God which I deſire ts 
vindicate : but it's as notorious an untruth and falſehood , as ever 
came from the mouth or pen of any man ; for whereloeyer you fide 
the word Savionr uſed inthe New Teftament, relating to Jeſus 
Chriſt, you (hall finde the ſame word for it in the Original, as is 
here uſed by the Apoſtle, and which is uſed, Eph. 5. Tit.2.3. and all 
they that can bur read greek, will teftifie the ſame. Neither is the 
greek word Sotey ever rendered preſerver in the whole book of 
God, but alwaies Savioxr. 

Laktly, Ir is the common practiſe of the enemies of the truth, 
whea any thing croſſes their tenents, to make people believe ( if they 
can) that eicher the Scriptures mean othewiſe then it ſpeaks, or that 
the Tranſlation (though given by men of their owne judgements) is 
act right : as for example; where the word of truth ſaies that Chriſt 
dyed for all.and that' God wonld have all men to be ſaved,and that 
pbe free gift came unto all men tothe juſtification of life ; they 
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ſay it means otherwiſe, and that the text, Heb.2.9. He by the grace 

God taſted death for every man,and this word who u the $avi- 
our of all men,&c. are not well tranſlated , for, ſay they, ir ſhould 
be for every Sex, and he is the preſeryer or ſaviour of ſome men,&c. 
But I would propound two or three queſtions to ſuch men ; 

Firſt, If theſe things be not truly, but falſely Tranflated, why 
have they (w4ny of them) an hundred tires at lealt read ſuck falle 
things to us ? 

Secondly, Why do not they read them to us according tothat 
which they fay is the true Tranſlating of the word, (viz.) that 
Chrift dyed but for ſome, and the free gift came only upon ſome mea 
ro the juſtification of life ; and thar God would haye ſome men to be 
ſayed,that Chriſt raſted death only for every ſon,and that theFather is 
the preſeryer of ſome men ? 

Thirdly, and laftly, Whether we hall be judg'd'by that which 
ſome in a flight way, and through miſtake , call the letter } 
or by that which the Papiſts, Prelates, Presbyrerians, in their Coun- 
cels;Comments, and Synnds, fay is the meaning of the word ? 

But leaving to ſpeak of the fancies of theſe men, I come by Geds 
aſſiſtance to = how God in Chriſt, and Chriſt through God (fer 
theſe in the great work of mans falyation muſt not be ſeyered) is the 
Saviour of all men. And that I may perform this, I fhall eadeayour 
(2s in thoſe things before treatsd) rightly to divide the word of truth, 
which holds forth ſalvation to us under ſeveral conſiderations: there 
is ſalvation as to this life, as Exod, 14. 1 3. Stand ftill, and ſee the 
Salvation of God : ſo Afts 27,20.and 31. All hope that we 
ſhould be ſaved was taken away, There is ſalyation preached, AF, 
28,28. The ſalvation of God is ſent to the Gentiles, and 
they will hear it_ But more plainly, Heby. 2. 3. How ſhall we 
eſcape, if we neglett ſo great ſalvation which at firſt begantobe 
ſpoken(or preached) by the Lord himſelf And there is ſalvation pro- 
miſled, called eternal ſalvation Heb.9.5. and falyation to the wtter= 
_ moſt, Heb.7.25. Thefirſt is a deliverance from that death that came 
by Adams Gn, theſecond is deliverance from death in fins and treſ- 
paſſes by reaſon of 'every mans atual fins ; the laſt is that great de- 
lrverance from the wrath te come, or ſecond death; The former 
of theſe onely is univerſal, and bath init ewo things confiderable : 
Firſt, what all men are delivered or ſayed from; Secondly, what 
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they enjoy. Firſt, our gratious God hath fayed all mankinde from 
that death which carne by Adams offence ,ia that he by the ranſome 
which himſelf found out, delivered Adams (and fo all men then in his 
| loynes) from preſent going downe to the pit; fo that by Jeſus Chuilt 
we {ubfilt;and by him alſo he wrought our refurtetion or deliverance 
from the grave, from which all men ſhall one day be freed and made 

alive by Chrilt 1 Cor.15. 22, 

But ſome (it may be ) will ſay, If Chrift hath ſaved all men 

from the grave, how comes it to paſs that any dye ? 

I anſwer, firſt, Chriſt was neyer (eat to prevent men from going to 

the grave , but to deliyer or faye them out of or from it, from the 
* powerofir. 
a- Secondly, If the reſurreRion from death be a deliveranceor ſaving 
from the ; of the grave (which I think none that fear God will 
deny) and ſome onely partake of ic, then I confeſs that God by Chriſt 
4 hath not ſayed all men : bur if all ſhall riſe again, thea he is the Sa- 
*  viourof all men, as the Scripture faith, and as I from that word of 
truth haye declared, 
| But ſome ſay, 7's not Chriſt but the Father that raiſeth them 
| #p. Others ſay, That they riſe by the power of Chriff, but not as 
a Mediator. 
Thefe weak ObjeCtions, and many other (illy ſhifts, men haye de- 
l viſed , to eyade the truth, and prop up an opinion: but being not 
worthtaking notice of (referring the reader to what hath been before 
faid) I come to anſwer one ObjeQtion, with which men fly in the face 
of God; which is this. 

Tis true ( ſay they) God will raiſe up all men inthe great day 
by Jeſus Chriſt , but it were better they were let lye in the grave 
fr ever © for he delivers them out of a bad to 4 worſe condition. 

Firlt, Ideny that che principal end of Gods railing up men from 
the grave,is to damn them : but that all ungodly men may ſee what 
great ſalvation they haye negleRed, and thai for the negleR there- 
of they muſt now be puniſhed. Read I beſeech you, 2 Theſe 2.8, g. 
Heb, 2. 2. 

And that all godly men(and ungodly tao) may ſeethe clear impar- 
rial righteous judgement and pure juſtice of Jehovah ; the one de» 
claring it by their praiſes of God in their mouths, as Revel.1 6.5,6,; 
7+ the other, by their ſpeechleſs —_— whea they ſhall not be able 


open 
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to open their mouth, or hold up their faces before him that irteth up- 
on the throne, and in the preſence of the Lamb, whole love and waies 
they kave deſpiſed. 

And laſtly, that after the righteous ſentence is paſſed, every man 
may receive according to their works, 2 Cor. 5.10. 

Secondly, this ObzeRion is contrary to many maximes of trath , 
which declare that lite in it (elfe is a bleſſing, and that annihilation or 
totall deprivation of a being , is one of the greateſt plagues ; bur 
eſpecially, it vilifies the Principal do&trine of the goſpel , even the 
doEtrine of the reſurreRion, without which no man could haye any 
ſound comfort or incouragement in any ſervice, or ſufferings for the 
lake of Chriſt, 

Thirdly , Ir teacheth men to reproach and upbraid God for his 
kindneſs to them. They may as well ſay, that Gd is the Author of 
their (19, in that he through his Son created them , as: that he is the 
Author of their damaation, in that ke raifeth chem up by the ſame 
Jeſus Chni, 

What you might truly ſay of that Servant, who ſhall murder the 
enely Son of his Maſter, who redecmed him out of a moſt miſerable 
{lavery,and gave him liberty to ſerve him in the neareſt relation, that 
ſhall upbraid his Lord bringing of him to a juft tryal, and ſay it had 
bcen becter for me to have fob ſtill in ſlavery, then to-be tormented 
for my wickedneſs ; or wiſh that he had-not brought him out of his 
bondage. &s. we juſtly ſay of thoſe men who fancy the forementio- 
ned, Objection ; yea the damn'd themlelves will not dare to [peak 
fuch words before the throne of God, but ſhall be convinced by tkeir 
owne amazed conlcienees, that they ſhall then ſuffer for the doing of 
that wickedneſs which they ſhould a8d might have avoided, and the 
not doing of that geod which God gave them abilicy and opportu- 
nity to do, and got becauſe God made them or raiſed them. 

But (fay ſome) God appointed them to be diſobedient , and to 
commit thole {1ns for which he will damn then, 

I coafels, if that were true, then the poor dama'd wretches might 
hope to have ſomething to plead with the great Judge for an excuſe : 
bur it's molt untrue, as it hath been ſhew'd. I confels this is the great 
objeCtion which the deyil and ungodly men ever raiſed, which brings 
che greateſt adyantage to Satan, the greateſt encouragement to fin- 
aert, the greateſt diſcomfort to the Saints, and the greateſt diſhogour 
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to God, of any thing thar ever ſhall or can be uttered by the meuth of any 
mortal min ; being contrary to all Scripture ; which declates again} all the 
uniightcoufn'ſs of mn, and appearance of evil ; ſhews us that our God us of 
purer eyes then to behold vanity ; and reaſon, which will ſurely tell us thar 
God would never appoint men to do that which he abhors, or condemn 
men for doing what he had appointed them, or at leaſt tor nor doing that 
which he never gave them cither ability or call to perform. 

But (ſay ſoine) what if it were the pleaſure of God to make a thou'and 
worlds, and lo deſtroy thim all ? 

I anſwer, firſt, That is not, nor ever will be the pleaſure of God, to do 
that which hc hath not revealed (for, he will do nothing, but be will reveal his 
ſecrets to his ſervants.) &c. 

Secondly, T heſc are unlearned queſtions ; and it argues that when men 
are put to ſuch fhitts, rhey have nothing to ſay from the word of truth for 
their opinions : and therefore I ſhall forbear to follow them in their fool;th 
curioſities, when they preſume to be wiſe above what is w11it(n, 

Laſtly, God is ſo tar from taking pleaſure in deſtroying one whole world, 
that he is no! willing that any ſhould periſh,zPet.3 g. Neither doth he willinz/y 
aFlift no/ grieve the children of men, Lam. 3.33. Yeagzhe hath ſworn that he þutl, 
x0 pleaſure in the death of the wicked, bur that the wicked tuin from his niche d 
way, and lryve, Ezck.33.11. . 

ObjeR. Yet the Lord hath made the wicked for the day of evil,Prov.16.4. 

I anſwer, firſt, Bur that doth not ſay that he hath made any men (as they 
are men) for the day of evil, neither doth ic ſay rhat God mage men wicked 
(as many ſay now a dayes) Burt he hath appo:nted and ordained thar wicked 
men ſhall be deſtroyed ; ſuch as refuſe and rebel, Lia. 1. ſuch as tun the 
grace of God into wantonneſs, Jude 4. they that bulicue no', Heb. 3.18, 19, 
neither repent of their wicked deeds, Luk.! 3.3. bur gray, the Goſpel,nor 
conſidering nor laying to heart the loving kindneſs of the Lord, go on in 
their whoredome, lying, ſwearing, ſtealing, drunkenneſs, revilings,herehies, 
coyetouſneſs, and all abominarions ; theſe ſhall be turned into Hell, with all 
the Nations that forget Gol, Pſal. 9. 17. bur that God did ever make or «p- 
point men'to be whoremongers, lyars, theeves, or herericks,&c. that ſo he 
ge deſtroy them, is moſt abominable to unagine, 

Aa word, God is ſo far from making men wicked, or deſtroying them as 
they are his creatures, that when Adam had deſtroyed himiclt, and the 
whole world: of men in him, by original or the firſt fin, the Lord fteely, 
through Chriſt, forgave ir, and delivered or ſaved him, and in him all his 
preg (for had Adam at that inſtant dycd, all had periſhed for ever with 

im) bur they are ſo far ſaved from that deſtrution,that he giveth life t9 the 
world, Joh.7.33. and though men Iye down in the grave, and flcep in the 
duſt, yer they ſhall all live again in the day of the Lord. 

Bur, may ſome ſay, js he ſs the Saviour of all men,that none ſhall be damn'd in 
#he ſecond death ? 

I anſwer, No : for though he be the Saviour of all men, as I have proved, 
yer eſpecially of them that belie ve, 25 1 ſhall now allo briefly ſhew you by rhe

and preached in the word or light of Jeſus, though they ſhall be raiſed up at 
the laſt day trom the firſt death, yet for their wickedneſs they (hall be caſt 
into the lake of tire and brimſtone, which is the ſecond death, 

All che Obje&ions and Queries that uſually men bring in here'abour the 
creatures believing and a&ing inall kind of obedience, [ have handled in 
the precedent part of this treatiſe, where I have o_ that God never re- 
quires any duty of any of his creatures, but ar ſome time or other he fur- 
niſheth them with abiliry to fulfill his commands; And all our obedience 
merits not eternal life ip the leaſt, ſeeing God might juſtly have deprived us 
ot a being, or have given no more bur chis life, and yer have laid upon us 
much more work then he hath : but it was the good pleaſure of his will ro 
give cternal life, through his Son, roll ſuch as ſerve him in their genera- 
rions according to the light manifeſted to them, For which free mercy, all 
»raite, honour, ſervice, and obedience, is due to 7ehovah for evermore.

I come in the next place, in the ſtrength of the Lord, 
to illuftrato the truth of this aficrtion by Reaſons or Arguments 
drawn from the Scriptures, which may eaſily cyince t6 ſober ſpi- 
cits, and convince the gain-ſayers of this ſoul-ſtabl(hing Fun- 
damentall DoArine of che Goſp«1), and they are thele: 

Firſt, che coming of our Saviour into the world is glad ti- 
dirgs of great joy to all prople, Loek. 1.11. which could never 
de.4f Cot hed done ncthing for the greateſt part of markind, 
but it would have becn ſad ridings to moſt men, who muſt _

5. andchzt cannever be done, if they are not able by the Scri- 
ptures to preach a Saviour to them, without Jeaving any doubts 
apon their (ſpirits.

36. are 
damu'd, becas/e they believe not in the only begotten Son of God, 
therefore the only begotten Son of God dicd for thoſe, orelſe 
how ſhall they be damn'd becauſe they. believe not in him, ex- 
cept men ſhall be damned for not bclicving on him that never . 
dicd for them? s 

Fifthly, they that ſhall be Yern'd might have been ſaved, if 
they had received the truth wn the love of it, 2 T beſ, 2.10, 11, x2, 
18, therefore Chr1ft died for them, or elſe they had ro probabt- 
lity of falyation, iccing thers 5s no name given unto menunder 
heaven wheres y they weſt be ſaved , but only the name of Feſus 
Cbrift, eAtts 4. 13. 

Sixthly, they for whons Chrift died may perifh and be deflroyed;

Seventcenthly, if rhere be ſonre mens that Chriſt died nor for, 
then ic is 8 vercue for ſome men not co believe in Chrift for 1al- 
vation; for in believing this they believe the cruth, and'ic's a-ver- 
tuc in any to belicve-every rruth, 

Kightecnthly, if; Chrift.died:nor for all mankind, then this 
K2 nnavoid- 
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un1yoidably follows, that thoſe for whom Chriſt died not, do 
as well in believing that Chriſt died not for them, as thoſe for 
whom he died, do in believing that he did die for them, ſeeing 
both are true (if the Adverſaries of the truth ſay right) and it 18 
as much vercue to believe one truth as another. 

Nineceenthly, all are bound to live to him, 2 Cor. 5.15, even 
unde him that died for them, an4 ro/e again Now | wonder what

have cited it ; we know and acknowledge that Chriſt died for 
ſome, for his Church, for the Ele, for the Saints, tuc to ſay that 
he therefore died for none elſe, is contrary to Scripture, reaſon, 
and ſenſe; we may as well argue that he died for none bur Pas/, 
becauſe he ſays. Gal.2. 20. he loved me, and gave himſelf for me : 
and hence it is that we are perſwaded to take whatſoever the 
Scripture holds out in this point, which ſays, be {aid down bu life 
for the ſheep (i. e.) ſuck as hear his voice, and follow bims, Jo. 18.15. 
compared with ver. 27. and we believe that be bowght thoſe that 
deny him, and bring upon themſelves defiruftion, read 2 Pet. 2,1, 
_ and becanſe we believe in Chrift, as the Scripture hath ſaid, even 
all that i written in the Law and the Prophets , for this cauſe 
we are acconnted Heretiques, and Seft arians, as the Apoſtles and 
Saints of old were, Atts 24. 14. with chap. 28.22. For they did de- 
clare the love and mercy of God towards all men, and ſuch as 
laid his love to heart, and were thereby led ro repentance, they 
did baptize; with theſe they did walk in Church-fellowſhip, in

4. therefore are 
we counted the troubles of Iſrael, ſuch asturn the world up» 
ſide down, ring-leaders of Sets, &c. as our Brethren of old 
were, neither are we grieved by theſe things for our fakes , but 
for theirs, evcn,our countrymen and brethren after the ftefh, 
who rage at, as, aod inceoſe the Rulers againſtus becauſe we be» 
ligve andſpeak what is written,and, will. not receive nor prattiſe

Anſ/. Secondly, I have be fore thew'd that redemption is con- 
fider'd two wayz, firſt by the cf.uſion of the bloud of Chriſt from 
che ficlt ſin or originall oftence; {.condly, by the application of 
that bloud, by which the Ele ( ſuch as walk in Guſpell-obedt- 
ence) receive Redemprion or deliverance from their ſins which 
they have committed 1n their own bodies ſince they knew good 
and evill, for no ſooner is the bloud of Chriſt cloſely laid to the 
heart of aſinner, buthe preſently begins co loath and leave 
fin, and at length by a conſtant application of it, becomes ful- 
ly redeemed, freed, or delivered from his bondage: of theſe la- 
ecr the texts by MW. T. alledged , are «ſpecially to be under- 
{tood, and ſo the word of truth being rightly divided is Kept 
from claſhing and ſeeming contradiction, all men left without * 
excuſe, and the juſtice and mercy of God cleared againlt the ca- 
lumnies of imperious ſinners.

It's moſt certain_chat cheſe words Rev. 1 3,8.are 2 prophecy of , 
the great Antichriſt, vvho ſhall exerciſe bis power for 4 tinwe, 
times. and the dividing or half of rime, Dan. 7.25. two ard forty 
woneths, or 1260, dayes, Rev.i 1.2.3. with chap. 3. 5. or three years 
and a balf, and many ſhall follow his pernitious ways, idolizing 
him. and worlhipping himasa God; and it is as certain, that 
ſuch as worfhip b:m are not written in the Book of Life, for 
God hath of old ordain'd ts condemmation ungodly wen, twruing the

monftrate the ſame; and if any ſhall yer ſay , bur how 4s ic ſaid, 
Jacob have I loved, but Elau have 1 hated? 1 anſwer, take but 
theſe ewo (as [/martand 1ſaac)for the two Covenants, and then 
ou will ſee that he prefers mercy before Sacrifice, the Goſpell 
efore thr Law, faith before works, the believers (or children of 
the promiſe ) before the natural ſeed, that he regardeth nor, but 
hateth ſuchas ſeek for rightcouſneſle by the Law,as the Jews did, 
and loveth or chooſeth ſuch as ſeck for the righteouſneſs of the 
Goſpel! of Jeſus Chrilt, as the Gentiles did, //a. 1. 14. ſaith the 
Lord, thus,your new Moons, and your appointed Feaſts my ſoul 
haterh, yer once theſe were appointed by God ; all things that 
were written of old concerning 1/mael, 1ſaac, E/an, Jacob, 
Pharoab, &c. were direAly as they are written, but the Apoſtle 
we ſee draws out the Allegory, and (ſhews what they did typific 
to vs, 35 you may lee, if you diligently ſearch this nincth to the 
Remanes, ard reſo ve and roil up allthat is here wtitten, as the 
Apoſtle doth in the 30.and 31, verſes; but the time will not give 
me leave to treat largely of theſe things 1n this place, if God 
give oportunity I ſhall declare more of this matter in my Gene- 
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therby preaching, conference, or writing, in the mean ſpace eve- 
ry ſober man will ſee that it is not proper to draw poſitive con- 
clufions from allegoricall expreſſions , and fo theſe words, 7 
have bated Eſau (i:c.) refus'd righteouſneſs by the Law or Co- 
venant of works, doth not at all prove that Chriſt did nor die 
for all; and 'withall I defire the Readerto conſider that M. Tre. 
hath nor yer produced one Scripture that ſays he died only for a 
ſmall number, but ſome few conſequences which are too weak.

But ſaith M. Trowgh. Chrift did not die for all, becauſe be did not

4- 
daws offence (as ſome call it ) origizall ſin, and that Rebrobatcs 
(that is wicked men) ſhall be eaſt into hell, is as trac, Pſa. 9. 17, 
but what he means by plenary fatisfaRion to the Fathers juſtice 

iven for ſome I know not, in that I find no ſuch terms in the 
Foty Scriptores, if there be, why did nor M. Tye. produce them? 
did he think that his bare wo1td is a ſutfici-at warrant for us to 
believe by? ſarely it js nor, and the word of truth teſtifies that 
falſe teachers, who _ in damnadlc hereſics, deny Chriſt, and 
bring upon themſelves deftruftion , were bought by the Lord 
whom they deny, and thar others trample under foot the bloud 
of the Covenant, wherewith they were ſanRified, Heb, 
Io. 29. 

Anſwer ſccondly, if M. Tre. means that Chriſt did ſo ſatisfie 
for the ſins of ſome, that none of the puniſhment due for that 
fin Mall come upon them, but that ir is wholly by the powring 
or offering of the bloud of Chriſt prevenced, I hill defire him 
to prove it: inthe mean ſpace, | ſhill defire the imparticll Read-

through that fault is not plenarily ſatisficd for, if it had been fo 
indeed God requires double paymenr, which be will never (by 
M.Tro, own confeſſion) do, br if by the death of the Lamb this 
debt had been fully paid , the EleRt ſhould never have gone to 
the grave; and thus you ſce how M. Tro. is contrary to himſelf, 
his light 1s darknefl?, and he wearicth himſelf to bring others to 
the ſame condition with himſclf.

Scriptures ſy that they deny the Lord that bought them, and 
bring upon themſelves deſtruftion, and ſo thy weak brother pe- 
rih for whom Chrilt died, i Cor. 8. 11, wKh many other places: 
I know that Chriſt layed down his life for his ſheep, and for the 
Apoſtic Pawl, and all the Saints, but not as (ſheep, or Saints, for 
no Scripture ſayes ſo, but for ſinners, for the ungodly, for the 
world, which arc in oppoſition to ſheep and Sxints: And again, 
as it's crue that he died for the (ſheep; ſo it is as trae char he 
bought thoſe that do deny him, if the Scripture may decide the 
controverſie: Secondly I anſwer, ſuch fallacious confequences as 
theſe do even {trike at the root of the Goſpelt of Grace, and 
free love of God, and quits the divell and all ungodly men of 
bringing deſtruRtion upon themſelves, and implies that men ſhall 
be condemr'd for want of a Redeemer; neither will that chred- 
bare ſhifr,(that men ſhall be damnedybecauſe they fell in Adew) 
ſerve any mans turn, eſpecially M. Tro, who hath acknowledged 
in his (1xth Argument(as he calls ic) that God will not take dow- 
ble paymeat for the ſame fin; now all mult onee dic by rexſ>n of 
that off-nce, and if after they 1}:4'l be raiſed again , they hall be 
damn'd for it again, then there is a double puniſhmear inflicted 
for one offence, which God will nevec do; but if ic be becauſe 
Chriſt never died for them, as M. To. and thoufands of deceived

38. Exck. 1. 24. 2 (box. 15. 2, with many other paces. Now 
when men rcbell againſt God , rejeRt his commands, and turn 
from rightcouſneſle, and the Lord caſts thera off, it (hews his 

rezt cenſtzncy tc his own Connece!l and Decrees, whereas , if 

God thould iti] corprinuc light and delight ro Apoſtates, and 

ſuch as ſtill gain-ſay che cruth preſented ro chem, this would ar-

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ve God vatiable from himſelf, io that he declares that he will 
Tfert back-ſliders, and yer continues his favour and liking to- 
wards them, continuing in ſin without repentance, as iome 
would fain flatter themſelves and others; and this alſo leads to 
the tenets of the Rantets, and is of all other doArines the great- 
eſt enemy to godlineſle, and encouragement to wickednefle thag 
can be ; but men will find it otherwiſe , the Potter hath power 
over the clay to do as he pleaſerth with it, and what that is, -be 
bath ſhew'd us, Fer. 18. 9, 10. At what time 1 ſpeak c:ncerning 4 
N ation 40 build and ylaxt it, if it do evill in my fight , that iu obey 
not my voice, then will 1 repent of the geaod wherewath I [aid 1 will 
benefit them; ſo be can do with the Inhabitants of this Iſland, 
and ſo he will do if they repent not; and thus you ſee bow fully 
this text witneſſeth againſt M.7rs, conceit that Gods not giving 
men grace or light is the higheſt cauſe of their unbelief; yea ſo 
Fully, ther it (hews they did once ſec his great figns,&c. but their 
fins kid theſe things from them, and removed their lights , that 
it was not continued With them; ſo it is aid of the Jews, they 
once ſaw Chriſt and his miracles,and had the things belonging to- 
their peace revealed to them; but now ſays Chriſt, chey are hid 
from thine ey5; it is juſt with God when men will be wile in their 
own eys, ts bide from thew the myſteries of the Kingdome of hee 
ven, dxd reveal them to Babes , twruing their wiſdeme inte fooliſh» 
weſſe; tis juſt with God to leave M.-T7o. to himſelf, even to limit 
and reſtrain Scripture- Redemption, he having fiercely ſer him- 
ſelf ro oppole it; the great and gracious God yet grant him time 
and ſpace to repent; but though he hath never a Scripture, yet he 
hath another argument againlt Scripture Redemption, which is 
this: 

All thoſe for whow Chriſt died, are redeemed from the wrath to come. 

But all men are not redeem'd from the wrath to come. 

T herefore he d.ed not for all, 

Firſt I defire the Reader to conſider, whether there be any dif- 
ference between this argument and the former, and what there 
is berween this, they (hall neyer periſh, but bave eternal] life, 
and this,they are delivered from the wrath to come. | 

Secondly 1 anſwer, his ficſt Propofition is a mcer fallacy and 
fallity, for there is not one Scripture to prove it, and the conſe- 
quence 
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quence that he would draw from it is, that if Chriſt died for all, 
then all (hall be ſaved, which doth not follow; and I have an- 
. ſwer'd this objeRion fully already, and ſhew'd by the Scriptures, 
that though Chriſt died for all, yer many periſh, becauſe ;bsy wil 
wot come to Chrift, Io. 5. 40. bacawſe they believe not, and if you 
would know how they who were bought by Chriſt come to pe- 
ruh, or fall under wrath to come , t « for denying the Lord that 
bought them, and treading wnder foot the blond of the (rvenant, 
wherewsth they were ſanfified, as 1 have (hew'd from Hb. 10. 24. 

2 Pet. *.1,it is for their holding rhe truth in wnrighteouſneſſe, Rons, 

1.18. fer their wncleanneſſe. fooliſh talking, tovetonſneſſe, idelatry, 

whoredome lying, and all manner of diſebedience , as the Apoſtle 

Plairl; ſhews, Epbeſ. 5.3, 4.5, 6- and therefore M. '/ rs. might 
have ipar'd this Logick, except he hath a mind ſtill ro make God 
the Arthor, both of the creatures ſin apd ſuffering, and turn that 
truth of God ( which ſayes thy deffrnttion 67 of thy ſelf) into a 
lye,and (ay, oh 1/rae/thy deftruRtion is of me; and indeed he may 
as well ebarge the Scriptures expreffions, as limit and reſtraine 
the <criptures redemption. 


Put be objetls further , Chriſt did nod dis for all, becauſe he did M.Trs. 


wot pr ay for all; and in this he doth ſo confidently eriumph, call- 


ing it bs ſtrong argument, as if ic were impoſſible co anſwer the *** Bat- 
fallacious deduftions which he draws from the pure word, for 'J> &'6- 


he concludes, that becawſe Chvrilt did not at the ſame 1ime, 0.17.9. 
&r in the ſame te: ms pray jor all, therefore he did not die for all; tO 
which : anſwer, firſt, it it ſhould be granted that Chriſt did not 
pray for all, yet it Goth not of neceſſity foiluw, that he did not 
dic for al}: for there is no Scriptnre that f yes theſe words, 
(h ift did not die for thoſe, for whom he did not pray; and M. Tro. 
bare word 15 no lufficicne proof, yer he 1s very bold this way, 
and ſayes in 34. Page of his book, that Chriſt layes thus to his 
Father, #herg is a world chat [pray nor for for therg 115 a world that 
5s not thine, a world that thow atait not give mets die for, and thare«= 
fore a world that | muſi not pray for. | wonder that any man who 
pretends terdernefle of conc iice, and love to the Scripcures, 
ſhould dare to add tothem, bur they that dare to reſtraine the 
Scriptures, will dare alſo to add cv the Scriptuges, and in time do 
any thing, if they repent not. But:

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Secondly, though Chriſt prayed nor for the world in the ſame 
words, and at that time when he prayed for his Diſciples (both 
not being in the ſame capacity ) yet afterwards and clſwhere he 
doth, and to clear up this, let us ſearch the Scriptures, Fob. 17. 
which M.Tre. ſays is the patere of bis prayer in beaven; und to 
prove this, he quotes eArminixe, for my part I never read his 
works as the ſearcher of hearts doth know; bat ſeeing M. 7yrs. 
thinks him aurhenrique in this point, 1 ſhall deſire to ſhew this 
patern to all thoſe that ſhall read this work, that ſo we may be 
as well acquainted with the incerceſſion of Chriſt, as his Oblati- 
en of himiclf ro God for us. Obſerve then firſt, that Chriſt from 
the 6. ver. to the end of the 19. makes mention only of kis Dif- 
ciples in being,as any conſiderate ſoul may ſee if they do but read 
and mind what is written, In the 20. and pact of 21. he prays for 
all that ſhould believe through the word of eruth; and in the la- 
ter part of the 21. and in part of the 33. forthe world, that they 
might believe and know that the Father ſent him. And if any (hal 
ſay (as they often do) that by the world 51 meant the Believers, 
Saints, Ele, or the Diſciples of (brit, they miſtake much, for 
Chriſt fayes yer. the 8. they ( his Diſciples.) have ſurely knowne 
that I came out from thee, and have believed that thou didſt ſend 
me; and beſides, all impartial ſpirits will confefſe that the world 
and che Saiars are always oppos'd coexch other. 


Secondly, that Chriſt made interceſſion for the tranſpreſſors, ſts 


53-12. and Luk. 23.34. be prays for bis perſecutors, Romans, 1ſr ac- 
lites, Jews, Gentiles, F atber forgive them, fer they know not what 
they de, and Chriſts precepts and praftiſcare not contradiing 
one t6 the other, nay he commands us ts pray for thew that perſee 
cute ur, MMat..44. for all men, 1 Tim. 2.1. Chrift did pray for his 
friends, and he prayed for his enemies,for Saints and for finners, 
though not in the ſame expreſſions, for if he had prayed for the 
world (1 mean wicked men) in the [ame terms as for his Diſci- 
ples, he had prayed rather againſt chem thenfor them, when he 
perition'd that they might be one (for unity in iniquity is as bad 
2s unity in piery is good) every one that prays with underſtand- 
ing is apc co pray for the Saints that God would keep them in 
peace and unity,that they may continne inthe way that they arc 
w,and forall people and Nations, that God would diſperſe the

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beams of truth amongſt them, that ſo they may know and be- 


lieve, and be converted, they deſire that God would preſerve 
their friends, and pardon their perſecutors, but do not nſually 
pray that God would keepthe men of the world inthe way that 
they are, in oneneſſe of mind, &c. or thar the Saints may be con- 
verced, neither did our Teacher the Lord Chriſt do thus, but char 
the Diſciples who had known and believcd might be preſery'd 
in one, and kept from evill, and that the world might know and 
believe him whom the Father had ſent and ſcaled: Thus you ſee 
(if this prayer of Chriſt in the 17. of /obu be the patcrn of his 
prayer in heaven, as M. Tre. from Arminiz: hath aſſerted ) thac 
then our dear Redeemer hath not left out one man or woman, 
for thers are but two ſorts of people, nor ever were there any 
more, believers and unbelievers, Saints and finners,the EleRt and 
the world, and for both theſe he prays ({ though in different ex- 
preſſion) as you have heard before. 

Ob. But will ſome ſay, that rhar if Chriff bad ever prayed for 


the world that they might bilieve and know bis, then they ſhonld 


have ſo done, beeanſe ( rift was alwayer heard by the Father , but 
ſay they, we (ee that all de net beligve and know (riff, therefore he 
need not to pray: 

This arguments very deceitfull, and grounded upon a falſe 
ſuppoſition, that becauſe men do not, therefore they cannor, 
norever could know the Lord, and belicye him; but this ſuppo- 
fall being falſe, the argument is ſoto, as | have largely proved 
before in this diſcourſe. 

But ſecondly I anſwer, Jeſus Chriſt did never pray iu yain, but 
obrain'd what he prayed for; the works of redemption and in- 
terceſſion &c. being finiſhed frons the foundatien of the world, and 
all men way know and briieve the Lord, as the Prophets and Apo- 
Rles have teſtified, and as from rheyg I have before ſhew'd ows of 
Iſa. 5. 4. Iſa. 43. 9, 10. fo. 1. 7. Row. 1. 19.20, with many others; 
I beſeech yon read and conſider them, and from them you will 
clearly ſee, thut God hath not been wanting to reveal light and 
knowledge of himſelf through Chriſt, but men may hnow and be- 
lieve "tis poſſible for them, and nothing hinders chem-bur the 
devill and themſelves, their ſelf-will and their fins, which cauſe 
God to leave them , and bide good things from them ; Chriſt

1.7. tis true, ( as hath 
been formerly thew'd) that God doth not enable all men to 
know and belicye with the ſame meaſure of light, bat every man 
hath ſufficient according to his ability ; neither ſhall all men be 
accountable for the ſame proportion of talents, yet he that had 
but one muſt reckon for that; and they that have been faitbfull in 
a little, ſhall be Rulers over mach. 

And let this be conſidercd well by all men, that #s Chriſt died 


for all, yet one that arc men and women ſhall have ecerrall life . 


only by his powring out his bloud for them, without ob« dience 
to him, according to what he reveals to them , ſo though Chriſt 
prays for all men, yet none arc ſaved to the uttermoſt meer] 

through his interccflion,except they (being invited by the ſpirit) 
come to God through him, »s you may ſee Heb. 7. 25. wherefore he 
is able to ſave to the utrermoſt ther that compe to God by bim, ſee- 
ing be ever lvvdth to make interceſſion for ther, and this being true, 
that all men may know and belicve the Lord, I conclude chat this 
ability is obtain d for them through the interceſſion of Chriſt, 
without whom we never had enjoyed any thing, no noca being;

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If by the Goſpell he meanes thoſe precious ſayings and wri- 
tings of Chriſt and his Apoitles, as he doth, for he calls it the 
voice of the Goipel and word of Faith; I think he hath no 
reaſon ro except ogaind us, for none of the Patriaks, Prophets, 
and holy men of old fo heard itz much lefſe did Ferbro, Ruth, 
the Ewnxch, and many more mentioned in the Scriptures ; yer 
I hope Mr. Trowghton will confefſe thax he dyed for them. I 
doubt not bur that ſervant who imployes his one Talent well 
ſhall receive the reward of one Talent, 

Thirdly, The Scripture ſayes, Save your ſelver from this unto- 
wardlz Generati-n, At, 2. 40, end worke out your ſalvation with fear 
and trembling, Phil. 2. 12. which Iunderſtand to be but thus, 
repent, believe, obey, or uſe the meanes which God hath ap- 
pointed you for ſalvation, and this no ſober man will deny 
to be our duty ; yet when we havedone that (and if it were 
poſlible ten thouſand times more) we are but unprofitable ſer- 
yants, and do no more mcrit or procure ſalvation then a poor 
begger ſtretching our his han 1to receive a purſe of Money if 
any were ſo free as to give it ) doth merit, procure, or coyne 
that Gold or Silver which is given him, as | have before ſhew- 
ed ; God _ have required all dutifull obedience from us, 
and fyet at Jaft have ſcent us to the Grave for ever : and as 
for univerſall ſalvation, which Mr. Trongbton terrifies himſelfe 
and others with ; I have often ſhewed how I hold it, to wit, 
that all were ſaved or delivered by Chrift, dying 8 riting,from 
the miſeries that came by Adm, ſo that they ſhall hey ever 
lyeunder them ; and for any other univerſall ſalvation of fal- 
len Angels and Reprgbates Iknow nothing, for Chriſt dyed 
not for Angels; andas for Re that deny the Lord that 
bokght, and rehſt the ſpirit of God, and violate the Law of 
Nature, that know not God, and obey not the Goſpel, they 
ſhall be deſtroyed for ever : yer I belecve, that for want of a 
right dividing, and fo of a right underſtanding of the word of 
truth, in the things by me inſiſted upon ; many have runneinto 
 grofſe abſurdities about antverſall falvedion, not being able 

co diſtinguiſh berween falvation ordeliverance, which is by the 
death of Chriſt from 4d.oms ſin and ſufferings for it, and falva. 
tion which is through believing on him, or comming _ 
2 «Jo 
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Heb. 7. 35. from our fins, which without repentance will 


.damne man eternally in the ſecond death: They chought (and 


thatrightly ) that all are and (hall be ſaved or delivered from 
ſomething ; but not ſeriouſly weighing the word, and diltin- 
guiſbing, concluded that none (hall be damned or conſumed 
forever, at the laſt day of Judgement, which is moſt ablurd, 
and ſuch a Dofrine of univerlal ſalvation (viz.that none ſhall 
be puniſhed or periſh in the lake of fire ) my foul abhors, as 
alſo Mr Troughton; DoGrine, that any ſhall be puniſhed or pe- 
riſh there, meerly becauſe it is the pleaſure of the Lord ſo to 
haveit, or becauſe they were by Febovab appointed to be dil- 
obedient, and to bedamned, or becauſe there was never a Sa- 
viour that dyed for them, or becauſe 4dzmeat of the forbid- 
den tree, my foul alſo abominates; andir is the griefe of thou- 
fands to heare that God is diſhonoured by ſuch Declaratt- 
ONS. 

Th once I confeffe it was my judgement, but the Lord 
hath had mercy upon my ſoul, and now I ſee that every mans 
deftruQion is of bimſelfe, and that the vengeance of eternall fire 
comes on men through their omitting ſome good that they 
—_ —_ == Py wonr —_——_ _—_ __ they 
might have avoi r rejecting ſome light that they might 
have received, or turning from what they had ecard th 
tgrampllag under foot the blood of the Covenant wherewith they were 
ſandified, and denying the Lord that bought them, exc. 
| jet. But ſazes Mr. Troughton, if it we ſhould preach that 
Cbriſt dyed for all, this would bolſter up men in « propbane conrſe, or at 
beſt in a generall dead faith. 

Anſw. Mponmaradich is true, Ffor one conſtant uſe 
that we make of this Dofrine, is to diſwade, deter, and dehort 
figners from prophanenefſe and all manner of finne, and to 
perſwade them therefore to hate that which is evill, to die to 
ftinne, to live to righteouſnefſe, to loveand live to the Lord 
Jeſus, becauſe he dyed for them and roſeagaine ; and we de- 
clareunto all men, that if they do not leaveſinne, repent, and 
live to.Chriſt, but deny his word, deſpiſe his Spirit, and (lighe 
his blood, they ſhall be ſure to be damned'for ever, becauſe 
they live not co him that dyed for themand roſe againe ;, - 6 

at 
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that although Chriſt bought them, or layed down a ſufficient 
price for them, yea though they profeſſe that rruth, yer 1 1n 
their works _ deny him and follow not thoſe further ma- 
nifeſtations of light, which he appeares to them in, burire- 
fuſe his words, and fo receive him not, they (hall be deſtroyed 
at the laſt day. 

Secondly, This No&ine cannot be the Nurſe of a dead faith, 
if truly preachedand received; for this teaches men to know 
firſt by the Scriptures, that Chriſt dyed for them, and what a 
man knows intallibly he may believe comfortably, undoubt= 
edly, and without wavering ; yea all faith that is not ground- 
upon knowledge, is but a meere fancy and very uncertaine, 
when men believe they know not what. 

But one the contrary, Mr. Traughtons Doftrine is the nurie- 
ry of prophaneſle and deadneſs of faith, or at leaſt of ſadneſs 
of foul, yea diſpaire of mercy. How many poore wretches 
( hearing that did appoint a certain number of perſons 
onely to believe, and ſo to be ſaved, and the reſt to difobedi- 
ence and ſo to be danined ) have deſperately concluded, it I 
am appointed to believe and be ſaved, { ſhall be ſaved livehow 
I will : and others, when they commit {inne, ſooth up them- 
ſelves with this conceit, ic is Gods will that they ſhould com- 
mitſuch finnes, God did decree and appoint them to be diſo- 
bedicat, and it could not be avoided, with many ſuch devil- 
liſh conclugions, tending to all lewdneſs, looſneſſe, avd pro- 
phaneneſs that can be imagined: And hence it is there is (0 
much bitternefſe, wrath, hatred, revenge and ſtrifeamongſt 
men ; fordid __y but know and ſeriouſly lay to heart, that 
Chriſt ſhed his blood for thoſe poore Creatures, that injure 
them, and which they fo maligne, their heart would melt co- 
wards them, they would not hate their perſons, nor ſecke to 
ruine their Eſtates, onely abhor their \ices,and ſeek ro draw 
them out of the finck of their fins. 

It muſt of neceſſity alſo be the root of a dead faith, for what 
life canthat faith have,which is grounded upon our own qua- 
lifcations? 

For thus Mr. Troyghton teaches men to Argue, Chriſt dyed 
for belcevers,ſheep,(aints ; but] am a belecver, a ſheep, a ſaint, 
there= 
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therefore Chrift dyed for me; bnt the Scripture proves nei- 
ther of his propoſitions, but teaches us berter Logick thus; 
Chriſt dyed tor t1nners, for the ungodly, for all, for the whole 
world, and thoſe that deny him, therefore for me, and this 
ſhews gracious humility, the other vaine oſtentations ; this 
gives {weet and certaineaſſurance of Gods love to any poore 
foul : the other when his qualifications areabſent ( as often 
they are ) leaves the Creature in a doubtfull diſpaire, whether 
God loved ic at all; this engageth the ſoul to how God who 
loved him firſt, and gave his Sonne to dye for him z the othec 
iaddens the heart with feare, ſhakes the foundation, cauling 
a diſtreſſed ſoul to queſtion, whether ever Chriſt dyed for him, 
or her, [f a faichfull Goſpel preacher ſhould perſwade a pro- 
phane wretch to repent and turn to God,and the finner ſhould 
aske ; What ſhould move him to change his life > The meſſen- 
ger of the Lord muſt anſwer, That the goodnefſe of the Lord 
ſhould lead them to repentance; if the other ſhould reply, 
Wherein God ſhewed his goodneſs towards him ? The Emba(- 
{ador of the Lord muſt rejoyne, in that he gave his Sonne to 
dye for him a miſerable wretched finner, and that there is a 
doore of ſalvation open for him upon his repentance, t h 
the blood of Jeſus, or he ſayes nothing; fcr if he ſhould onely 
tell him of the goodneſs _ God as to this life, or tell him of 
ſome wi!d uncertain hopes of mercy, without afluring him 
that Chriſt was Curcified for him, it would leave but a flender 
impreſſion upon his ſpirits; and to perſwade, exhort, require, 
and beſcech a company of exorbitant finners_ to amend their 
lives and love the Lord Jeſus, is but a loſt labour, if wedeclare 
not unto them the certainty of bis kindneſs and love to them 
firft, 2ccording ro the Scriptures; for a foul will never truly 
love Chriſt except he be aſſured that the Lord Chriſt rſt loved 
him; or at beſt if by a preaching of the Goſpel atrandome, 
(asmany do ) any poor ſoulesarefallen in love with Chriſt, 
yet their ſpirits are full of feare 'and perplexing anxzieries, till 
they kncw and are aſſured of his love tothem, and wherein 
that conſiſts the Apoſtle Paul ſhews us, Row. 5. 8. & 1 Fob, 4, 9. 
10, 19, Herein is love, n1t that we loved God, nt he loved w firit, 
and ſent bis Sonne to be a propttiation for us, Y 

ou 
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You would blame that man exceedingly, whoſhould uſe 
his urmoſt endeavour by all means to perlwade his Neighbour 
being ( but a mean mat) to ſer his affte&ions upon ſome great 
admired tor vertue, beauty, birth, and riches, being not 

able to aſſure his friend firſt, that ſhe loves him, and delires to 
beſtow her ſelfe upon him ; but if he beare it from her mourh, 
or have it made under her hand that ſhe loves ſuch a man, and 
delires to be joyned to him in Marriage, he may boldly and 
withall carneſineſs, lirre up his friend to affe her, and ſecke 
herlove, whois every way ſo worthy, and withall ſo loving 
to him, that is to far beluw her : Of no leſſe folly are they 
- guilty, that ſpend their ſpirits in calling and cfying unto fin- 
ners to love the Lord Jeſus, and ſeeke his face, and yet either 
cannot or will not aſſure them, that Chriſt loved them, and 
layed down his lite for them, thereby to move them to place 
their affe&ions upon him: Nay its im le they ſhould know 
it ( and much more impoſſible they ſhould make others know 
it ) that ſay Chriſtdyed onely for a ſmall number. If a wicked 
ons wretch ſhould meet a man, and were about to of- 
er ſome injury to him, if another ſhould come and make it c- 
vident that this man whom he is about to wrong, ranſomed 
him with a great ſumme qut of Captivicy; or when he was 
condemned to dye ( by giving his own onely Child to dye for 
him ) delivered him from death ; this might allay his facy after 
the reſolution, and melt the heart of the moſt cruel hard-hear- 
. tcd and injurious perſon; or if it did not, it would rendec him 
the moſt odious of Creatures, the moſt ungrateful of men, and 
unworthy of any furtherpitty : And theretoreir is that where- 
ever we meet with prophane perſons that are treading under 
foot the Sonne of Cod, and crucifying the Lord of life afreſh, 
by ſwearing, lying, drunkenneſs, pe.fecuting the Sainte, 
&c. and ſo injuring and denying the Lord that bonght them 
we acquaint them that he whom they wrong and perſecute is 
Jeſus the Saviour of the World, the redeemer of mankind, that 
ve himfelfe a ranſome forall, bought them wich his precious 
lood, anddyed for their (innes according to the Scriptures, 
that thereby we may perſwade them from their impious per- 
kcuting principles, and prophane praRites, or clſelrave _ 
vich- 
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without excuſe, but whileſt men continue ignorant of this 
great loveof Chriſt, and do not certainly know by the Scripe 
uures that Chriſt dyed for them, they are ſ{eldome reſtrained 
trom prophaneneſie and all forts of impiety, or at leaft are fil- 
led with frequent doubtings and tremblings of heat, not know- 
ing whether the Lamb was ſlaine for them, yet knowing that 
forſaking of ſin and following of righteouſneſſe, can doe no 
good to that ſoul for whom Chirſt dyed not, no preccpts can 
beavailable, or promiſes applicable to thoſe for whom the 
blood of Chriſt Jeſus was not ſhed, and fo they ftand ſtagger- 
ing at both ; and though ſometimes.through the mercy of a 
long ſuffering God, they have ſome ſweet talts of mercy ; yet 
by attending to falſe Teachers, and Satans temptations, t 
begin to queſtion whether Chriſt dyed for them, and then all 
their unſtable hopes vaniſh, and their unſettled hearts are hur- 
ried into a Labyrinth of ſoul dſtempering contultons; the Lord 
pitty theſe poor Creatures, and deliver them from all (elf con- 
rradiQing ; yea God contradifing Teachers! who hold the 
truth in uncighteouſneſs. 

And whereas Mr. Troughton ſayes, That men will argue, that if 
Chriſt dyed for all men, then for me, I ſhall be ſaved though 1 goon end F. 
injoy my luſts,ec, Its nothing ſo, and they that hold that Chrift 
dyed ſor all men according to the Scriptures, raiſe no ſuch 
Arguments, knowing that they that deny to ſerve him that 
bought them ſhal be deitroyed; but theyargue thus,Chriſt dyed 
for meamong the reſt of men,therefore I ought to live to him, 
love, ſerve, and obey him, to forſake my luſts, pride, ſwearing, 
covetcouſnefſe and prophanenefſe todye to linne and live to 
righteouſneſſe becauſe he dyed for me andand roſe againe, 

But Mr. 7r ughton ſaies, Th t Chrifts dying for all is a ground of 
diſpaire to many, to which I anſwer. 

Firſt, Here Mr. Troughtow miſcrably contradicts himſelfe, 
for he holds that they whom Chriſt dyed for can never dye in 
di{faire ; and for others there was never any hopes of eternall 
life laycd up: But here it ſeemes thatthere was ſomething to be 
enjoycd even by them who diſpaire of it, but Ifhall not dwell 
upon any advantages, but 

Secondly I anſwer, That Mr. Trongbtons ſuggeſtions is > 
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falſe, for ſeeing that Chriſtdyed for all, ſeeing he (o loveil the 
World asto give his life for man-kind, much. more will ke be 
tound willing to receive and ſave. poor. finners:that.come tg 
him * But Satan hath ſubcilly circumvented men' by a great 
tleight, in perſwading them through the Doufrine of the falſe 
Miniſters ( who aretransformedas the Miniſters of Chriſt 
that God will fave ſome men that live and dyc in finne; and 
that others who ſo live and dye, hall be damned; that one 
lyar ſhall be ſaved, and another be damned ; one {wearer ſhall 
be ſaved, and another damned ; one Adulerer ſhall be ſaved, 
and another damned : that God is angry with one drunkard, 
murtherer, whoie nonger, and not with another, though nei- 
ther of them repent ; for they hold, that it ir Chriſt's w.rk to at 
faith and repentanee;, In the Creature, they hold that God was 
neverangry with his Ele&; and henceit is, that ſome ſay, God 
was 0 more angry with David after be had perpetrated thoſe borid 

ſinnes of murtber and adultery, then be was at any other time : others 
bold,( which is all one in effett ) that be forceth ſome to beleeve and 
be ſaved, aud appointeth others to finme and be'damned, and this they 
call the diftinguiſbing love of God, which makes M, Trowghten ask, 
page 56. Where is the diſtinguiſhing loveof God, if Chriſt dyed for 
all? 

I anſwer firſt, in that he gave Chriſt co dye for all P2zn, and 
not for the fallen Angels. Secondly; In thar he will delight in; 
abide with, and ſave ſuch as repent and obey him, as you may 
ſee, Pſab. 147, 11. Fo. 14,21,13. Heb. 4.'9, .and not others, 
when he might have required 'men to have done an hundred 
times as much as he hath, and yet have made no ſuch promiic 
of further maniteſtationsof love orlife-crernall, | be pave bim- 
felfe « ranſome forall, yetbe giveth mere (or [a furcher addition 
of ) grac:y He reſifteth the proud (who deny the Lord that bought 
them ) and giveth grace 20 the bumble, 1ſa1, 4:9. fo here is diſtin- 
guiſhing grace. Firſt, He manifeſts his gaqdnefſe, grace, or ta- 
volir tomen; yea all min; ,-yea'to the winked men} vd they: 
who humblyreceive his mercy andecruth, ſhall/have mgje evers 
an increaſe every way, as | have in the foregoing part of this 
Treatiſe prov. d from Fo. 14. 21. 


An other railing Accuſation that Mr. Trowghten brings a- 
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2ainftrhevruth is chis, If ( faith he ) we (bot! hold thet Chrift dy- 
ed for all, this will be aready way to reconcile ws to [Ronue: I con- 
ceive he meanes the Papiſts, but the Papiſts generally hold that 
Chriſtdycd ſufficiently, but nor efficiently for all ; and they 
hold dire&ly as Mr. Trewghton doth in this point ; that is, That 
his blood in reſpet of the intrinficall merit of ic, was ſuffici- 
ent for ten thouſand Worlds ; but it was not the intention of 
the Father, that all ſhould have ER by itz we are very 
unlikely then to be reconciled to in this point, although 
Mr. Tr. ( who cloſes much more with them in this point 
then we ) about origina]l finne, and ſprinkling Infants, &c. 
would ſo perſwade people, that he might render the truth of 
God odjous. 

And as for conditionall Ele&ion, } know not what the Pa- 
piſts maintain; but as before manifeſted, we hold that Goddid 
appoint or chooſeall men to be holy, and thoſe that are ſo to 
happy. But that the naturall man hath power of himſclt with- 
out ſpirituall grace to believe in Chriſt to ecernall life ( as Mr. 
Troughton ſays we hold) is moft notoricutly falſe ; nay weare 
io farre from thinking any fuch thing,that we know and teach 
every where, that the beſt of men have nor power of themſelves 
to make one haire white or black. But that we bave all our ſuffici- 
encie of God, and that of his own free mercy through Chriſt he 
hath given power to every man and woman, todo what he r6. 
quirezofthem 5 and thet every good and perfed gift us from God, 
Jarn. 2. 17. &c+ as Ihavebefore ſhewed : Neither doe we ſa 
there is no original finne, for Adems linne was the originall 
or firſt finne ; but we are not {6 {illy, as co think there are two 
originall fancs, neither are we: fo-fooliſh as wih the Papiſts, 
Mr. 7 and all falſe Teachers in the world, as to ſay 
that ren bring ſo much finne with chem into the World, 
xs will ( or at leaſt my )damne them eternally in the {econd 
death, or chac « Feit doth cleanſe away originall ſinne, as 


fome beſides the Fapifts & Prelates, hold, or that men ſhall be 
daraned eternally after the Refurreftion for Adam finne : bur 
we ſay, that through originall (inne all dye or returne to the 
duſt, as is before declared at large. And alchough we thus hold 
phat Infauca bring noc with them into the World fo much fm 


as 
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as will or may caf} them into the ſecond death, yer this is no 
way inconliſtent with the Antipzdobaprtifts; neither doth is 
follow, that becaufe children may and thallbe ſaved, therefore 
they may and mnſt be baptized; for Gad hath declared thas 
unto little Infancs belongs the Kingdom of God, "Ma. 19. 14- 
but be hath no where commanded, or declared that they may 
or ought to be ſprinkled with water ; for they having done 
neither good nor evill, have no.need of repentance, faith and 
baprifme, or any other externally or internally-purifying Or 
dinances, until _y finne a ainft light, and fo their conſfci- 
ences are defiled, which without applying the blood of Jeſuz, 
and obedience to his precepts, will ncver be purged againe ; 
_—— come to know whats good, yet commit that whick 
is evill,

mity to the will of God revealed ro Men and Women : Bur Mr- Deie-

Conclution We declare umo you in our Mimiſtry ( (aith he ) That Chrift dy- 
ed 
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ed far all, for all the world, for every man and womss that ſhall believe 
on him, and accept of hins upon the termes of the Goſpel; and ir not 
bere encouragement to poore finners, be their ſinnes never ſo great ? Thou 
art 0t excluded by name, and why ſhouldit thou exelude thy ſe if through 
uabeliefe ? 

This Mr. Trovghton calls the concluſion, ( he might rather 
call it the confulion ) of his ſmall Tra ( as hetermes ir. 
For as I ſhewed you before he pu'd downe the maine building 
of hls opinion, :n bis 61. page, By confeſſing that there is @ generall 
offer of Grace ; and page 62, where be confeſſeth there it an umverſa- 
litlie of the offer of Chriſt, ( whtob offer none that regard the bonour 
of God, will doubt to be reall ) and here he razes the very foun- 
dation of his contradiious Dottrine, in that he acknow- 
ledgeth, that they wh2 miſſe of mercy, exclude themſelves through un- 
beliefe, and ( like men refuſing helpe wben they are almoſt drowned ) 
bring deſiruBion to themſelves through their negleQ or refuſall, not 
ſtriving to lay bold of mercy that they might be ſaved, but queſtioning 
whether Chriſt were offered them with an intent 10 ſave them. From 
whence theſe Coclulions do very freely flow, 

1. That there was mercy for them to lay hold on by faith, 
who perifh through unbeliefe. 

2, That they who enjoy not this mercy, exclude themſelves 
from Its 

3. That it is beyond doubt and queſtion, that Gods offer of 
Chirift to men, is with a purpoſe of his part to ſave them. 

4. Thas they who would be ſaved by Chriſt, muſt ſtrive to 
lay hold on him; all which are pure heavenly andeternall 
truth, and comes from Mr. Troughton as bleſſings from Baluam, 
his heart diſſenting from his hand and tongue. For another 
while you ſhall find Mr. Trowghton peremprorily concluding, 
that God never intended bis Sonne, or mercy by him to all, as page 5 2. 
of bis Booke, where he ſpeaker theſe very w-rds in effe@ ; that is ww xot 
the purpoſe of God 10 give bis Sorneto dye for all, and that bis dezih 
ſhould be a ſufficient =o for all, rras never intended by God, Now 
how ſkould God ſend down his Sonne to fave that which was 
loſt, and yet not give him to dye for them, or that he ſhould 
offer his Sonne to more then he gave him to dye for is ſen{'efſe 
to imagine, except we ſhould make God a mocker of his poore 
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andene Creatures, (as Mr.Tronghten and others ſometimes do) 
In another place you ſhall heare bim ſay, That God appointed 
or decreed men to ke diſobedient;How then can theirdeſtruRi- 
on be of themſelves? yea how can their fin be of themſelves, if 
God appointed them to be difobedient ? Another while that 
Chriſt meriteth faith for the Saints, and that he} worketh or 
aterh faith in the Creatures, how then can that betrue which 
he (ayes here, that men muſt ftrive co lay hold on Chrift, and 
they that do nor, periſh through unbelicte ? Can there be any 
pollibility that they ſhould believe, for whom Chriſt meicterh 
not faith, ſeeing all that do believe had faith mecited for them? 
andit was not they that believed, but Chriſt in them, or thac 
ary tan ory at leaſt by an unreſiſtable power : Sure then they 


laid not hold of the rope, as Mr. Tronghton ſayes, drawing men 


out to doe, not asking queſtions ; much leſſe did chey firiye fo, 


to doe: but the rope laid bold on them, and pluckt them up 
whcerher they would or no, And thus you ſee that Mr. Trough 
tons DoArinc is but like ropes of Sand, it holds not together, 
none can lay any ſure hold of it,it wil not hold his own weight, 


ſor what he faſtens in one place he breaks in another; and 


what truth he ſpeaks in one leaf ot his Book, he leaves, yea de- 
nyes in another; what he tuildes in a moneth, he throwes 
downein a minute. For how is ic poſſible that any ſoulecan 
beleeve in God or Chrift through his Teaching, for he ſayes 
that God did not give his Soune to dye forall, yer he offers 
Lgracctoall, that Red:mption is noc univeria!l, bur theten- 
ders of Chriſt areuniverſal : Th.c God did let or ſend downe 
' Chriſt to ſaveloſt man,and they are not to queſtion it ; but yet 
he appointed the grearcit part of men to be difodedient : That 
men exclude themt{elves by unbeliete; yet there was never a 
Chriſt for them to believe, ({ excepi they would believe on one, 
that never dyed for them. ) That G ddecreed both the finne 
and ſuffering of the Creature ; yet their deſtruRion is of them- 
(elves. With a hundred more of ſuch contradiRions which 
may be found in his, aud other mens Books which maintaine 
his Opinion, which leaves many poore ſoules in the darke, ma- 
ny in deſpaire, more in prophannels ; and builds up the reft as 

] have ſhewwed,upon an uncertaine ſandy foundation, 
This 


freed from Reſtraint. 


T his be calls bis or their Miniflery, and well he may, for it's 
not the Miniſtery of Chriſt, or miniſtration of the Spirit, for 
where doth the Spirit of God fay, Chriſt died for all and every 
man that accepts of him: (this DoRtrine ſets a ſoul to accept of 
Chriſt before they know what he hath done for them) The mi- 
niſtration of the Spirit ſpeaks chus, that he di. d for all, for eve- 
ry man, for the whole world, finncrs, heretikes which deny him, 
and they that receive, accept, or believe on him (hall nor periſh, 
&c. and this is the doQrine which we teach, which the Lord 
hach bleſt, bleſſed be his name, to the converſion and conſolation 
of mine and many thouſand ſouls within theſe ſeven years. 

Thus you ſce the concluſion of M.Trowghtons little Tratt put 
forth to Ic fc purpoſe, which though ſome may judge legitimate, 

et ſuch as have ſeen what men have formerly writ on this ſub»

th: m ac x1] as co their erernall (tare, it can yeeld no ſolid or cer- 
tain confort to a drooping heart ; for if Chriſt did not die for 
all, ſtill he doubts, whether he died for him: And if God ap- 
pointed men to be diſobedicor, how dares M.7 rs, reprove them 
for being ſo? no ſound exhortation to repent and believe ariſes 
from his tenets, for he ſayes, God hath not enabled bis crea- 
tures ro do either, but it muſt be done in them by an irrchiſtable 

ower; be can never convince a ſoul of tbe riches of rhe grace 
"nnd love of God to him, for nothing will do that, but the uner- 
ring evidence of the Spirit-in the Word of God, and where that 
ſayes Chriſt died for all, he denies it, and ayes the Scripture 
means no ſuch ching; it ſcnds forth no dehortations from vice, 
for he laycs, that they who arc partakers of the Grace, the ye 
Q to 
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(to uſe his expreſſion) can never fall finally from it , nor the 
that Chriſt died not for, ſhall never come to it; and what nee 
M. Tre. diſſwade any man from an evill way by this doArine? 
And how can he inform any poor ſoul of the great kindneſſe of 
God and Chriſt ro him or her, when he cannot clearly prove by 
expreſle texts of Scripture, that Chriſt died for them? He may 
ſay thus, ſceing Chriſt did not die for all (which is his doAtine) 
then this ſerves to reprove them that iy he did, and that is 7/a5-

ed moft men to be diſobedient, this may encourage and comfore 
them in their diſobedience, in that they do what God appointed 
them te do; and ſeeing God commands all to believe and accept 
of Chriſt, yet hath not given power or ability to any ſo todo, 
(as he ſays) it ſhewes what a hard Maſter God is, who requires 
of his creatures that which they can never, yea that which at

And though M. Tre. will oot in words make ſuch uſes of his Do- 
Arine, yet Satan hath and doth prevail upon thouſands, (the 
more's the pity) to make ſuch uſes of it, they ſo naturally ariſing 
fromthoſe poſitions which he maintains, 1 know that ſuch uſes 
are wicked, much more is the doArine that yeelds them; if ſuch, 
fruit be to be abhor'd, (as ſure itis ) much more the tree that 
bearsir, a good tree cannot yeeld ſuch corrupt fruit; the preat 
God layhis'Axe to the root of it, and pluck up every plant that 
his hand hath not planted ; not by might, nor by power, but by the 
Spirit of the Lord. But if Mr.Tro. hath better uſes, which clear- 
ly come from his doctrine, I wonder he did not produce them; 
for my part I (hall as briefly as I can ſhew you that read theſe 
things, what uſes the Lord hath taught me by his Spiric in the 


Word to make of the Doctrine that I hold forth, and which, 
M.Trs. calls hereticall, erroneous, and corrupt opinions, A cor-3;

oh if this dorine were fully known, it would ſo increaſe 
love, and quench hatred., diſcord, and debate, peace, ju- 
tice and mercy would floriſh, and wars, oppreſſion, and cruelty 
would be baniſhed ; ſome beams of this univerſall love of God. 
beginning to ſhine forth upon the hearts of our Commanders, . 
Rulers, Judges, &s, have inclin'd them co more clemency, righ- 
teouſnefle and pity then ſome former times have afforded, and 
25 it is more manifeſted, we (hall doubtlefle ſee more of God 
(who is leve,and loy'd us when eoemies) appearings. *Tis erue, 

a man thac truly fears God cannot delight in an ungodly perſsn, 
neither can our heavenly Father, yet he doth them good, and 
the Saints defire the converſion of their enemies, and will do 
good unto all, according co their abilicy, and their fellow crea- 
cures capacity, and though they hate the vices of men, yer 
lo ve their perſons, ſo as thar they will exhort, intreat,, and ad- 
moniſlrchem to come in to the Lord that bought them, and nor 
ſeek the ruine of their bodies, ſtates, reputations, and ſouls, a1: - 
fear too many, who deny the death of Chriſt for all, would if ir 
were in their power, and could wiſh that there were ſomeching 
in force like that Popiſh Statute de Hereticis comburendis, as 2 
pears by cheir continaall appeals to the civill, yea and military 
powers, their complaints and petitions againſt ſuch as hold the 
ruth in love,by all means labouting to perſwadethe Magiſtrates 
to unſheath their ſwords, ro cur off, baniſh, or ſilence by might 
of men thoſe who are full of might by the Spirit of the Lord to 
declare againſt their corrupt principles and praiſe, they have x 
zeal, but not according to knowledge , for did thry know what 
love the Father hath ſhewed thoſe whom they maligne,and what 
ſweet communion they haye with God, and that God loy'd 
thoſe whom they hate, ſo as to give his Son to die for them,they 
would never ſaff:r that curſed root that beareth gall and worm-" 
wood to ſpring up in their hearts, but would codeavour to jn- 
fir ut thens with meekneſſe, or contend agaioſt them, at leaſt with .

immembred with them; but the truth is, theſe men are afraid of 
the light, and have no love to ſuch as are of Pa» opinion, that | 

Chriſt died for all, and therefore they incenſe authority, gaaſh | 


their teeth againſt chem.But we know that Chriſt died for them, ( 
and deſire that they alſo may know it, and by thar goodneſle be \; 
ſed to repent of all their evills, and-in particular of their envy 4 
and conſultations againſt the Saints of the moſt high, who be- } 


lieve, as the Scripture ſairh, and will not receive the corrupt 
glofſes which men put on chem, or the ſad and dark concluſions 1 
and conſequences which draw from them. Ina word, if ' 
Chriſt died for all, this may ſerve to keep the poor ſin-ſick ſinner 
from deſpair, and the proud tranſgreflor from preſumption, to 

ove fach as give the Scripture, yea the Spirit of God the lye, 
who in ſo many places hath clearly evidenced ic, yer they deny 
what is there written, and would have us-rcather adhere to their 
expoſitions, which are all darker then the text, 

Again, if God hath of his free mercy in Chriſt appointed and DF, >, 
ordain'd all men to ſerve him, and furniſhed chem with every 
thing neceflary for ſo doing, ſo that all Nations may kuow and | 
believe him, through that light which lighterh every man which # 
comech into the world, according to that manifeſtation of it | 
which ſhines forth ro them; (as undonbtedly he hath) then this 
ſerves to reprove ſuch as ſay God did appoint ſome men, as men 
to be diſobedient, that is to ſerve (in and Satan, 

2. Such as teach , that God hath nor enabled all kis creatures 
to do what he requires of them, but chat he cxaRts more of his

Pharoab. 

3. This may ſerve fully to convince every ſober ſpirit: of the

4. It ſerves to clear the pure juſtice of God, and leave all with= 
ont excuſe, when they hear that God through his Sons blood 
hath made all Nations of the earth to ſeek him, and in order 
thereto, hath done what could be done for his Vineyard, 

5. This may ſerve to ſtir up poor creatures to be thankful, 
and admire the riches of grace, and ſpeak good of the name of 
the Lord ſo mercifull and bountiſull, and to incite them to ariſe 
and be doing,(1 Chrex.22.16.) and God will be with thc m, ſome 
to hear,ſearch,rcad, inquire, that they may know and belicye the 
Lord, and them that come to know and apply bis love, to re- 
pent and be baptized, to ſeparate from the world, and ſuch a- 
gain to continue in the grace of God, in the fellowſhip and do- 
Qrine of the Apoſtles, in breaking of bread and prayers, in prai- 
ſing of God, in holinefſe of life, watching againſt ſin, and for 
the coming of cheir Lord and Maſter Jeſus Chriſt ; 'ris true, all 
are not capable of the ſame exhortation, for to exhort-u wicked 
man that never yer beliey'd the Goſpel, to pray and bteak bread 
wich the Saints,& wait for the day of Chellis prepoſterous;but 
to exhort ſuch to hear, eo ſeek, or inquire after God, hear, read, 


and ſearch the Scriptures (that ſo they may come to know , be- 


lieve and repent ) is ſutcable to the diretion of the Spirir 
through the whole book of God, who hath cnabled men and 
women come to years of diſcretion, (ſo asto diſcern berweene 
good and evil) thusto do. To call them to baptiſm, and ſo make 
them members of a vifible Church, who never heard of God, is 
ridiculous, and M.7 ro, himſelf (in his Epiſtle to the Reader) con- 
fefſeth it under his own hand, That viſible title to, and wiereft in 
the Covenant of Grace, confpfting in a ſeriout profeſſion of the Chri- 
flias faith, accompanied with a (uteable converſation, is that which 
conflitures a member of the viſible Church of (brit; whence two 
things arc conſiderable: 1. That infants are not, whileſt infants, 
viſidie Mcmbers of the Church of Chrilt, in that they make no 


profeſſion of the Chriſtian Faith, neither is their converſation* 


lureable co rhe holy precepts of the moſt high, ( for they ſpeak 
and aQt as children) neither doth God require that it ſhould be 
ſo, for he ſpeaks not to children. 2. This diſcovers the folly of 
Baby-ſprinklers, who require more of poor creatures then they 


are 
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are able to perform, which ſhews that their Miniſtery in this, as 
in other things, is not of God, who never exadts that of any, 
which he of his own free mercy and goodnefle hath not given 
them ability co bring co paſſe; yea they are contrary to God,and 
palpably contradict themſelves. 

After this ſhort digreſſion, a ſixth uſe that may be made of 
this doQtrine is this, that ſeeing God hath appointed, ſer apart, 
orchoſen all men to ſerve him, and enabledthem ſo to do, this 
ſhould teach Miniſters to take heed that they add not co, neither 
diminiſh from the precepts which God hath given to mankind, 
by laying more or |cfſc upon perſons then they are able to per- 
form, whichis a uſuall thing; for they ſay of infants, that they 
muſt be baptized, and be Church-Mombers, ( though they have 
done neither good nor evil,nay know not their right hand from 
their left, and tell menthat are 20. 40.50. years of age, that they 
cannotbelieve nor repent, nay that they mult not be baptized,&c. 

,Laſtly , this may ns for a triall and examination to every 
man, whether he hath done all that good which God enabled 
him to do, and avoided that evill, which he by the light manife- 
felted from God might have ſhunned, that ſo he may through a 
certain knowledge'of his aRings in theſe things, be comforted 
his obedience through Chriſt, the ſtrength and arm of the 
Fad, os repent of his non-performance of that which through 
| jicis or power he might have performed. And now let the

uy not freely low from that doctrine which men call he-

tor it's very bad, and Antichriſtian , or to coi-tinue in the way 
wh: rc thr'y arc,for it is nor good, nor to take heed that they dee 
Part not from the way ot God, for they are nur in it, or from 
the living God, for they are not with him: But we beſeech them 
to repent, and-turn to God, that ſo they may be baptized, and 
add-dcothet hurch, and enjoy the precious priviledges that 
percain ro ſuch as worthip G: d in ſpirit and truth, 5. 6. according 
ro his word, which is ſpiric and truth, well knowing that men 
may 4s well be defFroyed for refiſting the power of God, and

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deſerting the way of righteouſneſſe, add torning from the holy 
Commandement delivered unto them, and therefore they have

not the Lord. Ihope the Miniſters of £ng/and 20d Scotland, who 
term themſelves the Minifters of Chriſt, will not conforme to 
ſuch Miniſters, if they do, and reſolve ſo to do, God will cur 
them off, a» he did them: And let not any ack what became of 
our Forefathers, for God who cauſeth the light to ſhine ont of 
darkneſſc, bath appeared in far more tranſlucent brightnefle of

C hriſt died for you, as well as for the reſt of the ſons and daugh- 
ters of eAdary, therefore love him, and ſhew your love by keep- 
ing h's Commandements, and his oaly, do not doany more in 
Gods worſhip then Chriſt hach commanded you; he'requires 
you £0 believe, or do no more then what is written, da not a4d 
to your £35k and Chriſts yoke, conlider how the Lord will deal : 
with ſuch 2s add to, or diminiſh from his will; beware of ſtum- 
bling =r the word , being diſobedient whereunto you were ap- 
pointed (or ſct;) they that ſtumbleat the rock (hall be broken in* 
pieces, and they upon whom that rock or ſtone ſhall fall , ſhall 
be ground .o powder ; God is not willing that you ſhould pe- 
riſh, but rather that you ſhould turne from your own way and 
live: I know tkis to be truth, for he hath ſpoken it, and Chrift 
hath ſealed it with his bloud he ſhed for you, which he would n 

vcr have done, if he had not defired your welfare, L 

And thus you ſce how uſefull the DoQtrine we preach is; and 
therefore no way to be deſpiſed, or diſparaged, agit is by many 
in our Generation , who ſpeak ev4ll of the things they wnderfiand 
nor. . F » 
But I come in the laſt place, by the blefſed aſliftance of God, 
to ſhew you by whom and why this dectrine is oppoſed, and 
then I ſhall conclude this work. ef EO 

This Dotcine is oppoſed by Satan, who knows that if 
ſhould be evinced that Chriſt died for a'l, then men woRld 
to ſre the love of God to them, and wonld every where begi

In a word, if this DoQtrine ſhould be faichfally publiſhed, it 
would wonderfully draw out mens ſoules after Chriſt, drive our 
the power of (in, carry forth mens Spirits to propagate the Goſ- 
pell, hurle down tho Kingdeme of Satan and Antichriſt by the 
mighty increaſe of knowledge, faith, and love, advance holi- 
nels ſobriety, and righteouſneſle, ſtir up men to diligence, god- 
ly fear, and watchfillnefſe, at leaſt leave men without any en- 
couragement to live in fin one moment, take away all thoſe 
Cob» web cloaks with which men palliate their impicties, ce- 
move all excuſes, and even force men to confeſle their deſtruQi- 
on) is of themſelves, and therefore is it oppos'd by Satan , ſelfe, 
and falſe teachers, who would all ſuffer loſle by the fire of Gods 
Word, if their deceits and doarines come to be diſcovercd by 
the gidtious light of theſe truths which men call herefie and er- 
roncous opinions. 

1 am not unacquainted with the toſſings and torments of 
mind whick rhey are ſubjeRtto that hold the doAtrines contrary 
to theſe in the foregoing treatiſe infiſted on, their de;etions of 
ſpirit, and dubiouſneſſe of heart, one while even drownes them 
in black deſpair, another while their foundationlefſe faith, and 
groundlefle confidence through the exceeding ſubtilty of Satan, _ 
makes them to dare to adventure upon a fin, upon this ſcore, 
'” that if they are eleRed, they cannot hereby fall finally, and if 
they are not, it will not be any impairing of their irrecoverable 
hopeleſle condition, I know Satan will provoke men to fret 
exceedingly agaioſt theſe things with the higheſt ciſings and life.

Arid | am confident, that as the Lord hath, ſo he will bleffe - 
this DoQtive, with thoſe that profeſle it, and praRiiſe that ho- 
lineſſe, righteouſn:fle, and ſobriety, which thar grace of God 
which bringeth ſalvation to all men teacheth , and by his owng 
Spirit, ( not the word and arme of fleſh ) will ſignall zp- 
peare, to the overturning of that great mountain of falſe do» 
Arine , that hark kept poore creatures from beholding the face 
of the Son of righteouſneſle in the truth of the Goſpell ; and
